PENN VET RECEIVES GIFT 
FOR STATE-OF-THE-ART 
EQUINE SURGICAL SUITE 


T he University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s New Bolton Center 
has received a $1 million 
leadership gift from Gail Riepe 
of Cockeysville, Md., toward 
the $17 million required to 
build a state-of-the-art equine 
surgical suite at the George 
D. Widener Hospital for Large 
Animals. 

Riepe, a 1968 graduate of 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
is part of a Penn family. Her 
father, husband and son all 
graduated from the university; 
her husband, James S. Riepe, 
is also active as chair of the 
board of Penn Medicine and 
recently retired as Chair of the 
University’s Board of Trustees. 

Gail Riepe has been a 
member of Penn Vet’s Equine 
Advisory Committee and more 
recently a member of its Board 
of Overseers.

The new facility will also 
include dedicated sterilization 
and clean storage areas, faculty 
and staff lounge, locker rooms, 
offices and storage areas.

L eading Pennsylvania 

owner/breeder George 
Strawbridge has been 
presented with Keeneland’s 
gold tray in recognition of 
his eighth graded stakes win 
at that Kentucky track. 

Strawbridge reached the 
coveted milestone when his 
3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
filly Fugitive Angel won the 
Valley View Stakes-G3 on 
October 22. He is one of 
only 16 owners to earn the 
gold tray since Keeneland 
inaugurated its gold trophy 
program in 1952.

AS EQUIBASE CHAIRMAN; 
NICHOLSON NAMED 
AS SUCCESSOR 


F asig-Tipton’s chairman 
and senior auctioneer, 
Walt Robertson, retired at 
the end of November. 

Robertson, 62, was employed 
by the sales company for more 
than 30 years, beginning as a 
bid-spotter in 1975.

2010 REPORT OF MARES 
BRED STATISTICS 


T he Jockey Club’s Report of 
Mares Bred (RMB) statis¬ 
tics indicate that 2,186 stal¬ 
lions covered 40,576 mares in 
North America during 2010. 
This data is based on RMBs 
received through October 13. 

The annual statistics include 
the number of mares bred to 
each stallion and represent 
approximately 90 percent of 
the mares who eventually will 
be reported as bred in 2010. 
According to historical trends, 
The Jockey Club expects to 
receive RMBs representing an 
additional 4,000 to 4,500 mares 
bred from the 2010 breeding 
season. 


The number of stallions 
declined 9.3 percent from the 
2,409 reported at this time in 
2009, while the number of 
mares bred fell 10.5 percent 
from the 45,317 reported at 
this time last year. 

RMB statistics for all report¬ 
ed stallions in 2010 are avail¬ 
able through the Publications 
& Resources section of The 
Jockey Club’s Web site at www. 
j ockeyclub. com. 

“The decline in breeding 
activity in 2010 falls in line with 
our forecasted 10 percent 
decline for next year’s regis¬ 
tered foal crop, from 30,000 
foals in 2010 to 27,000 foals in 


2011,” said Matt Iuliano, The 
Jockey Club’s executive vice- 
president and executive director. 

Although the number of 
stallions covering 100 or more 
mares declined from 85 in 

2009 to 82 in 2010, these stal¬ 
lions accounted for a greater 
percentage of the total mares 
reported bred this year-26.8 
percent of mares bred in 2010 
versus 24.6 percent of mares 
bred in 2009. 

Examining the origins of 
the 4,741 fewer mares bred in 

2010 by stallion book size, 34.8 
percent of the decline in mares 
bred occurred in stallion book 
sizes under 25; 16.7 percent 
occurred in stallion book sizes 
between 25 and 49; 34.7 per¬ 
cent occurred in stallion book 
sizes between 50 and 74; 8.3 
percent occurred in stallion 
book sizes between 75 and 99; 
and 5.5 percent occurred in 


stallion book sizes of 100 or 
more. 

Of the top 10 states and 
provinces by number of mares 
reported bred in 2010 through 
October 13, only Louisiana 
and Ontario stallions covered 
more mares in 2010 than in 
2009, as reported at this time 
last year. 

In the Mid-Atlantic region, 
10 stallions were bred to as 
many as 50 mares: Jump Start 
(Pa.) 115; Windsor Castle 

(W.Va.) 78; Fairbanks (Pa.) 77; 
Lion Hearted (Md.) 63; Toccet 
(Pa.) 62; Bop (WVa.) 61; Lufti- 
kus (W.Va.) 59; Talent Search 
(Pa.) 57; Two Punch (Md.) 57; 
and Not For Love (Md.) 55.

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BARN FOR PENNSYLVANIA 
RACING COMMISSION 
RESEARCH OPENS AT 
NEW BOLTON CENTER 


N ew Bolton Center in 
Kennett Square, Pa., has 
announced the opening 
of the Pennsylvania Racing 
Commission Equine Facility. 
The barn, fully funded by the 
Pennsylvania Racing Commis¬ 
sion [PRC], will be used to 
house horses during research 
projects. 

New Bolton Center is the 
large animal campus of the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
School of Veterinary Medicine, 
and is contracted by the Racing 
Commission to conduct 
research that will improve diag¬ 
nostic capabilities of substance 
abuse in horse racing. 

The new facility provides 
four spacious stalls in a cli¬ 
mate-controlled environment. 
“This is particularly important 
for certain types of research 


that could be compromised 
by hot or cold environments, 
such as respiratory studies,” 
said Lawrence R. Soma VMD, 
Professor of Anesthesia at 
New Bolton Center. The stalls 
are finished with comfortable 
footing and easy-to-clean sur¬ 
faces. Mounted video cameras 
allow for 24-hour surveillance 
of horses. The facility also has 
a wireless heart monitor sys¬ 
tem that will be used in studies. 

Soma and Cornelius Uboh, 
PhD, Director at Pennsylvania 
Equine Toxicology and 
Research Center, are the princi¬ 
pal investigators on the PRC’s 
Research Program. “We are 
involved in about 10 research 
studies a year,” explained Soma. 
Most of the studies require 
collection of urine and blood 
samples which are then ana¬ 


lyzed in the lab. Penn Vet 
researchers have also reviewed 
thousands of electrocardio¬ 
grams collected before and 
following racing to determine 
usual and unusual changes in 
cardiac rhythm. Other studies 
at the facility investigate spe¬ 
cific components related to die 
horse’s respiratory system. 

Penn Vet serves as a refer¬ 
ence lab for an industry pilot 
quality assurance program, and 
has developed the standard 


operating procedures used 
for detecting many new illegal 
drugs and therapeutic medi¬ 
cations. Research is currendy 
being conducted to determine 
alternative methods for iden¬ 
tification of new emerging 
compounds that are beneficial 
when used for the treatment of 
various disorders, but are illegal 
when used during human and 
equine athletic competition.

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D uring a racing career that 
spanned seven produc¬ 
tive seasons, Sumerset 
got around. He ran at eight dif¬ 
ferent tracks, including Pimlico 
early as a 3-year-old in 2000 
and Suffolk Downs for his 
final outings in 2006. His life¬ 
time stats show him starting 
for 12 different trainers. By 
the end of his career, the dark 
bay Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Allen’s Prospect—Tetrad (by 
Tentam) had left the gate 75 
times and boasted a record of 
16-14-10 and $439,691 in the 
bank. Fifteen of those contests 
were in stakes company. Most 
notable among his wins was a 
victory in the 2001 Maryland 
Million Classic, when he and 
jockey Jeremy Rose surged 
up to best Lightning Paces by 
a neck, with P Day finishing 
third. 

When Mary Beth Masse 
of Richmond, R.I., first met 
Sumerset, she knew next to 
nothing of Inis accomplish¬ 
ments. In fact, she knew very 
little about him at all, as did 
Mary Milliner, who had fos¬ 
tered him for a rescue organi¬ 
zation in Connecticut. 

“I met Mary and her daugh¬ 
ter Meredith at a horse show 
and somehow ended up telling 
them how unlucky I have been 
in buying sound/sane horses,” 
Masse said. “They suggested I 
try him, so I did, and I loved 
him right away.” 

The rescue group inter¬ 
viewed her and inspected her 
farmette, then approved Masse 
as Sumerset’s permanent 
owner. A strict stipulation is 
that the gelding can never be 
sold; if Masse can no longer 
take care of him, he must be 
returned to the organization. 

After more than a year 
with the horse she calls “Max,” 
Masse is totally bonded. 

“I originally intended to have 
him as a trail horse and as a way 
to stay in shape between my 
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jumping lessons at a local com¬ 
petitive hunter/jumper stable,” 
she said, “but the more I start¬ 
ed working with him, the more 
talented I realized he was.” 

Thus began her quest to 
find out all she could about 
him. 

“All we were told was that 
his name was Sumerset and 
he had won a big race down 
in Maryland,” Masse relayed. 
“He had come to the rescue 
group very, very skinny; he’d 
been turned out in a field and 
not cared for by a hunter/ 
jumper trainer who had him 
in Massachusetts. She com¬ 
plained that he was crazy.” 

In the midst of a divorce 
and not able to continue feed¬ 
ing the horse, the trainer had 
contacted the rescue. 

His tattoo had become illeg¬ 
ible, but Masse and her sister 
began scouring the Internet for 
anything they could find on 
Sumerset. It took considerable 
trial and error before they were 
able to determine the unusual 
spelling of his name. 

“Once we figured that out, 
his name popped up all over 


the place, and we started find¬ 
ing stuff about him winning 
the Maryland Million,” she 
explained. One key piece of 
information was the identity 
of his breeders - Gillian (Jill) 
Gordon-Moore, a longtime 
Virginia horsewoman who once 
managed the famed Audley 
Farm inBerryville, Va., and Ann 
Charlton (Dixie) Abbott, the 
Pennsylvania-based breeder/ 
owner who operates Charlton 
bloodstock agency with her 
husband, Rick Abbott. 

Masse located Moore on 
Facebook. Moore had also lost 
track of Sumerset, despite her 
best efforts to keep him on her 
radar after his retirement. 

“Jill said she had been 
approached by a dressage 
trainer while Sumerset was still 
running, asking to be notified 
when he was retired,” Masse 
stated. “She helped this woman 
get him after he was finished, 
telling her that if anything hap¬ 
pened, she would want him 
back.” 

Moore never heard from 
the woman again and assumed 


that Sumerset was still with the 
dressage trainer. 

“Jill was shocked when she 
heard he had ended up at the 
rescue in Connecticut,” said 
Masse. Now, Gordon-Moore 
happily stays in touch with 
Masse, receiving regular updates 
about the horse who has always 
been a favorite of hers. 

“She has sent me so many 
pictures of him, his mom, his 
sister, and some old articles. It’s 
really been fun,” said Masse. 

Clearly, though, it’s Sumerset 
who is having the most fun. 
“He’s very personable, very 
sweet, and always interested 
in what you’re doing. We have 
a trampoline for my boys set 
up right next to the pasture, 
and when they’re jumping on 
it, he’ll come right over and 
watch them,” said Masse. She 
has seen no indications of any 
behavioral issues since bringing 
the horse home. His adjust¬ 
ment to life at her farm was 
swift and seamless. 

“He loves his trail rides,” 
reported Masse. “Here’s this 
Thoroughbred who was on the 
track for all those years, and an 
excavator can go by us, and 
he’ll just keep on walking. Dogs 
barking, deer running out in 
front of us-he never spooks. 
I’ll hold the rein on the buckle 
and he’ll drag his nose on the 
ground as we’re walking along. 
Most horses on a trail ride 
speed up when you turn around 
to come back home. He’s the 
opposite. When I turn around, 
he starts looking for other trails. 
He doesn’t want to go back. 

“This is kind of really corny, 
but you know how people 
always talk about how they 
have a real connection with 
their horses? Here I’d been 
riding and showing since I was 
12 —over 30 years —and I’ve 
never had that. And I really 
honestly feel like I have it with 
Max.”

Maryland racing 
gripped by 
uncertainty 


S omeday, somebody should write a book about what 

happened to Maryland's Thoroughbred racing industry 
in the era following the late 1980s. Like all war stories, it 
would be easier to read as history than as current events. 

The latest chapter unfolded on November 2 when voters 
in Anne Arundel County were presented with a referendum 
allowing them to decide for or against the Cordish Co.'s planned 
slots casino at Arundel Mills Mall. 

Had the majority voted against die mall site, the possibility 
existed that Laurel Park could pick up the pieces and emerge 
as Maryland's first Thoroughbred racino. But a resounding 56 
percent voted in favor of Cordish's plan. 

Even among the segments of the population whose 
livelihood now centers around Maryland racing, there were—and 
continue to be—serious differences of opinion about what 
the Cordish plan could mean for our industry. Slots money 
sooner (with Cordish) rather than later (if Laurel had managed 
to get back in the running for a license)? A mutually beneficial 
tie-in between the mall casino and Laurel Park, with the two 
being practically neighbors, just 10 miles apart? Or a doomsday 
scenario with, irony of ironies, Laurel Park forced out of 
business by casino competition just as a steady stream of slots 
revenue begins filtering into the purse account and breeders' 
fund? 

As the referendum drew near, Laurel's ownership was clear 
and unequivocal. President and chief operating officer Tom 
Chuckas delivered the message at the October 19 meeting of the 
Maryland Racing Commission: If Cordish received the go-ahead, 
Laurel would halt live racing and become an off-track betting 
facility. The Maryland Jockey Club (MJC)'s racing program 
would be limited to a 40-day meet surrounding the Preakness. 
Bowie Training Center, the MJC's third facility in Maryland, 
would close and Laurel and Pimlico would not be available for 
year-round stabling. 

But since the referendum, the situation has gotten even more 
complicated. No one wants to see Maryland reduced to bare 
bones, and various people are coming up with alternative plans 
aimed at forestalling the possibility. 

The Maryland legislature, which convenes in January, appears 
poised to make major alterations in the slots program-but it's 
not at all clear what form the changes will take. 

Meanwhile, Frank Stronach, who holds the reins of MI 
Developments Inc., which co-owns the Maryland tracks with 
Penn National Gaming Inc., did an about-face and promised to 
maintain the status quo for 2011, including a racing schedule 
similar to that of 2010. Penn National, noting that Laurel loses 
between $3 million and $7 million a year, is resisting that idea. 

And that, perhaps oversimplified, is where things stand at this 
moment. ^

U nder perfect skies and 
in front of 20,958 fans, 
talented Maryland-sired 
runners converged for the sil¬ 
ver anniversary edition of the 
Jim McKay Maryland Million 
on October 2 at Laurel Park. 

Highlighting the 11 -race 
card, worth $1.05 mil¬ 
lion in purses, was the fea¬ 
tured $150,000 Jim McKay 
Maryland Million Classic 
won by Regal Solo, a son of 
1996 Preakness winner Louis 
Quatorze who rallied stoutly 
to earn the victory for owner 
Alvin Lapidus, trainer Damon 
Dilodovico and jockey Sheldon 
Russell. 

The 5-year-old gelding 
moved his breeders, Allen and 
Audrey Murray, into a six¬ 
way tie as the all-time leading 
Maryland Million breeder by 
wins, joining Bonita Farm, the 
late Hal C.B. Clagett, Glade 
Valley Farms Inc., Barbara 
Cross Graham, and Charles 
and Cynthia McGinnes. Each 
has five victories. 

For the Murrays, who 
sent out Regal Solo to win 
the Maryland Million Nursery 
three years ago, it was no 
doubt bittersweet. They lost 
the homebred to his current 
connections via the claim box 
in August 2009 at Laurel. 

But Allen Murray remained 
philosophical. 

“He got claimed for 
$40,000, and won the day he 
was claimed, so that brought 
us another $20,000,” Murray 
said from the winner’s circle. 
“We put $60,000 in the bank. 
That’s a lot of money for the 
Murrays. I feel really good for 
the connections and I feel good 
for Audrey and me because we 
bred a Classic winner here. 

“When somebody claims a 
horse from me, I really want 
them to win because maybe 
they’ll claim another one,” 
Murray added. 

Of course it helps that the 
Murrays still own Regal Solo’s 
dam, Sonata (GB), by Polish 
Precedent. And Louis Quatorze 
stands at their Murmur Farm 
in Darlington, Md. Regal Solo 
is from Louis Quatorze’s first 
Maryland-sired crop. 

Lapidus claimed Regal Solo 
upon the advice of his son,

Mark Lapidus, with their sights 
set on winning last year’s run¬ 
ning of the Maryland Million 
Classic. For them, it was sim¬ 
ple math: Claim a horse for 
$40,000 and run in a $200,000 
stakes. He finished third in that 
race, won by another reformed 
claimer, Sumacha’hot (by 
Mojave Moon). But Dilodo¬ 
vico made a plan to return in 
2010 . 

“He really should have won 
last year,” Alvin Lapidus said. 
“But he disappointed us a little. 
If he waited he might have 
won it.” 

Regal Solo had made four 
starts since last year’s Maryland 
Million, finishing third in the 
Find Handicap and winning 
the Jennings Handicap to finish 
2009. This year, he won a six- 
furlong allowance at Delaware 
before finishing fourth to 
Classic starter In the Juice at 
Laurel on September 11. 

“Bringing him back this 
year, we toyed with running in 
the [Grade 2] General George 
[Stakes at Laurel] in February 
but we just had stupid litde 
things,” said Dilodovico. 


“Every other week it was 
something-a nick that got 
infected, a bruised foot. He 
ran lights out at Delaware [on 
August 2]. We pay attention to 
the sheets and we thought he 
might bounce off that perfor¬ 
mance. And that’s what hap¬ 
pened; he came out of his last 
race well. We were pretty happy 
coming into this.” 

A field of six broke from 
the gate for the Classic, with 
relative longshot Movin’ Out 
leading early over the 2008 
winner Cuba, Not Abroad 
and In the Juice. Regal Solo 
pulled Russell but stayed sixth 
and last in the compact field. 
Regal Warrior, another son of 
Louis Quatorze, loomed on 
the turn, In the Juice made a 
run, Not Abroad rallied after 
hitting traffic, but all the while 
Regal Solo cruised into con¬ 
tention. Russell waited as if he 
had instructions to count to 
10 before swinging Regal Solo 
to the grandstand side. Once 
clear, he rolled past to win 
comfortably, by a length and a 
quarter over Not Abroad, with 
Regal Warrior two and a quar- 
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ter lengths back in third. Regal 
Solo finished the mile and an 
eighth in 1:51.43. 

“I was anxious early 
because he didn’t break well,” 
Dilodovico said. “He’s been 
pretty sharp so I was worried; 
I was glad Sheldon stayed in 
there. He kept him locked in 
for a good while. We were 
thinking the distance would be 
an issue for him; we thought it 
got to him last year. We were 
more confident last year.” 

Dilodovico had put down 
his radio and cable from his 
afternoon job with Interna¬ 
tional Sound long enough to 
watch his fifth career Maryland 
Million winner-all off the 
claim (see box on opposite 
page). The camera crew turned 
the cameras on Dilodovico, 
who waved, humbly, to the 
crowd. 

Dilodovico and lifelong 
friend Mike Geralis went on 
their own about 20 years ago 
after working for trainer Dale 
Capuano and have ground out 
a decent niche in Maryland. 

With three kids and college 
bills to pay, Dilodovico moon¬ 


lights for International Sound, 
which does the television pro¬ 
duction at the Maryland tracks. 
He’s there every time a horse 
enters the winner’s circle, usu¬ 
ally behind the camera count¬ 
ing off the seconds before the 
break and spooling the wire 
that runs along the track. He’s 
the only Maryland Million¬ 
winning trainer who knows 
when a commercial is cutting 
out and waits for the silence 
before speaking to a reporter. 

“You can’t do it if you don’t 
have good help,” Dilodovico 
tells you of his split sched¬ 
ule. “Regal is Mike’s horse. He 
looks after him like he’s his 
child; he oversees everything, 
and he does a wonderful job 
with everything. I can’t do it 
myself.” 

Dilodovico added: “My 
supervisor here is great. He 
lets me saddle a horse, watch 
a race, as long as we’re getting 
the job done. I have to juggle 
it. Maybe it’s not fair to Mike 
but it works. I don’t know what 
I would do if I had to choose 
[between the film crew and 
training]-I love the horses.

You get paid to be outside; it’s 
a dream job.” 

Regal Solo completed a 
triple for jockey Russell, who 
recorded his first, second and 
third Maryland Million wins all 
on the same day. 

“It’s very important,” 
Russell said. “I started here, 
got a chance in New York to 
finish up the apprenticeship, 
went there and got some extra 
experience. Came back here 
and fair play to the trainers 
and the owners, they gave me 
another shot. Sometimes you 
don’t get that shot to come 
back. Hard work has paid off. 
I’ve got a really good agent, 
Marty Leonard. People see 
we’re working hard and they 
give us that opportunity.” 

BETTER THAN GOOD 

The veteran duo of owner/ 
breeder Larry Johnson and 
trainer Mike Trombetta upset 
the Baltimore Sun Maryland 
Million Lassie when John¬ 
son’s Doing Great stalked 
favorite Twelve Pack Shelly and 
wore her down to win by a half 
length under Julian Pimentel. 


Doing Great, making just her 
second career start, finished six 
furlongs in 1:12.06. 

The Virginia-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Great Notion marked 
a milestone for Johnson. 
Deciding that he’d had enough 
board and shipping bills for his 
babies, Johnson, the head of 
a prominent accounting firm 
in the Washington, D.C., area, 
installed a training track at his 
Legacy Farm in Bluemont, Va. 
A mile oval, through the trees 
with slight inclines, was ready 
by December and the first 
class of 14 began its education. 
Doing Great became the vale¬ 
dictorian after a debut win at 
Monmouth Park on September 
11 and the Lassie victory three 
weeks later. 

“She’s the first one to run, 
the first one to win, and the first 
to win a stakes. It was about 
eight weeks from my farm 
to winning at Monmouth,” 
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Freshman sire Cherokee’s Boy’s son Steady Warrior prompts the pace in third on the backstretch 
before letting loose to win the Nursery by more than seven lengths. Alien and Audrey Murray were Joined 
in the winner’s circle by the colt’s co-owner/breeder Foard Wilgis, who, with his ZWP Stable partner 
Dave Picarelio, stands homebred millionaire Cherokee’s Boy at the Murrays’ Murmur Farm in Darlington. 


Johnson said. “My goal was to 
get the babies ready and send 
them off and hopefully get 
lucky It gives me some confi¬ 
dence, Mike said he couldn’t tell 
the difference. IVe got good 
farm help, the track is good, 
the gate crew comes and OK’s 
them. I wanted it under my 
control—get some enjoyment 
and save five or six months of 
board bills in South Carolina. I 
know I don’t have many more 
like this, but it’s a good start.” 

Doing Great is the 25th 
stakes horse Johnson has bred 
from the same family. He paid 


$1,700 for her third dam, Ran’s 
Chick (by The Big Boss), and 
has been reaping the dividends 
for three decades. Doing Great 
is the second stakes performer 
from her stakes-placed dam, 
What Do I Do (by Two Smart). 

STEADY PROGRESS 

Steady Warrior emulated 
his sire, Cherokee’s Boy, by 
winning the Fasig-Tipton 
Maryland Million Nursery 
for ZWP Stable Inc., Non 
Stop Stable and trainer Gary 
Capuano. Cherokee’s Boy won 


the Nursery in 2002 while 
launching a career that even¬ 
tually generated earnings of 
$1,177,946. 

Steady Warrior has a long 
way to get to the status of his 
sire, but he’s on the right scent. 
Bred in Maryland by ZWP 
(the partnership of Foard 
Wilgis and Dave Picarelio), 
he won his debut at Delaware 
Park three weeks before the 
Maryland Million, tipping his 
ability enough to go off as the 
1-10 favorite in the Maryland 
Million. The outcome was 
never in doubt as Travis 


Dunkelberger positioned out¬ 
side in third before pulling the 
trigger to score by seven and a 
quarter lengths over Skip the 
Trial and Lovetofinishfirst. 
Steady Warrior finished six fur¬ 
longs in 1:11.18. 

Picarelio was awed by the 
sire, son and situation. 

“It’s always nice to win a 
race like that, but to start out 
2-for-2 is huge. You never 
know what a 2-year-old is going 
to do, but he proved his first 
race wasn’t a fluke and it looks 
like he’ll go longer. There are 
a lot of options. This is huge. 
Breeding is such a long haul. 
We’re nobodies. We bought 
one horse way back when and 
we’ve survived on winning and 
getting lucky.” 

No doubt, Cherokee’s 
Boy did the heavy lifting. A 
son of the late Maryland sire 
Citidancer, Cherokee’s Boy 
won 19 races from 48 starts, 
and took 2005 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year honors. He 
currently stands at Murmur 
Farm. 

Picarelio and Wilgis decid¬ 
ed to keep Cherokee’s Boy as 
a stallion, gritting their teeth 
through the slow process of 
getting horses to the races, but 
now own the best 2-year-old in 
Maryland. 

Cherokee’s Boy joined 
millionaire Awad as the only 
Maryland Million winners to 
sire a winner. 

Not bad for two guys 
who started with a sales cata¬ 
log-and a $5,500 auction pur¬ 
chase-nearly 20 years ago. 

“We bought our first horse, 
Cherokee Wonder, looking 
out of the book [in 1992],” 
Picarelio said. ‘We didn’t know 
anybody, we didn’t have any¬ 
body helping us. After we 
bought the yearling, they said 
we had 48 hours to get her out 
of there. We were like, ‘How 
and where do we take her?’ We 
didn’t know she would turn out 
to be Cherokee’s Boy’s dam.” 

Everything began to fall into 
place when they began doing 
business with Gary Capuano 
in 1993. 

Capuano trained Cherokee 
Wonder (by Cherokee Colony) 
to win or place in 13 stakes, 
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earning $284,006. With only 
two foals before her untimely 
death, she left quite a legacy; her 
first foal was Runnin Wonder 
(by Chimes Band), who placed 
in two stakes and produced 
as her first foal stakes winner 
Wonder Mon (by Maria’s Mon). 

Steady Warrior is out of the 
Malibu Moon daughter Slow 
and Steady, whom Capuano 
purchased as a yearling at the 
2002 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December Mixed sale for 
$14,500. She won or placed 
in 14 of 20 starts, earning 
$123,510, and produced as her 
first foal Cappiwino (by Soto), 
who aired by 1014 lengths in 
his debut as a juvenile at Laurel 
in September 2009, and subse¬ 
quently was sold to Godolphin 
Racing. 

POINTED TO VICTORY 

Dale Capuano cross-entered 
Northpoint Costas in the 
Maryland Million Starter 
Handicap and Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic. Capuano opted for 
the easier spot and Northpoint 
Costas, named after longtime 
Maryland horseman and popu¬ 
lar restaurateur Costas Trianta- 
filos, proved his trainer correct 
with a dominant win in the 
$50,000 stakes. 

Owned by Robert Haynes’s 
Rob Ry Farm and Jayne Marie 
Slysz, the 4-year-old son of 
Bowman’s Band stalked the 
pace under Elvis Trujillo before 
rolling to a three-length win 
over Hill Crossing and veteran 
Let Me Be Frank. Northpoint 
Costas finished the mile in 
1:38.91. 

Bred by Robert T. Manfuso 
and Katharine M. Voss, North- 
point Costas was purchased by 
Haynes for $30,000 at the 2007 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale. In 15 starts, 
he has six wins and earnings of 
$108,350. This was his second 
starter handicap victory, adding 
to the Deputed Testamony on 
2010 Preakness day at Pimlico. 

It was Capuano’s ninth 
Maryland Million win, breaking 
a tie with J. William Boniface 
for the all-time lead among 
trainers. 

At the end of the day, Capu¬ 
ano leaned on the outside rail

s 
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and reflected on his Maryland 
Million career that started with 
In the Curl, a daughter of 
Shelter Half who started in the 
Maryland Million seven con¬ 
secutive years (1986 to ’92) and 
came away with five seconds 
and thirds without ever win¬ 
ning. Capuano’s first win came 
with Foxie Gin 1995. Boniface 
won his final Maryland Million 
race in 1998. 

“I saw Mr. Boniface today 
and he congratulated me and 
I told him, ‘It took me a long 
time to get past you; you’ve 
been retired for 12 years,’” 
Capuano said. “I try to have 
horses run in the Maryland 
Million every year. There are 


fewer of them around so it’s 
tougher.” 

HAPPY ON DIRT 

Owner Bill Backer and 
trainer Hamilton Smith com¬ 
bined to win the Maryland 
Special Olympics Maryland 
Million Distaff with Blind 
Date. Sheldon Russell settled 
the 4-year-old daughter of Not 
For Love in seventh before 
swinging her in the clear to col¬ 
lar favorite Love That Dance 
and draw off to win by a half 
length. Saxet Heights finished 
third after seven furlongs in 
1:23.82. 

Bred in Maryland by Backer, 
Blind Date earned her seventh 


career victory. With three vic¬ 
tories on the turf and three on 
the dirt leading into the Distaff, 
Blind Date had her owner and 
trainer questioning which was 
her preferred surface. 

“I told Mr. Backer when 
we got back from Colonial 
[Downs], she seemed hap¬ 
pier on the dirt than the turf. 
Switching back and forth is 
hard on a horse,” Smith said. 

After three consecutive 
losses on the turf, Smith put 
Blind Date back on the dirt 
where she finished second in 
the Geisha in her start before 
the Maryland Million. It was 
a decent effort but continued 
a seven-race losing streak for 
Blind Date.

Smith was counting. 

“It burned the hell out of 
me the whole year. I knew she 
was good enough to win every 
race we ran/’ said Smith, who 
has trained Backer’s horses 
for the past dozen years. “Mr. 
Backer loves this game, and it’s 
nice to see him win one like 
this.” 

Blind Date, the champion 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly 
of 2009, is a third-generation 
homebred for Backer. Backer 
raises his horses at his Smitten 
Farm near Middleburg, Va., 
but routinely sends his mares 


to Maryland for foaling, and 
he has employed a series of 
Maryland trainers during his 
long career in the business. 

Blind Date’s dam, Snit (by 
Fit to Fight), ranked among the 
top Maryland-bred race mares 
of the 1990s, with Barclay Tagg 
as her trainer. Snit was a grand¬ 
daughter of the *Sir Ribot 
mare Queen Ribot, whom 
Backer purchased in the early 
1970s. Queen Ribot, herself a 
stakes winner, produced mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner and graded- 
placed Princess Roberta (by 
Roberto), who in turn became 
the dam of Snit. 


“I’ll probably race her 
next year,” Backer said of 
Blind Date, whose earnings 
now stand at $327,260. “She’s 
sound. I just don’t want to take 
her past the time where she 
doesn’t give a damn. I just have 
so many of them; I love racing 
them and hate selling them. I 
have a huge farm but it’s fill¬ 
ing up.” 

STILL THE KING 

Trainer King T. Leatherbury 
walked out of the winner’s cir¬ 
cle after the HRTV Maryland 
Million Turf Sprint, shook 
some hands, and then stopped 


at the rail to listen to the con¬ 
cert by country music singer 
James Otto. It should have 
been the Stray Cats singing 
“Stray Cat Strut.” 

Leatherbury’s Ben’s Cat 
continued his unbeaten record 
by dominating the five and 
a half-furlong race. Bred by 
Leatherbury, and campaigned 
by him under the banner of 
The Jim Stable, the 4-year- 
old son of Parker’s Storm Cat 
broke his pelvis at 2, stood in 
the stall for six months, and 
didn’t make his career debut 
until this past May. He was 
worth the wait. 
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King I Leatherbury’s rising star Ben’s Cat (by Parker’s Storm Cat) scored 
with authority in the Turf Sprint. HRTV’s Caton Bredar made the presentation 
to Leatherbury while Maryland Jockey Club director of racing Georganne 
Hale did the honors with jockey Julian Pimentel. Also pictured, from left, 
are HRTV’s Dick Jerardi, Leatherbury’s assistant Avon Thorpe and country 
music artist James Otto, who headlined the afternoon’s live concert. 



Ben's Cat won a $20,000 
maiden claimer, a $25,000 con¬ 
ditioned claimer, two allowance 
races, and his turf debut in the 
Mister Diz Stakes at Laurel on 
August 21. Leatherbury had a 
choice to make-turf sprint or 
dirt sprint-and the legendary 
Maryland trainer chose right, 
as Ben's Cat stalked 2008 Turf 
Sprint winner Kosmo's Buddy 
and pounced to a four and a 
half-length win over If Not 
for Lust and Sandbagin' Lover. 
Ben's Cat, ridden by Julian 
Pimentel, finished the distance 
over yielding turf in 1:05.54. 
Pimentel has been aboard for 
each of his races except the 
Mister Diz. 

“Each race has been a little 
bit of a surprise. He's had to 
step up each time he's raced. 
I hoped he would win and I 
expected him to win but it 
wasn't any cinch,” Leatherbury 
said. “There were a couple of 


horses in there that I thought 
might upset me but I bet on 
them, so of course I killed 
them. When you've got a streak 
tike that going, you know it 
can't continue-sooner or later 
it's got to break.” 

Ben's Cat comes from a fam¬ 
ily that has given Leatherbury 
his best success as a breeder. 
The gelding’s multiple s takes - 
placed dam, Twofox (by Thirty 
Eight Paces), finished third 
in the 1997 edition of the 
Maryland Million Ladies and is 
a full sister to multiple graded 
winner and 1987 Maryland 
Million Lassie heroine Thirty 
Eight Go Go ($871,229) as 
well as to Endette, dam of 
Leatherbury's hickory tough 
multiple stakes winner Ah Day 
($914,024) and 2006 Maryland 
Million Classic winner Due. 

Leatherbury picked up his 
eighth Maryland Million vic¬ 
tory as a trainer, moving him 


into a tie for second with J. 
William Boniface, who was tied 
with Dale Capuano up until 
the third race when Capuano 
moved to the lead. 

JACK COMES BACK 

“I can't believe he came back 
like that. I was shocked—and 
happy.” Richard Munk, speak¬ 
ing for his 63 partners in 
the New York-based Funky 
Munky Stable and everybody 
at Laurel Park, said it all about 
the Maryland Million Sprint 


after Jack On the Rocks had 
the lead, lost the lead, and came 
back to nail veteran Celtic Innis 
inside the sixteenth pole to win 
the $100,000 stakes. Defending 
winner and favorite Roaring 
Lion ranged into contention 
but failed to see it out and 
wound up third after six fur¬ 
longs in 1:09.85. 

Trained by Gary Gullo and 
ridden by Sheldon Russell, 
Jack On the Rocks shipped 
from Belmont Park for his 
first stakes victory. Claimed for 
$30,000 in January 2009, Jack 
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Funky Munky Stable LLC’s 
Jack On the Rocks (#3), overtaken 
in the final sixteenth, regained 
command to capture the Sprint 
by a half length over Celtic Innis. 
In the winner’s circle, co-breeder 
David DiPietro (left) greeted Jim 
Steele, who served as stallion 
manager at Maryland Stallion 
Station when the now 5-year-old 
son of Outflanker was conceived. 


On the Rocks pushed his earn¬ 
ings for Funky Munky Stable to 
nearly $200,000. 

“We’ve been aiming at this 
race all year long; we were very 
worried about Roaring Lion ,” 
Munk said. “This is absolutely 
huge for our stable, to win a 
$100,000 stakes. It’s going to 
sell a lot of partnerships; it will 
make a lot of people happy. 

“This is not a big partner¬ 
ship. These people put up a 
thousand, two thousand dollars 
and want to have a great time. 
Winning a stakes race, it doesn’t 
get better than that.” 


Jack On the Rocks won 
twice in 2009 before missing 
eight months with an injury. 
This year, he’s finished on the 
board in seven out of seven 
starts to lead Funky Munky’s 
roster of seven Thoroughbreds 
and two harness horses. 

“I used to work for two dif¬ 
ferent partnerships and I saw a 
lot of negatives and thought I 
could do a better job,” Munk 
explained when asked about 
the impetus to start the stable. 
“I know how important it is 
to make the customers happy 
and I know that people don’t 
want to have cash calls. I’m 


not running a pet shop; horses 
need to make money, so we run 
them where they’re competi¬ 
tive. We’ll be sending checks 
out after a win like this.” 

Bred in Maryland by David 
DiPietro and Herbert May 
III, principals in the Maryland 
Stallion Station, which stands 
his sire, Outflanker, at Bonita 
Farm in Darlington, Md., Jack 
On the Rocks is out of the 
stakes-placed Norquestor mare 
Sally Q. He sold at the 2006 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale for $18,000 
and now boasts career earnings 
of $284,846. 


PATCHY TURF 

Charles McGill watched 
homebred Pocket Patch relax 
in second in the $100,000 
Maryland Million Turf and 
his confidence grew. With just 
one horse to pass, Pocket Patch 
looked poised to break a six- 
race losing streak and win his 
first stakes. 

“I was real pleased as 
I watched the race unfold,” 
McGill said. 

Pocket Patch stalked two 
lengths off Eighttofasttocatch 
and five in front of favorite 
Day Flight in third. In the mid¬ 
dle of the final turn, jockey 
Jonathan Joyce cued the fifth 
choice past the pacesetter, get¬ 
ting first run on Day Flight to 
draw off by three and a half 
lengths. Ham and Ernie closed 
to nail Eighttofasttocatch by 
a nose for second. Day Flight 
wound up fourth. Pocket Patch 
finished the mile and an eighth 
over yielding turf in 1:52.30. 
Trained by Flint Stites, the 
5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
son of Partner’s Hero earned 
his fourth victory from 20 
career starts and pushed his 
earnings to $207,860. 

“We’re very happy; we bred 
the horse and always liked 
him,” McGill said. “He’s been 
a little rank at times and I don’t 
think he has always run to his 
potential, but when he does, 
he’s a real nice horse. 

“I look at this as a real 
achievement that I take pride 
in,” McGill added. “I appreci¬ 
ate Maryland racing and this is 
one of the jewels of Maryland 
racing.” 

In 2000, McGill and a part¬ 
ner won the Maryland Million 
Turf with Pocket Patch’s 
half-brother Cynics Beware 
(by Caveat). The duo were 
produced by the Riverman 
mare Cynicism, whose daugh¬ 
ter Leebearski (by Polish 
Numbers) placed third in the 
2003 Maryland Million Ladies 
and is the dam of current 
stakes winner Domestic Bliss. 

A REAL BEAUTY 

Baltimore Belle increased 
her win streak to three with 
a game effort in the Capital 
Bank Maryland Million Oaks 
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Pocket Patch (by Partner's Hero) duplicated the feat of his haif-brother 
Cynics Beware, winning the Turf for owner/breeder Charles McGiil (right). 


for owners Robert Gerczak 
and Kaygar Stable. Trainer J.B. 
Sec or switched the Maryland- 
bred daughter of Bowman’s 
Band from the turf to the dirt 
for the $100,000 stakes. She 
handled it with aplomb, rallying 
from fourth to score by three- 
quarters of a length over the 
favorite, last year’s Lassie win¬ 
ner Lil Kiara. It was five lengths 
back to third-place Kincoralyn. 
Baltimore Belle finished the 
mile in 1:38.35 while securing 
her fourth career victory. 

After the race, Secor stood 
at die mouth of the winner’s 
circle and implored anybody in 
earshot to watch the replay. 

“See the hole she went 
through,” Secor said. “There 
wasn’t any room in there. She’s 
game.” Vladimir Diaz matched 
her trait, gunning Baltimore 
Belle through the hole and to 
the victory. 

“Very euphoric, everything 
fell into place. I just didn’t 
think it was going to happen,” 
Gerczak said. “The odds of 


winning against such quality 
horses and in a race like this. . . 
well, you just hope for the best. 
Carlos [Garcia] always said a 
good horse can run on turf or 
dirt and she proved him right.” 

From Whitestone, Va., 
Gerczak began owning horses 
with Carol Kaye-Garcia and 
her husband, Carlos, about 10 
years ago. Carlos Garcia retired 
from training and handed over 
their Kaygar stable to Secor 
to train on January 1, 2010. 
A lifelong Maryland horseman, 
Secor won his first Maryland 
Million race with Baltimore 
Belle. 

“I bought my first horse 10 
years ago, I didn’t have much 
money but I asked around and 
asked who I could trust, and 
people said Carlos,” Gerczak 
said. “They were right. We’ve 
had Baltimore Bob and others, 
I feel very fortunate.”

“She has the same running 
style as Baltimore Bob," Smith 
said.

It was hard to argue. 


SWEET VICTORY 

Owner/trainer Daniel T. 
O'Ryan won a Maryland Mil¬ 
lion race for the second con¬ 
secutive year when shocking 
the Maryland Million Ladies 
with My Sweet Nenana. 

Put on the lead by appren¬ 
tice Christopher Ho, the daugh¬ 
ter of Jazz Club increased her 
lead with every call, winning 
by four lengths over Love's 
Blush and Amelia's Brio. My 


Sweet Nenana completed die 
mile and an eighth in 1:54.67. 
She paid a cool $119, crushing 
the previous Maryland Million 
record payoff of $89 set by 
Missy White Oak in the 1991 
Lassie. 

O'Ryan won the 2009 Nur¬ 
sery with favorite Toboggan 
Slide, a half-brother to My 
Sweet Nenana. She finished 
second in last year’s Maryland 
Million Distaff Starter Handi¬ 
cap (at odds of 67-1). James B. 
Steele Jr. bred the two stakes 
winners from the Norquestor 
mare My Aunt Dianne. 

After the race-and after 
cashing his tickets-O’Ryan 
explained his confidence lead¬ 
ing into My Sweet Nenana's 
second career turf start. 

“I liked the filly. Not crazy— 
she was 50-1 —but I liked her," 
O'Ryan said. “She's a hard- 
knocking filly; she's tough 
when she's on the lead. I'm 
not that surprised; I told every¬ 
body. I always wanted to run 
her on the grass because she's 
bred for the grass." 

Last year, O'Ryan struck it 
huge with Toboggan Slide (by 


Rock Slide), whose Maryland 
Million victory was so impres¬ 
sive that Barry Irwin's Team 
Valor International subse¬ 
quently bought him for an 
undisclosed amount, rumored 
to be about $1 million. 

Toboggan Slide made only 
one start for his new trainer, 
Todd Pletcher, finishing third 
in the Grade 2 Nashua Stakes 
at Aqueduct, before Irwin 
decided that O'Ryan's handling 
just might be the key to the 
colt's future success. 

O'Ryan sent him out to 
finish second to Comedero in 
the Blue and Gold Stakes at 
Charles Town last April, but 
Toboggan Slide has not started 
since. 

“He'll be coming back to 
the races soon,” O'Ryan said 
on Maryland Million Day. 

Toboggan Slide was just part 
of O'Ryan's wild year since last 
year's Million. O'Ryan, based 
at Bowie Training Center, went 
from training six horses to 36 
horses. It was a big adjustment. 
He's pared it down to 28, but 
it's still a different world than 
he had been used to. 
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“It’s crazy—I own most 
of them,” said O’Ryan, who 
descends from successful 
horsemen on both sides of 
his family-from his mother’s 
people in Ireland and his father 
in his native Chile. 

He added: “I consider 
myself a Maryland-bred—my 
children are born in Maryland.” 

After posing in the winner’s 
circle with his three children, 
O’Ryan gave a man hug to 
Steele, the longtime manager of 
Shamrock Farms in Woodbine, 
where Rock Slide (and formerly 
Jazz Club) holds court. 

“When I first started, I 
didn’t have much money and 
he gave me credit,” O’Ryan 
said. “I’m happy for him. I’m 
happy for me.” 

STERLING FINISH 

Gary Capuano completed 
a double by taking the final 
race of the day, the Maryland 
Million Distaff Starter Han¬ 
dicap, with Nancy Terhune’s 
Silver Heart. 

Bred in West Virginia by 
Terhune and Ernest Frohboese, 
the 5-year-old daughter of 


Lion Hearted went off a tepid 
favorite in the field of 14 after 
seven career victories. Travis 
Dunkelberger rallied her from 
10th to win by three-quarters 
of a length over last year’s 
winner Serenadia and second 
choice Profit. The winner 
completed a mile in 1:39.31. 
The finish was eventful, as the 
runner-up’s jockey stood up at 
the first wire (Laurel has two 
finish fines, sometimes leading 
to confusion for jockeys) and 
Silver Heart stumbled after the 
second wire, nearly unseating 
Dunkelberger. 

Back in March 2009, Capu¬ 
ano became Silver Heart’s 
fourth trainer. He ran her once, 
at Charles Town. She won and 
was claimed for $20,000 by 
owner Robert L. Cole Jr. and 
trainer Stephanie Beattie. The 
first time Cole and Beattie ran 
her in a claimer, in October 
2009, Capuano and Terhune 
took her back (off another 
win) for a $12,500 tag. 

She made one more start in 
2009, finishing fifth in the West 
Virginia “Cavada” Breeders 
Classic Stakes at Charles Town.

A very correct stallion from one of the hottest sire lines in the world today, STREET MAGICIAN will 
stand for $3,000. 
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F igures generally took an 
upward turn at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, held October 
5 and 6 at Timonium, as 392 
yearlings sold for a total of 
$6,273,800, averaging $16,005. 

The average rose 10.3 per¬ 
cent and the gross was up 
11.7 percent in comparison to 
2009, when 387 horses brought 
$5,616,450. The median 
($5,350) fell slightly from last 
year's figure of $5,500. And the 
number of RNAs (horses fail¬ 
ing to attain their reserve) was 
30.1 percent—slightly higher 
than last year's 27.1 percent. 

Ten horses sold for $100,000 
or more (up from seven in 
2009), with the top seller, at 
$250,000, being a colt bred in 
Pennsylvania by Rick and Dixie 
Abbott and consigned in the 
name of the Abbotts' Charlton 


bloodstock agency, based in 
Coatesville, Pa. 

Jay Em Ess Stable (Saman¬ 
tha and Mace Siegel) purchased 
the two top-priced yearlings. 

A chestnut from the first 
crop of Kentucky stallion After 
Market out of the Smart Strike 
mare Christmas Strike, the 
sales-topper has many Mid- 
Adantic ties, as his female fam¬ 
ily traces back several genera¬ 
tions at leading Virginia breed¬ 
er Edward P. Evans's Spring 
Hill Farm. (See article on oppo¬ 
site page.) 

The second most expensive 
yearling, and top-selling filly, is a 
daughter of Exchange Rate out 
of stakes-placed stakes produc¬ 
er Dyna Two (by Dynaformer). 
Bred in Pennsylvania by Mrs. 
Edgar Scott Jr. and Mrs. Law¬ 
rence MacElree, the filly sold 
as a weanling at the 2009 


Keeneland November sale for 
$80,000. She was consigned to 
this sale by Paramount Sales, 
Agent XVIII. 

Mid-Adantic consignors 
accounted for five of the 10 
highest-priced horses. Herb 
and Ellen Moelis's CandyLand 
of Middletown, Del., sold an 
Indian Charlie colt for $160,000 
and was agent in the sale of a 
$130,000 Harlan's Holiday colt. 
Marylander Jonas Cash's Folly 
Quarter Stable sold a $120,000 
Bluegrass Cat colt, with New 


Freedom, Pa.-based horseman 
Marshall Silverman as agent. 
And Charles and Cynthia 
McGinnes's Thornmar Farm 
of Chestertown, Md., had a 
homebred Not For Love colt 
bring $100,000. 

Not For Love was far and 
away the leader among Mid- 
Adantic sires, with 10 offspring 
selling for $376,000 (average 
$37,600; median $33,500).

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SALES TOPPER STRIKES 
HIGH NOTE FOR ABBOTTS 


C hristmas arrived in 
October for Rick and 
Dixie Abbott, whose 
homebred colt by After Market 
out of their mare Christmas 
Strike (by Smart Strike) exceed¬ 
ed their projections as the 
$250,000 sales-topper at this 
year’s Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

“We were fairly confident 
up to $100,000 or $125,000- 
but after that you just don’t 
know what’s going to hap¬ 
pen,” said Rick Abbott, after 
the Pennsylvania-bred rolled 
out of the sales grounds as 
part of a four-horse contin¬ 
gent purchased by major West 
Coast buyer Jay Em Ess Stable. 

Bolstered by the head¬ 
line attraction, the Abbotts’ 
Pennsylvania-based Charlton 
bloodstock agency led all con¬ 
signors from the Mid-Atlantic 
region by gross and ranked as 
the second-leading consignor 
overall. 

The sales-topper is part of 
an ongoing success story cen¬ 
tering around Christmas Strike, 
whom the Abbotts purchased 
privately from her breeder, 
Edward P Evans, for $10,000 
after she failed to meet her 
reserve at the 2001 Keeneland 
November sale. 

Christmas Strike is from 
an accomplished family devel¬ 
oped by Evans, the longtime 
leading breeder in Virginia. 
Her dam, Christmas Gift (by 
Green Desert), won multiple 
graded stakes and earned 
$387,176. Christmas Gift’s 
half-sister Bright Candles (by 
El Gran Senor) added luster 
as a stakes winner and dam of 
Grade 1 winner and sire Grand 
Slam. 

But Christmas Strike, 
Christmas Gift’s first foal, was 
a striking failure on the race 
track, trailing the top finishers 
in her three career outings, all 
in maiden special weight com¬ 
pany in Florida. Her final start 
came in late February of her 
3-year-old season.

Not considered a candidate 
for Evans’s Spring Hill Farm 
breeding program, Christmas 
Strike was consigned to the 
Keeneland sale in foal to Plea¬ 
sant Tap. As Abbott recalls it, 
she was pregnant on a July 7 
cover. 

Her Pleasant Tap colt born 
late in the 2002 season, named 
No Passing Zone, brought 
$35,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale; he went on to place in two 
PA-bred restricted stakes and 
earn $185,526. 

But that was just a prelude. 

The Abbotts have sold six 
of Christmas Strike’s offspring 
for a total of $562,000, and 
those horses have gone on to 
nearly $650,000. Her four foals 
to race are all winners, and 
three are stakes performers. By 
far the most accomplished is 
Double Down Vinman (2005 
c., Out of Place), a stakes win¬ 
ner of $363,138. 

Christmas Strike has a 2010 
Harlan’s Holiday colt and is in 
foal to Hard Spun. 

Meanwhile, Christmas 
Strike’s siblings have come 
on like gangbusters. Her half- 
sister Christmas Kid (2004, 
Lemon Drop Kid), who raced 
for Evans, became a Grade 
1 winner of $596,877, and 
her half-brother Elusive Gift f 
(2005, Elusive Quality) won | 
two stakes at Colonial Downs. % 

If looks are any indica- I 
tion, Christmas Strike’s cur¬ 
rent yearling is a good bet to 
build on the family’s black-type 
lineage. A handsome, well-bal¬ 
anced athletic chestnut, and an 
April foal, he is from the first 
crop of After Market, a son of 
Storm Cat who won multiple 
Grade 1 stakes in California. 
After Market stands at Lane’s 
End in Kentucky, where his 
advertised stud fee for 2010 
was $12,500. 

Abbott selected After 
Market as a mate for Christmas 
Strike based on both blood¬ 


lines and physical attributes. 
With Mr. Prospector figur¬ 
ing prominently in Christmas 
Strike’s pedigree (Smart Strike 
is a son of that widely influen¬ 
tial sire), Abbott “tried to stay 
away from Mr. Prospector-line 
horses,” he explains. “So I 
kind of got on this Storm Cat 
kick. Plus, the mare is on the 
small side, so I try to breed her 
to bigger stallions.” 


This was the second time 
that Charlton has consigned 
the Eastern Fall Yearling sales- 
topper. The first was in 1994, 
when the Crafty Prospector 
colt Tri Line (out of Great 
Birdie, by Proud Birdie) 
brought $67,000. That colt, 
bred in New York by Calverley 
Farm, went on to win or 
place in four stakes, earning 
$152,090. #

Samantha Siegel, partner 
with her father, Mace Siegel, 
in California-based Jay Em 
Ess Stable, among the lead¬ 
ing buyers at Maryland 
auctions for the past few 
decades. The Siegels’ previ¬ 
ous Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
auction purchases have 
included Eclipse Award 
winner Declan’s Moon and 
millionaire Urbane. At this 
sale, Jay Em Ess was the 
leading buyer by gross, 
with four purchases, includ¬ 
ing the top two sellers, the 
$250,000 After Market colt 
and $170,000 Exchange Rate 
filly: 

“[The Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale] is my favor¬ 
ite sale. I like to go there 
and be a big fish, to be 
able to buy what I like. 

“The After Market 
colt is very nice, well- 
balanced, athletic and 
correct. You couldn’t pick 
him apart, and he knows 
how to behave him¬ 
self —which is important 
with a horse from the 
Storm Cat sire line. 

“All four yearlings 
have gone to Bryan Rice 
in Ocala, Fla., which is 


where we send our young 
horses. We have 22 year¬ 
lings [rising 2-year-olds], 
including sales-bought 
and homebred. 

“Timonium is a good 
place to go to buy a race 
horse. Because of the 
market, a few horses 
may have been kept 
in this sale rather than 
being sent to auction in 
Kentucky, and that may 
have made it a better 
sale than in some other 
years.” 

Rick Abbott, oper¬ 
ates Pennsylvania-based 
Charlton bloodstock agency 
with his wife, Dixie Abbott. 
Charlton led all consign¬ 
ors from the Mid-Atlantic 
region by gross sales, and 
ranked second overall, sell¬ 
ing 39 horses for a total of 
$658,500 (average $16,885). 
Yearlings in the Charlton 
consignment ran a gamut 
from the $250,000 sales top¬ 
per to several sold for $1,000: 

“In the $25,000 to 
$75,000 range, there 
was no market at all. 

I had several $50,000 
horses that I was life and 


death to get $25,000 for. 
There’s usually a place for 
those horses at this sale, 
but it was pretty much 
gone. 

“The sale ran out of 
buyers before it ran out 
of horses. The second 
day was bad for horses 
in the $10,000 range or 
less. We sold a Flower 
Alley colt for $1,500; he 
was not a bad colt—it’s 
just that nobody was on 
him. It was tough, very 
tough. We had three or 
four in the $25,000 range 
who did not sell; we were 
lucky to get one or two 
of them sold after the 
sale. 

“It was not a lot 
of fun except for the 
[$250,000] Christmas 
Strike colt. 

“A lot of Pennsylvania 
trainers were there, but 
not a lot of them were 
ready to spend $30,000 
or $40,000 or $50,000 on 
a yearling; they wanted 
bargains. That’s a mis¬ 
take, because it’s going 
to keep getting harder to 
win races in Pennsylvania 
with [lower-priced] 
horses. It’s time for them 
to upgrade their stock, 
and unfortunately there’s 
some resistance to that.” 

Pat Costello, manager 
of Lexington, Ky.-based 
Paramount Sales, the leading 
consignor by both gross and 
average, with 21 yearlings 
sold for $883,100 (average 
$42,052). Paramount con¬ 
signed the top-priced filly, a 
daughter of Exchange Rate 
who brought $170,000: 

“We had a good sale; 
we brought good stock 


and got most of them 
sold. I try to target a spe¬ 
cific kind of horse for 
this sale, and that seems 
to work for me. Buyers 
who go to Timonium 
don’t necessarily go to 
other sales, and they look 
for a certain kind of 
horse. They like a little bit 
of [turf-running ability] 
in the pedigree, and con¬ 
formation is important to 
them. 

“There are a lot of 
very good horsemen at 
this sale, and you can’t 
pull the wool over their 
eyes. 

“We’ve had quite a 
bit of success selling 
yearlings who didn’t get 
sold at Saratoga or Fasig- 
Tipton July. The extra 
couple of months helps 
them mature into nice 
individuals, and they’ve 
become standouts at 
Timonium. 

“A horse who might 
not bring much at sales in 
Kentucky or New York, 
where he gets lost in the 
crowd, can stand out 
at Timonium and actu¬ 
ally bring more than he 
would have at another 
sale.” 

Bill Reightler, agent in 
the sale of 31 horses for a 
total of $378,400. Ranked 
as the top consignor from 
Maryland: 

“The market is still 
stuck with more supply 
than demand. This past 
year we have probably 
seen 10 percent fewer 
horses go through the 
sales, and breeders are 
still thinning their herds. 
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I predict that next year 
that number will drop 
another 20 percent. After 
that we’ll start to see a 
rebound. 

“The auction process 
works efficiently when 
there are multiple bidders 
per horse. But it doesn’t 
work for the situation we 
are in right now—when 
there frequently is only 
one bidder per horse. If 
the seller doesn’t want 
to put a reserve on his 
horse, and there is only 
one bidder, you risk 
selling a perfectly good 
horse for $1,000. That 
happened more than 
once at this sale. 

“On a brighter note, 
we could see the situa¬ 
tion right itself within 
the next few years if the 
demand stays the same, 
and smaller supplies of 
horses push the prices up. 

“To me, the discussion 
about Pennsylvania-breds 
versus Maryland-breds 
is overblown. Buyers, 
predominandy, are look¬ 
ing for the best yearling. 

A good horse will sell no 
matter where that horse 
was foaled. It’s not a mat¬ 
ter of one state against 
another.” 

Amy Tarrant, owner/ 
trainer in Florida and New 
Jersey, purchased five year¬ 
lings for a total of $408,000 
to rank as the second-lead¬ 
ing buyer by gross. Two of 
her purchases topped the 
$100,000 mark: a $130,000 
Harlan’s Holiday colt and a 
$120,000 Bluegrass Cat colt. 
The five horses purchased 
here make up the bulk of 
her eight-horse contingent 
of rising 2-year-olds, which 
also includes three home- 
breds: 


“It was an interesting 
sale. I said I wasn’t going 
to any sales this year, 
and I ended up going to 
Timonium. I heard from 
other trainers that it was 
going to be a more inter¬ 
esting sale than in the 
past. It was my first time 
there. 

“I’m always like a kid 
in a candy store when 
I go to auctions. It was 
easy to get around at 
this sale, but you had to 
work harder to find a 
good horse than at some 
sales—everybody was 
after the same top 10. 

“I bought some top- 
priced horses, and then 
I bought a few just for 
fun, a few surprises—late 
babies and horses that 
pinhookers didn’t want.” 

Clark Shepherd, partner 
with Bert Welker in new 
Kentucky-based agency 
Allied Bloodstock, agent in 
the sale of two horses: a 
$150,000 Rock Hard Ten filly 
and $70,000 Dehere filly. The 
Rock Hard Ten filly, sold 
in the name of Christina 
Welker, was pinhooked from 
the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
July sale, where she cost 
$27,000: 

“We were hoping to 
get half of what we got 
for the Rock Hard Ten 
filly. We were looking for 
a quick turnaround, and it 
made sense to bring her 
to this sale, partly because 
she is a New York-bred 
and Maryland is practi¬ 
cally in New York’s back¬ 
yard. 

“Both of our fillies 
were physical standouts. 
The Dehere filly [sold 
as property of Perry 
Flynn] would have been 
overlooked at other sales 


earlier in the season. But 
the timing of this sale 
allowed her to mature; 
the extra month did her a 
lot of good. 

“This sale opens up a 
whole new avenue of cli¬ 
entele for us. On Monday 
[the day before the sale], 
you could watch the Mid- 
Atlantic trainers roll in. A 
lot of them never make 
the journey to Kentucky.” 

Tim Keefe, Maryland- 
based trainer, selected three 
on behalf of clients Arnold 
Heft and Joseph Keelty’s 
Dumbarton Farm. Heft, a 
long-successful owner who 
campaigns current 2-year- 
old stakes winner Red’s 
Round Table with Keefe 
as trainer, bought a Flower 
Alley filly for $45,000 and 
Dumbarton Farm bought 
two colts, including the 
$112,000 son of Sharp 
Humor purchased with 
Buzz Chace as agent: 

“It was a very good 
sale if you were buying 
horses. At least one of 
the consignors literally 
gave away a horse. This 
sale has been a buyers’ 
market for the last couple 
of years. 

“That said, I thought 
I’d be able to get the 
Flower Alley filly for 
$20,000 to $25,000, but 
there were several pin- 
hookers who liked her 
as much as I did. She is 
attractive, and mature, 
and something I really 
liked. Mr. Heft was not 
looking to buy another 
horse but she was hard to 
turn away from. 

The Sharp Humor colt 
was to me one of a hand¬ 
ful of standouts at the 
sale. He is beautiful—well 
put together, very mature. 


with a great attitude and a 
lovely eye.” 

Greg DeMasi, general 
partner in Pewter Stable, a 
Mid-Atlantic-based part¬ 
nership organization with 
runners trained by Kate 
DeMasi and primarily based 
at Parx Racing (formerly 
Philadelphia Park). Pewter 
Stable is listed as the pur¬ 
chaser of three horses for a 
total of $59,000, including a 
Mutakddim filly for $30,000: 

“Catalog-wise this 
was a strong sale. Our 
focus is on Pennsylvania- 
breds—that is all we 
bought. 

“In recent years, this 
sale has had an upturn 
in quality. It used to 
offer mostly horses by 
regional stallions. Now 
you see a lot of regional 
state-breds by Kentucky 
stallions. We bought 
Pennsylvania-breds, but 
they were by Kentucky 
sires—Mutakddim, 
Bandini, Sharp Humor. 

“The prices were 
fair. The market seems 
to be turning around. 
Consignors always want 
a bit more, but this is a 
good buyers’ sale —the 
people with deep pockets 
are usually at Keeneland. 
You can buy a decent 
quality horse for a rea¬ 
sonable price at this sale.” 

Kelli Mitchell of Ocala, 
Fla., achieved a pinhooking 
coup with a Sharp Humor 
colt purchased for $4,000 at 
the Ocala Breeders’ Sales 
Company Winter Mixed sale 
this past January, and sold at 
this sale for $112,000. Buzz 
Chace signed the sales tick¬ 
et, as agent for Marylander 
Joseph Keelty’s Dumbarton 
Farm: 

“I went to the sale 
in Ocala because I live

in Ocala; I didn’t need 
more horses and I didn’t 
have any more money to 
spend on horses. I looked 
at a handful of horses, 
and he was obviously 
worth $4,000. Never in a 
million years did I think 
he’d go on to be worth 
$112,000. Even a blind 
squirrel finds a nut once 
in a while. 

“Nothing falls through 
the cracks at horse sales 
any more. Nobody 
thought he’d go on to 


develop the way he did, 
or they would have been 
all over him at the Ocala 
sale. 

“The fact that he’s 
a New York-bred was 
appealing to me—racing 
in New York is better 
than some other ven¬ 
ues. But it didn’t seem 
to make a difference at 
this sale; he went to a 
Maryland trainer [Tim 
Keefe].”

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WV BREEDERS 
CLASSICS POSTS 
RECORD HANDLE 

All-sources wagering reaches all-time high of 
$1,526,418 as state-bred and state-sired runners 
vie for over $1 million in purses at Charles Town.

L ocal runners turned out in 
all their glory as the track 
now officially known as 
Hollywood Casino at Charles 
Town Races hosted the 24th 
edition of the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics on October 16. 

A program modeled after 
the Maryland Million, and 
founded and administered by 
football great Sam Huff and 
his partner Carol Holden, the 
West Virginia Breeders Classics 
this year featured nine races 
worth $1,275 million (and 
restricted to accredited W.Va.- 
bred and WVa.-sired runners). 

All-sources handle soared 
for the 2010 Classics. Fans 
wagered $1,526,418, an increase 
of more than 27 percent over 
the record of $1,200,425 set 
in 2002. 

As always, the golden prize 
was the featured West Vir¬ 
ginia Breeders Classic, worth 
$500,000 for this year’s running. 
The winners of each of the 
three previous editions turned 
out for the mile and an eighth 
event, with the overwhelming 
choice being last year’s hero, 
Mark Russell’s Russell Road, 
part of a 1-10 favored entry 
with his James W. Casey-trained 
stablemate Colonel J W. 


Continuing his remark¬ 
able run of success in Charles 
Town’s major races, trainer Jeff 
Runco saddled his homebred 
Sea Rescue, owned by himself 
and his wife, Susan, to an epic 
upset in the Classic. The $116 
mutuel payoff was the largest 
in the race’s history. 

Runco, with three winners 
on the night, became only the 
second trainer ever to take 
three horses to the winner’s 
circle on a single Classics card. 
John A. Casey achieved the feat 
in 1999. 

CLASSIC 

ACHIEVEMENT 

Anyone aware of Runco’s 
hot hand would have had a 
hard time dismissing Sea 
Rescue’s chances in the Classic, 
despite his 57-1 odds. 

Runco has won both edi¬ 
tions of Charles Town’s all- 
time richest race, the Charles 
Town Classic, with the indomi¬ 
table Researcher, whose vic¬ 
tory in the $1 million event last 
April earned him distinction as 
the first horse to earn a million 
dollars while racing at Charles 
Town. 

A former jockey who 
turned to training in the mid- 


1980s, Runco, 51, has led the 
Charles Town trainers’ ranks by 
money won for each of the last 
four years. Still he’s the first to 
marvel at his luck-and oppor¬ 
tunity-in winning a million- 
dollar race and half-million- 
dollar race at Charles Town in 
the same season. 

Runco credits his wife with 
Sea Rescue’s breeding and early 
development. “All I did was 
train him,” he said, in an obvi¬ 
ous understatement. 

Susan Runco said they did 
not place a bet on Sea Rescue 
that night, and are generally far 
more focused on breeding and 
racing horses than wagering on 
them. 

The 4-year-old Sea Rescue 
has been relatively lightly raced, 
partly because it hasn’t always 
been easy to find opportuni¬ 
ties for a Charles Town runner 
who likes to go a distance. “He 
missed some time here and 
there, and it was clear that he 
wanted to run long,” said Jeff 
Runco. 

Sea Rescue had been aimed 
for the race all year, but was 
making his stakes debut in the 
Classic. 

“It was a fairly ambitious 
thing to try and do,” admitted 


Runco. “We would have been 
happy to get a part of the 
purse.” 

For a while Runco’s colt 
was a longshot to make it into 
the starting gate for the main 
event. The Classic is limited 
to 10 starters, with preference 
based on earnings. Sea Rescue, 
with only $46,390 earned in 
seven starts (two wins and two 
seconds) earlier in the season, 
was number 12 on the list a few 
days before the big race. 

When one of the entries 
was scratched, and another was 
switched to a different race on 
the card, it was very good news 
for Runco. His horse was in. 

Sea Rescue took care of the 
rest. Ridden by Xavier Perez, 
he lagged behind frontrunner 
Black Belt in the early stages 
and made his move on the 
backstretch, then closed relent¬ 
lessly in the final quarter mile 
to catch Colonel J W and score 
by a short head. Black Belt 
finished third, four lengths 
behind, and Russell Road 
tired to finish fourth. Ghostly 
Thunder, the 2008 winner, fin¬ 
ished fifth and 2007 Classic 
winner Eastern Delite, making 
another bid for victory at age 7, 
was ninth. 
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Final time was 1:53.71. 

It was a stinging defeat 
for Casey, who was looking 
for Russell Road to give him 
his fifth victory as a trainer in 
the Classic, but would have 
been more than happy to win 
the race with his own Taylor 
Mountain Farm homebred 
Colonel JW 

Casey determined that a 
bumping incident between his 
two runners on the final turn 
knocked Colonel J W off stride 
and ultimately cost that runner 
the victory. 

Sea Rescue is the second 
outstanding performer the 
Runcos have bred from their 
mare Heater (by Dixieland 
Heat), whom they purchased 
privately as an unraced 2-year- 
old in 1999 from a client get¬ 
ting out of the business. 

Heater won five of 10 career 
starts and earned $64,308 
before joining the small brood¬ 
mare band at the Runcos’ 


30-acre Coleswood Farm near 
Charles Town. Her second foal, 
a colt named Dahlgren Hall (by 
Mutakddim), displayed excep¬ 
tional talent as a 2-year-old at 
Charles Town in 2006, winning 
the Tri-State and West Virginia 
Futurities and inspiring hope 
of becoming the Runcos’ first 
Triple Crown contender. After 
some winter R&R, Dahlgren 
Hall suffered a broken shoul¬ 
der while training at Charles 
Town in early 2007 and was 
ultimately euthanized. 

Susan Runco chose the 
Danzig son Brahms for Heater’s 
2005 mating, partly because 
it represents a 3x4 Northern 
Dancer cross. (Danzig being 
a son of Northern Dancer 
and Dixieland Heat descend¬ 
ing from Northern Dancer 
through Dixieland Band.) 

“We’ve seen that cross work 
before,” she said, “and we got a 
good physical individual in Sea 


Rescue-he’s correct, super- 
balanced and a good mover.” 

The Runcos have named 
each of Heater’s foals for their 
son Jeremy, who took care of 
the mare throughout her racing 
career. Jeremy Runco graduated 
from the U.S. Naval Academy 
in 2009 and accepted a com¬ 
mission in the Coast Guard, 
where he will soon begin flight 
training with the goal of flying 
helicopters on search and res¬ 
cue missions. 

Heater has a 2-year-old 
Cape Town colt, Waves and 
Tides, and a yearling filly, 
Severn Shore, by Pure Prize. 
Not bred for 2010 due to a late 
foaling, she is in foal to Not 
For Love. 

SISTERS STAR 
IN CAVADA 

Nancy Terhune found a 
proverbial gold mine when she 
purchased the Holy Bull mare 


Holy Princess, in foal to Lion 
Hearted, at the 2004 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale for $23,000. 

Holy Princess has since 
produced three foals of racing 
age for Terhune and her part¬ 
ner, Ernest Frohboese. All are 
stakes winners. 

Holy Princess’s daughters 
Aspenglow and Silver Heart 
(both by Lion Hearted) all but 
dominated the richest distaff 
event on Breeders Classics 
night, the $250,000 West Vir¬ 
ginia Jefferson Security 
Bank “Cavada” Breeders 
Classic. 

Owned by Terhune, the 
Gary Capuano-trained sisters 
were dispatched as a favored 
entry at 6-5 odds in a field of 
10, and finished first and third, 
earning a combined $137,250. 

The 4-year-old Aspenglow, 
with jockey Travis Dunkel- 
berger in the irons, led at 
every call, crossing the wire a

length and a quarter in front of 
Natures Annuity; Silver Heart, 
winner of the Maryland Million 
Distaff Starter Handicap her 
last time out, on October 2, 
was a length and a half back, 
with J.D. Acosta aboard. Silver 
Heart, the 5-year-old who was 
in utero when Terhune bought 
Holy Princess, has $220,190 in 
lifetime earnings. 

The most accomplished 
member of her family, Aspen¬ 
glow boosted her career earn¬ 


ings to $328,577 from 15 career 
starts. She has a noteworthy 10 
career wins, and is now a two- 
time West Virginia Breeders 
Classics winner, having taken 
last year’s Division of Tourism 
Breeders Classic. 

The Cavada was her second 
start following a five-month 
layoff. She had returned to the 
races with an allowance win on 
September 11 at Charles Town. 

“She’s lovely to train,” said 
Capuano. “Aspenglow is a big, 


strong filly with a good disposi¬ 
tion. She’s been phenomenal at 
Charles Town.” 

Holy Princess is also the 
dam of Silver Cub, a 3-year-old 
City Zip filly who saw action 
for Terhune and Capuano on 
Breeders Classics night but fin¬ 
ished out of the money in the 
Division of Tourism Breeders 
Classic. Winner of the 2009 
Golden Gull Chris Brown 
Memorial Stakes, Silver Cub 
has two victories from 10 starts 
and earnings of $55,346. 

Terhune intends to race 
Holy Princess’s two other foals, 
a yearling filly and weanling 
colt, both by Candy Ride (Arg). 
The mare is in foal for 2011 to 
Street Boss. 

Terhune, who operates a 
commercial training and layup 
facility in Camden, S.C., has 
been involved with racing for 
decades, but has had limited 
experience with breeding. The 
Cavada is the richest race she 
has won as an owner. 

Aspenglow continues a 
strong record of success at 
Charles Town for Capuano, 
who won the featured Classic 
in 2008 with Ghostly Thunder, 
owned by himself and Paul 
(Larry) Fowler. Dunkelberger 
was aboard for that win, also. 


“Charles Town has been 
good to me,” allowed Capu¬ 
ano, who is a stalwart of the 
Maryland racing community 
along with his brother, Dale, 
and father, Phil. “I also bene¬ 
fit from good help. My assis¬ 
tant Mark Dillow, who has 
been with me for 18 years, 
takes care of everything, and 
Brian Thomas, my assistant at 
Charles Town, does a great job. 
The grooms and hotwalkers all 
deserve a lot of credit, too.” 

ROYAL SEND-OFF 

The first race of the eve¬ 
ning, the four and a half-fur- 
long $75,000 West Virginia 
Triple Crown Nutrition 
Breeders Classic, showcased 
the only winner new to Charles 
Town. 

Princess Cecilia, a daugh¬ 
ter of Sharp Humor who 
had won her maiden debut at 
Parx Racing on September 18, 
scored by a half length as even- 
money favorite in the con¬ 
test for 2-year-old fillies with 
Kendrick Carmouche aboard. 

Trained by Richard Vega, 
and owned by Vega’s fiancee, 
Barbara Armstrong, in part¬ 
nership with Gavin-Ty Racing 
LLC, Princess Cecilia was pur¬ 
chased privately by Vega from 
Juvenal Diaz in Florida this 
past winter. 

Catherine Jennings of 
Berryville, Va., who bred Prin¬ 
cess Cecilia in partnership with 
Heidi Cecil, had sold the filly 
at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
July Yearling sale, on a bid of 
$34,000, and was delighted 
when she appeared on the 
Classics card. 

Jennings and Cecil pur¬ 
chased Princess Cecilia’s dam, 
graded-placed Cecilia’s Crown, 
with the Classics winner in 
utero for $20,000 at the 2007 
Keeneland November sale. 

Jennings and her hsuband, 
Tim Jennings, operate the fam¬ 
ily-owned Professional Auction 
Services, which deals primar¬ 
ily in hunter/show stock and 
Quarter Horses. They have 
bred and owned Thoroughbred 
race horses on a small scale for 
about 10 years, and Princess 
Cecilia is the first stakes winner 
they’ve bred. 
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Cecilia’s Crown, who as 
a 2-year-old finished third in 
Churchill Downs’s Debutante 
Stakes-G3 and retired with 
earnings of $169,909 from 
40 career starts, is now 
owned solely by Jennings. 
Her Rockport Harbor filly 
sold for $20,000 at this year’s 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale; she has a weanling colt by 
Proud Citizen and is in foal to 
Afleet Alex. 

GOLDEN NIGHT 
BEGINS 

Runco lost little time get¬ 
ting to the winner’s circle on 
Classics night, saddling the 
winners of the second and 
third races for his client David 
Raim of Bethesda, Md. 

Raim, an attorney in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., owns all or part 
of eight horses but currendy 
has only two in active competi¬ 
tion. 

“It was an amazing night,” 
said Raim, whose family was on 
hand to witness the spectacle. 

Golden Set, a Tapit colt pur¬ 
chased by Runco for $50,000 at 
the 2009 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, started as 7-10 
favorite in the $75,000 West 
Virginia Farm Family Insur¬ 
ance Vincent Moscarelli 
Memorial Breeders Classic, 
and proved more than up to 
the task in the six and a half¬ 
furlong juvenile event, duel¬ 
ing runner-up Just Your Way 
through the stretch before edg¬ 
ing clear to a length and a quar¬ 
ter victory under jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger. 

Bred in West Virginia by 
William R. Ward Jr., Golden 
Set had broken his maiden in 
impressive style two weeks ear¬ 
lier, when ridden out to a IOV 2 - 
length score in a six and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special weight 
at Charles Town. 

“We got him ready in the 
nick of time,” said Runco. 
“He’s looked good all along, 
but he’s had a few setbacks, 
as many 2-year-olds do. This 
is a nice colt who could go 
anywhere.” 

Golden Set, out of Swing 
Set (by Swing Till Dawn), is 
a half-brother to stakes-placed 
Swinging Bernie and Super 
Striker. The Classics race, his 


fourth career start, boosted his 
earnings to $55,330. 

Raim’s 3-year-old filly Stowe 
White is “really starting to 
peak,” according to Runco. And 
she ran like it in the $75,000 
West Virginia Division of 
Tourism Breeders Classic, 
drawing off to a three and a 
half-length score. J.D. Acosta 
piloted the daughter of Not 
For Love, who had stumbled at 
the break and finished out of 
the money while making her 
previous start in the Maryland 
Million Oaks on October 2 at 
Laurel Park. 

Runco paid $50,000 for 
Stowe White at the 2008 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale after balking at her $60,000 
weanling sales price at the 
2007 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December Mixed sale. He has 
trained her to win or place 
in 10 of her 15 career starts, 
including a victory in last year’s 
Eleanor M. Casey Memorial 
Stakes, and earn $141,007. She 
also has to her credit three 
stakes placings at Charles 
Town. 

Out of the Cure the Blues 
mare Metal Blues, Stowe White 
is a half-sister to Shes Heavy 
Lifting, who won the 2009 
West Virginia Breeders Classic 
Distaff for owner/ trainer 
Ronney Brown. 

ADD TWO FOR CASEY 

James W. Casey’s strike rate 
in the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics is second to none. 
Along with his late wife, 
Eleanor, Casey and his Taylor 
Mountain Farm had accounted 
for 20 wins as an owner going 
into this year’s Classics. And 
the 80-year-old former high 
school coach had 19 wins as 
a trainer. 

Add two more to each cat¬ 
egory. 

Taylor Mountain Farm 
homebreds won back-to-back 
races on this year’s Classics 
night—Henry the Lover cap¬ 
turing the $75,000 West Vir¬ 
ginia Thoroughbred Breed¬ 
ers Association Onion Juice 
Breeders Classic and Taylor’s 
Flight annexing the $75,000 
West Virginia Lottery Breed¬ 
ers Classic.

Devonspaintedlady fought back from serious injury and illness to become 
the first stakes winner for her owner, local HBPA president Ken Lowe. 


From nine starters, Casey 
came away with two wins, two 
seconds and a third-not a bad 
haul, despite his disappoint¬ 
ment in the featured Classic. 

Casey's two winners on 
the night were both sired by 
Windsor Casde, a son of Lord 
Carson standing at Taylor 
Mountain Farm in Charles 
Town. Windsor Castle is the 
leading active sire in West 
Virginia, with three stakes win¬ 
ners to date in 2010. 

Henry the Lover, a 5-year- 
old from his sire's first crop, 
won stakes at 3 and 4, and con¬ 
tinues to be a solid performer 
who prefers “four and a half 
[furlongs] but can go seven 
[furlongs] if he's not being 
pressed,” in Casey's words. He 
sprinted to an early lead in the 
seven-furlong event for 3-year- 
olds and up on Classics night 
and widened his advantage, 
crossing the wire 1014 lengths 
in front, under jockey Gerald 
Almodovar. 

Henry the Lover, who has 
won 10 of 28 starts, earning 
$252,864, is the only stakes 
winner for his dam, Flirtation 
Walk (by Danzig Connection), 
whom Casey purchased in foal 
to Press Card for $4,200 at the 
1998 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December Mixed sale. Casey 
no longer owns the mare. 

Taylor's Flight, a 3-year- 
old, “redeemed” himself in his 
Classics contest, leading all the 
way and scoring by a length and 
a half under Rodney Soodeen. 

“We thought Taylor's Flight 
was going to be a really good 
one when he won his first three 
starts,” said Casey. “Then he 
turned in a string of so-so 
races.” 

Part of an entry with Taylor 
Mountain's Clarke County, who 
finished seventh, Taylor's Flight 
returned $14.20 while defeat¬ 
ing last year's champion West 
Virginia-bred 2-year-old male 
Son of a Bear, who started as 
odds-on favorite and wound 
up third. 

Taylor's Flight has won or 
placed in six of his nine career 
starts, all this year; the stakes 
win pushed his earnings to 
$100,845. 

He is the first foal from 
Inis dam, Meadowlakes Flight 


(by Meadowlake), whom Casey 
purchased as a yearling for 
$5,700 at the 2002 Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton Midlantic December Mixed 
sale. The mare never raced. 

“She had a lot of ability but 
was unsound,” said Casey. Still 
owned by Casey, Meadowlakes 
Flight has a 2-year-old Windsor 
Castle filly, How Is My Girl, 
who remains a maiden after 
three starts, and a weanling colt 
by Taylor Mountain stallion 
My Boy Adam. Meadowlakes 
Flight is back in foal to Windsor 
Castle for 2011. 

DASHING SUCCESS 

Horses like Trouble Makin 
make the racing game look easy. 
Frontrunning winner of the 
four and a half-furlong $75,000 
West Virginia “Dash for 
Cash” Breeders Classic, 
Trouble Makin campaigns for 
Albert Letts, a retired Balti¬ 
more City firefighter who bred 
the 5-year-old gelding in partner¬ 
ship with his son, Adam Letts, 
a former member of the Balti¬ 
more City police department. 

Albert Letts has raced horses 
“off and on” since 1970, but it 
was not until six years ago, 
when Amanda Elizabeth (a 
winning daughter of Hay Halo) 
came to him as a “discarded” 
mare, that he became involved 
in breeding. 

Amanda Elizabeth found 
asylum at Adam Letts's farm 
in Inwood, WVa., while Albert 
Letts made a trip to nearby 
O'Sullivan Farms, where he 
consulted with proprietor 
Randy Funkhouser about mat¬ 
ings. Funkhouser recommend¬ 
ed Makin, a handsomely bred 
some of Danzig standing at 
O'Sullivan. 

Trouble Makin, a rough 
and tumble sort whom his 
trainer Renee Schlesinger calls 
The Bear, was the only foal 
Amanda Elizabeth produced 
for the Lettses; the mare was 
euthanized three years ago due 
to an incapacitating injury. 

“We gelded him early—oth¬ 
erwise he would have been 
impossible to handle,” says 
Albert Letts. 

Trouble Makin has chan¬ 
neled some of his energy into a 
racing career that has generated 
$141,315 in earnings. From 19 
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starts, he has five wins and 
seven additional placings. 

Brought along patiendy by 
Schle singer, Trouble Makin 
made his stakes debut in last 
years Dash for Cash Breeders 
Classic, and finished fifth in 
the race won by Nay’s Tap. He 
missed the first half of this 
season while recovering from 
surgery to remove a knee chip. 

The Dash for Cash became 
his target when he won his first 
start back, in open allowance 
company at Charles Town, on 
June 5. 

“We couldn’t have asked for 
more,” said Schlesinger, after 
Trouble Makin showed the way 
to a two and a quarter-length 
victory on Breeders Classics 
night, paying $26.80. Jockey 
Gustavo Larrosa guided him to 
an untroubled score, stopping 
the timer in :52.66. The 9-5 
favorite, Green Suede Shoes, 
setded for fourth. 

HEARTWARMING 

FINALE 

“It’s kind of a Seabiscuit 
story,” said Ken Lowe of 
his 5-year-old mare Devons- 
paintedlady, who captured 
the final race of the night, 
the $75,000 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic Distaff. 

Lowe, who serves as presi¬ 
dent of the local division of 
the HBPA (Horsemen’s Bene¬ 
volent and Protective Associ¬ 
ation) and has been involved 
in racing since his teenaged 
years, becomes emotional 
while recounting the travails of 
Devonspaintedlady. 

Her troubles began in her 
first start, when she broke from 
the starting gate with her head 
twisted severely sideways, yet 
made up dramatic ground to 
finish second. The sand was 
not completely washed from 
her eyes after that race, and 
she developed an infection. 
Unable to see clearly, she pan¬ 
icked while being loaded into a 
trailer for the trip to the Marion 
duPont Equine Medical Center 
in Leesburg, Va., and suffered 
life-threatening injuries. 

Lowe credits veterinary 
care at the center for the then 
3-year-old filly’s near-miracu¬ 
lous recovery. “All I asked was 


to save her life,” said Lowe. “I 
had no plans to race her again.” 

But nearly a year to the 
date of her first start, Devons¬ 
paintedlady was fully recovered 
and back to the races at Charles 
Town. She won or placed in 
four of seven starts at 4 last 
year, and posted stats of 8-1-1- 
3 in 2010 before stepping onto 
the track on Classics night. 

David Walters, who took 
over her training last spring, 
sent off Devonspaintedlady to 
a rallying victory in the mile 
and an eighth contest. Under 
jockey J.D. Acosta, she scored 
by two and a quarter lengths, 
paying $22.20 to win. 

Purchased by Lowe for 
$6,000 at the 2006 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale, Devonspiantedlady was 
bred by Harry Joe Painter, who 
with his wife, Kate Painter, 
operates Blue Spruce Farm 
in Kearneysville, W.Va. The 
first foal from her dam, Kiss 
Alert (by Kissin Kris), Devons¬ 
paintedlady was sired by Devon 
Deputy, a son of Deputy Mini¬ 
ster who stood at the Painters’ 
farm until his death in 2009.

Grand National 
winner 

Percussionist (Ire) 
reverberates 
far and wide 


E ngland, Ireland, France, 
Australia, New Zealand, 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile. . . 
Thoroughbreds come from 
all over the world to tackle 


America’s best races. But how 
about Denmark? In 2009, 
Danish horseman Morten 
Buskop brought General 
Ledger (Ire) to run in the 


Grand National-NSAl and fin¬ 
ished a gallant second. 

A Norwegian who lives near 
Copenhagen, Buskop came 
back in 2010 and did one better 
-winning this country’s richest 
steeplechase, the $250,000 
Grand National, with Percus¬ 
sionist (Ire) at the Far Hills 
Races in Far Hills, N.J., on 
October 23. 

Campaigned mainly in Eng¬ 
land until Buskop purchased 
him this past May, Percussionist 
roared from third on the final 
turn to pass Slip Away and 
Preemptive Strike before the 
last fence. The son of Sadler’s 
Wells drew off to win by seven 
lengths, earning $150,000 and 
overwhelming his hands-on 
owner. 

“It’s a dream come true,” 
said Buskop, a software execu¬ 
tive whose horses are based 
with trainer Hanne Bechmann. 


“I never thought I’d get him 
that good-good enough to 
win this race. Deep inside me 
I thought there were was a 
chance but I didn’t dare think 
it or say it.” 

Percussionist-who offers 
up a new definition of “well- 
traveled”—made believers out 
of Buskop, Irish jockey J.P 
O’Farrell and everyone else at 
Far Hills. Bred in Ireland by 
Swettenham Stud, the 9-year- 
old gelding raced on the flat for 
Robert Sangster and trainer 
John Gosden in England, plac¬ 
ing twice at 2 and joining the 
2004 English Derby-Gl field 
after taking the Derby Trial-G3 
at Lingfield. 

Fourth behind North Light 
(Ire) in the Derby, Percussionist 
toiled at the top level of the 
European flat game with starts 
in England, Ireland, France and 
Italy before being sold at the

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Doncaster Bloodstock Sales in 
2004. 

Purchased by owner 
Graham Wylie and sent to top 
National Hunt trainer Howard 
Johnson, Percussionist won the 
Group 2 Yorkshire Cup on the 
flat in 2006 in addition to five 
jump races. 

After Buskop purchased 
him, Percussionist added more 
miles to his docket with a home 
base in Denmark (a country 
with no steeplechase racing) and 
starts in Norway and Sweden. 
He finished fifth in the Swedish 
Grand National in June and 
won back-to-back hurdle starts 
at Ovrevoll Racecourse near 
Oslo in Norway—the latest 
coming on September 26 in 
the Norwegian Grand National 
and earning the trip to America. 

“That’s when we said, ‘Let’s 
go for it, let’s go for it again,”’ 
Buskop said. “I thought he was 
on the upward and I thought 
he’d love Far Hills.” 

Amen to that. 

Percussionist, Buskop and 
the owner’s wife, Iben, left 
Denmark by van late on Octo¬ 
ber 15, a Friday. They stopped 
in Amsterdam 10 hours later, 
caught a KLM flight to New 
York, spent two days in quaran¬ 
tine at the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture facility in New¬ 
burgh, N.Y., and arrived at a 
farm near Far Hills on Monday 
night, October 18. The horse 
trained lightly there, but didn’t 
see the race course until Thurs¬ 
day. 

“He’s been on his toes since 
we came,” said Iben Buskop. 
“Every day, he woke up and 
said, ‘Is it racing day today? Is it 
racing day today?’ He knew he 
was going racing, he just didn’t 
know the day.” 

The day came Saturday The 
two and five-eighth-mile race 
lured a dozen horses, includ¬ 
ing 2009 steeplechase cham¬ 
pion Mixed Up, 2010 Grade 1 
winner Tax Ruling, solid veter¬ 
ans Slip Away and Preemptive 
Strike, rising star Class Bopper, 
and 2009 title contender Red 
Letter Day. 


Percussionist let the race 
unfold, with Preemptive Strike 
making the early running and 
Slip Away tracking in second. 
Class Bopper raced third while 
searching for a rhythm. Eighth 
early, Percussionist advanced to 
sixth and waited. With a circuit 
remaining, Preemptive Strike 
led by two. Parked outside, 
O’Farrell tapped Percussionist 
on the shoulder and got an 
immediate response to move 
from sixth at the 10 th fence 
to third on the turn before the 
backstretch. Preemptive Strike 
went all in with a huge leap at 
the 11 th and still led at the 13th, 
as Slip Away, Percussionist, 
Decoy Daddy and Lead Us 
Not completed the first five 
heading to the final turn. 

Preemptive Strike carried 
them around the turn, Slip 
Away held steady, and Percus¬ 
sionist angled outside to launch 
a bid. He lowered his head, 
called on his flat speed, and 
built a quick two-length lead 
to the last. The race was over. 
Striding out, the winner drew 
off late to win in 5:00.40. 

Shp Away stayed for sec¬ 
ond with Lead Us Not passing 
Preemptive Strike late to claim 
third. Class Bopper, Mixed Up 
and Tax Ruling were pulled up. 

“When the frontrunners 
slow down a bit, he can sense it 
as he gets closer to them,” said 
Buskop. “The jockey usually 
has to grab hold of him and tell 
him to get going, but he really 
enjoys that. As soon as he’s 
alongside of them, he battles. 
He loves that position he had 
coming around that corner.” 

FAR HILLS 
UNDERCARD 

Led by the Grand National, 
the race lineup at Far Hills 
tops the year in total purses 
with $500,000. The $100,000 
Foxbrook Novice offers an 
important stop for first and 
second-year hurdlers and—like 
the Grand National—it attract¬ 
ed a big field of 12. Contenders 
included 4-year-old star Call 
You in Ten, spring novice 
stakes winners Country Cousin 


and Nationbuilder and the 
streaking Easy Red. 

English import Fealing Real 
(Ire) blasted to an early lead, but 
wilted when challenged leav¬ 
ing the backside. All Together, 
who rebounded from two 
awful Saratoga jump starts to 
win a flat race at Monmouth 
Park in late September, rolled 
to the front and pulled a train 
with him. Nationbuilder was 
drafted into second, Call You 
in Ten third and Country 
Cousin fourth. Midway on the 
turn, all four had a chance. 
Just before the last fence, All 
Together looked to be in con¬ 
trol. Touching down, he sud¬ 
denly looked like a target as 
Nationbuilder narrowed the 
gap thanks to a daring leap at 
the last. 

“It’s a very short run-in 
after the last and I had to meet 
it running,” said jockey Brian 
Crowley. “If he was slow over 
the last, I might as well have 
pulled up. After he landed, I 
was just pumping. I got upsides 
All Together and thought I 
might win by a head or a neck 
and then All Together came 
back at me again.” 

The horses flashed under 
the wire together, leaving the 
result in doubt to all but the 
truly opinionated. 

“I never said so many 
prayers coming back after a 
race,” Crowley said. 

“Jockeys hate getting beat 
in a short finish. You’re always 
thinking ‘if I’d done that or 
if I’d done this.’ You have all 
those maybes going around in 
your head. It happens to every¬ 
body, but you’d rather lose by 
10 lengths.” 

He didn’t lose by 10 lengths, 
or an inch. On the photo fin¬ 
ish camera, Nationbuilder 
got the nod for owner Mary 
Ann Houghland and train¬ 
er Jonathan Sheppard. All 
Together settled for a tough 
beat with Call You in Ten third. 

The winner needed 4:50.20 
to cover two and a half miles. 
The 6-year-old son of Came 
Home won for the second time 
in 2010 and erased losses at 


Radnor (a fall) and Saratoga 
(fourth). Nationbuilder nearly 
didn’t make it to Far Hills due 
to an infected hock. 

“We thought he’d actu¬ 
ally torn it or something,” 
said Sheppard. “Eventually we 
found out it was just an infec¬ 
tion, but it was pretty bad. We 
had to rush his preparation 
a bit. He’s a galloper, a very 
strong, stamina horse with a 
high cruising speed. He can just 
keep going.” 

• Maryland-based trainer 
Jazz Napravnik opened the day 
with a filly/mare stakes victory 
by Green Velvet in the $50,000 
Peapack. A maiden facing win¬ 
ners and giving away experi¬ 
ence, Green Velvet rolled to 
the front immediately under 
Ross Geraghty and led at every 
call before scoring by five and 
a quarter lengths over Moon 
Dolly (GB) with Farah T Salute 
(also trained by Napravnik) 
third. Final time for the two 
and one-eighth miles was 
4:02.60. 

Green Velvet entered the 
race off of two decent efforts 
over jumps this fall, but was 
still an unknown — though 
Geraghty was confident. 

“I schooled her and knew 
she would be tough,” said the 
jockey. “She’s won going a mile 
and a half on the flat so I 
wasn’t going to give them a soft 
lead. I shook her up down in 
the dip and she went on again, 
gave her one smack before we 
got the beacons, and I could 
afford to sit on her coming to 
the last because she was going 
so well. I had a lot of horse.” 

Owned by Jennifer Pitts, 
the Virginia-bred daughter 
of Petionville and the Green 
Dancer mare Green Jeans won 
twice in 13 starts on the flat, 
including a marathon allow¬ 
ance on the turf at Colonial 
Downs this past July. Stamina 
and tenacity are her strong 
suits — speed is not. 

“She’s not that fast but she 
doesn’t stop. She could have 
gone two more turns that fast,” 
said Napravnik, sister of flat 
jockey Anna Napravnik. “I’ve

been thinking about [steeple¬ 
chasing] for two years. She's 
always been jumping. All my 
horses go out and jump hunt 
fences, so we started really 
schooling her this summer and 
she took to it." 

• Veteran timber horse 
Patriot's Path continued his 
autumn resurgence for Irv 
Naylor and trainer Desmond 
Fogarty with a powerful tri¬ 
umph in the $50,000 New 
Jersey Hunt Cup. The 10-year- 
old took advantage of a fall 
by favorite He's a Conniver 
late in the race and seized 
complete control when Plum 
Brush ducked off course while 
in front on the final turn but 
would have been tough to han¬ 
dle regardless. 

“That's the best he's ever 
traveled and jumped,” said 
jockey Darren Nagle. 

Patriot's Path flew the last 
two fences and won by a lop¬ 
sided 32% lengths over G'day 
G'day and Haddix while get¬ 
ting three and a quarter miles 
in 7:08.40. The Maryland-bred 
son of Carnivalay won for the 
second time in October to help 
further erase a tough finish to 
2009 —a year in which he won 


the NSA's timber champion¬ 
ship but fell heavily at the last 
fence of his final start (the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup) in 
November. 

He lost four races to start 
2010, but got back on the win¬ 
ning side of the ledger with a 
victory in the Genesee Valley 
Hunt Cup on October 9. 

“We're delighted. He's a 
cracking horse,” said Nagle. 
“He's the sort of horse you like. 
That fall [at the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup] could have been the 
end of any horse. He's brought 
himself back, redeemed his 
reputation. We love the old 
horse; he's a tough, honest, 
genuine horse.” 

Patriot's Path improved to 
just 5-for-45 over jumps, but 
all five victories (and $130,000) 
have come in the 12 starts of 
2009 and 2010. 

• Owner/breeder Mignon 
Smith's Mede Cahaba Stable 
and Stud gained credit for 
another steeplechase stakes 
winner when Class Skip made 
off with the $25,000 Gladstone 
Hurdle for 3-year-olds. The son 
of Skip Away and Class Vim 
continued a solid trend of suc¬ 
cess for the stable, which has 


produced recent stakes winners 
Class Bopper, Class Real Rock, 
Class Shadow, Class Vantage 
and others. 

Trained by Lilith Boucher 
and ridden by her husband, 
Richard Boucher, Class Skip 
came into the race as a con¬ 
tender—but so did everyone 
else. Seven of the 10 starters 
clashed in a maiden hurdle at 
Virginia Fall 20 days earlier. 

Fourth that day, Class Skip 
rebounded with a polished 
effort. The chestnut gelding 
sat in fifth early, wound up in 
front just before the final turn, 
and outran Peace Fire by one 
and a half lengths in 4:12.80 
for the two and an eighth miles. 
Dr. Wheat finished third, but 
was disqualified for interfer¬ 
ing with Virginia Fall winner 
Demonstrative at the start. 
Just as the race began, Dr. 
Wheat lunged across the track, 
bumped into Demonstrative, 
and sent jockey Matt McCarron 
to the ground. The incident 
ended Demonstrative's day, 
cost Dr. Wheat a position with 
the field, and elevated Union 
Army to third after the dis¬ 
qualification. 


Lilith Boucher said her horse 
would have been tough to han¬ 
dle even if Demonstrative had 
gotten underway. 

“We love him, always have,” 
she said. “It's tike apples and 
oranges comparing him to 
everything else out of that 
mare [Class Vim], though. He's 
not as headstrong. He's sen¬ 
sible, laid back. He's just a nice 
type of horse. I hope he stays 
that way.” 

The winner placed fifth 
three times on the flat this 
summer-twice at Colonial and 
once at Kentucky Downs —all 
the while learning lessons for a 
steeplechase career. 

FAR HILLS NOTES 

Five Far Hills winners were 
bred in the Mid-Atlantic: Green 
Velvet (Virginia, Althea 
Richards), Nationbuilder (Penn¬ 
sylvania, Augustin Stable), Class 
Skip (Virginia, Mede Cahaba), 
Patriot's Path (Maryland, 
Jeremy Gillam) and maiden 
hurdle winner One Giant Step 
(Pennsylvania, Sheppard). . . 
Sixty-four horses started on the 
six-race card with the smallest 
field size being nine. 

GOLD FOR HE’S 
A CONNIVER 

Owner/trainer Ernie Oare 
dispersed most of his race¬ 
horses at the Ocala Breeders' 
Sale this fall, but kept one of 
the most valuable out of the 
auction ring. Timber horse He's 
a Conniver represented Oare's 
EMO Stable with two October 
stakes victories-the $35,000 
National Sporting Library/ 
Chronicle Cup and $50,000 
International Gold Cup—while 
being aimed, long term, for 
next year's four-mile Virginia 
Gold Cup. 

“I've been trying to win 
the Virginia Gold Cup for 40 
years, I really have,” said Oare, 
who rode in the 1973 race. “I'd 
rather win that than any other 
race. If I sell him, I'm going to 
have to start over with another 
horse.” 

He's a Conniver (Jody Petty) 
opened his mini-streak with 
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a laugher at Virginia Fall on 
October 2 at Glenwood Park 
in Middleburg, Va. Going three 
and a quarter miles against just 
five others, He’s a Conniver 
shadowed Incaseyouraminer 
early, took over with a half 
mile to go, and drew off to win 
by 27 lengths over Westbound 
Road and Music To My Ears 
(Ire). The winner cantered 
across the line and covered the 
distance in 6:49.40. 

Petty was aboard for the 
first time in a jump race and 
liked what he saw from the 
chestnut son of Crafty Friend. 
He’s a Conniver came with a 
reputation for being strong and 
brave—perhaps a bit too much 
so —on the race course. 

“They want him to rate, 
they want him to try to get four 
miles next spring,” said Petty. 
“He did that and the only thing 
I messed up on was after we 
jumped the third-to-last. He 
was still pretty relaxed, but I 
could hear them behind me so 
I gave him a little smack down 
on the shoulder and he ran off 
with me over the last two fences. 
I didn’t need to do that.” 

Next came the International 
Gold Cup at Great Meadow in 
The Plains, Va., on October 16. 
The race offered a stiffer test in 
distance, jumps and competi¬ 
tion. 

Check, check and check. 

He’s a Conniver rated 
behind Albert’s Crossing and 
Bon Caddo early, but wound 
up in front by the third fence 
when those two nearly went 
off course. 

Despite the circumstances, 
He’s a Conniver again came 
back to Petty and relaxed while 
jumping well. In order. Music 
To My Ears, Swagger Stick 
and Bon Caddo made runs at 
the leader but all wilted as the 
winner scored by two and a 
quarter lengths in 7:36 for the 
three and a half miles. Bon 
Caddo stayed for second with 
Swagger Stick third. 

Petty was impressed again, 
but would have preferred to 
see the others stay in front for 
longer than two fences. 


“Perfect case scenario is 
there are two horses in front 
of you, that was an ideal world 
for the two fences because he 
was settled in behind them,” 
the jockey said. “He met the 
next one long and we were 
done but I took a deep breath 
and he was like, ‘O.K.’ ” 

Listening to Petty paid divi¬ 
dends as He’s a Conniver stayed 
relaxed, set a solid tempo, and 
had plenty for the finish. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Jonathan Sheppard, He’s a 
Conniver has bounced through 
various career paths during a 
racing career that includes a 
win on the flat (going seven 
furlongs at Kentucky Downs in 
2006), four so-so hurdle tries, 
and a home over speed-favor¬ 
ing timber courses. Sheppard 
campaigned the horse himself 
for several years and sold him 
to owner Calvin Houghland 
in 2007. Oare bought He’s a 
Conniver from Houghland’s 
widow, Mary Ann, this year, 
and the horse was pulled up 
after setting a pressured pace 
in the 2010 Virginia Gold Cup. 

He’s a Conniver emerged 
this fall and won a training 
flat race at Colonial Downs 
on September 18 before taking 
the back-to-back timber starts. 
Eyeing a third stakes win in the 
month, He’s a Conniver fell 
while in front at Far Hills. 

OCTOBER NOTES 

• Maryland-bred Hold Your 
Fire won a maiden timber at 
Virginia Fall on October 2, 
while looking like a potential 
star in the division. The 6-year- 
old son of Waquoit is a half- 
brother to two-time filly/mare 
champion hurdler Guelph and 
races for The Fields Stable and 
trainer Tom Voss, whose wife, 
Mimi, bred the rangy chestnut. 

• A rare Delaware-bred 
Thoroughbred picked up a 
steeplechase victory when 
Dispute This (bred by Teresa 
Beste) won a maiden claim¬ 
ing hurdle at Virginia Fall on 
October 2. Ricky Hendriks 
trains the 4-year-old son of 


Domestic Dispute for Christ Is 
King Stable. 

• Mede Cahaba won a 
maiden hurdle with Virginia 
homebred Complete Zen (Coz- 
zene—Complete Number, by 
Polish Numbers) at Virginia 
Fall on October 3. Lilith and 
Richard Boucher teamed up for 
the training/riding score. 

• Owner/trainer/breeder 
Bay Cockburn scored a $10,000 
timber victory with I’m Telling, 
a 9-year-old Maryland-bred son 
of Linkage, at Morven Park on 
October 9. 

• Blythe Miller Davies picked 
up a breeding win when 5-year- 
old Lonesome Nun (Penn¬ 
sylvania) captured a maiden 
hurdle at Great Meadow on 
October 16. Davies’s father, 
Bruce Miller, trains the win¬ 
ner, a daughter of Vicar and 
former hurdler Skillogalee (a 
full sister to steeplechase great 
Lonesome Glory). 

• Owner William Russell 
and trainer Simon Hobson 


won the Old Dominion Turf 
Championship, a flat race for 
Virginia-bred or Virginia-sired 
runners, at Great Meadow 
on October 16 with Forest 
Bell. The son of Forestry and 
Mambo Bell drew off to win 
by 17 lengths in the one and 
a quarter-mile turf test. The 
winner was bred by Edward P. 
Evans and raced on the flat for 
trainer Todd Pletcher in 2008 
and 2009. 

• The jump circuit went 
south for Halloween Weekend 
and the Aiken Fall meet on 
October 30. The results looked 
like much of 2010 as trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard tripled with 
Timber Bay Farm’s History 
Boy (maiden hurdle), Bill Pape’s 
Silence (maiden claiming hur¬ 
dle) and his own Barnstorming 
(allowance hurdle feature). The 
latter, a Kentucky-bred son 
of Thunder Gulch, improved 
to 2-for-2 over jumps at age 
4. Danielle Hodsdon rode all 
three winners. ^

HEALTH NOTES 


“Heart attacks” 
and heart disease 
in horses

at Lloyds, London, Brokers and 
their Kentucky agents 

T he cardiovascular system, 
which is composed of the 
heart and blood vessels, 
is essential for the distribu¬ 


tion of oxygen, nutrients, and 
other critical components to all 
organs throughout the horse’s 
body. As the heart is the sole 
pump for the cardiovascular 
system, any disruption of its 
function can have critical con¬ 
sequences for the animal’s life. 

The term “heart attack” has 
incorrectly evolved into com¬ 
mon usage to refer to sudden 
death associated with heart dis¬ 
ease. To medical professionals 


for people, this term is spe¬ 
cifically reserved for myocar¬ 
dial infarction. In people, myo¬ 
cardial infarcts are commonly 
caused by clogged blood ves¬ 
sels that reduce blood flow to 
the heart and result in damage 
or death to the heart muscle. 

Since horses do not rou¬ 
tinely suffer from coronary 
artery disease, “heart attacks” 
in this sense rarely occur. Race 
horses who unexpectedly drop 
dead due to sudden death syn¬ 
drome (Swale syndrome) are 
frequently said to have died of 
a “heart attack.” This determi¬ 
nation, however, is inaccurate, 
as heart lesions may not be 
present, so use of the term 
“heart attack” is imprecise. 

Equine heart disease can 
develop rapidly (acute heart 
disease) or slowly (chronic 
heart disease). Speed of pro¬ 
gression is dependent upon the 
underlying cause and location 
of diseased tissue. Equine heart 
disease can be caused by heart 
malformation, direct insult to 
the heart or its electrical signal¬ 
ing system, or secondarily to 
disease in other organs. Horses 
with heart abnormalities may 
or may not show clinical signs. 

Acute heart disease typi¬ 
cally results from direct insult 
to the heart or disruption of 
its electrical signaling system. 
Examples in the horse include 
sudden death syndrome; dis¬ 
ruption of blood flow to the 
heart; toxin or drug-induced 
disruption of electrical signals; 
arrthymias; snakebites; nutri¬ 
tional deficiencies; traumatic 
insult; and bacterial, hormon¬ 
al or toxic insult to the heart 
muscle. Because the heart is 
incapable of regenerating new 
muscle, acute dysfunction, 
regardless of the cause, can 
predispose the heart to chronic 
complications. 

Chronic heart disease devel¬ 
ops slowly due to the heart’s 
ability to temporarily com¬ 
pensate for abnormalities by 
increasing its size. In the horse, 
it can result from birth defects 
of the heart’s chambers, valves, 


or blood vessels; cancer; pre¬ 
vious insult to the heart or 
valves; or disease in other 
organs that secondarily alter 
the systemic blood flow into 
and out of the heart. Chronic 
heart disease essentially inhibits 
efficient delivery of oxygen to 
the body’s tissues. Eventually, 
the heart becomes overworked 
and is unable to keep up with 
the body’s oxygen needs, which 
eventually results in heart failure. 

From 2000 to 2009, heart 
disease was identified in 261 
horses that presented to the 
University of Kentucky nec¬ 
ropsy service. Multiple heart 
abnormalities were commonly 
identified in individual animals. 

Of the 261 horses, there 
were 174 cases of acute heart 
disease. These cases included 
traumatic insult (5 cases) and 
myocardial degeneration and 
necrosis (42 cases) and 127 
inflammatory lesions that con¬ 
sisted of myocarditis (the heart 
muscle) (59 cases), endocarditis 
(the inner heart hning/valves) 
(29 cases), and pericarditis (the 
sac surrounding the heart) (39 
cases). 

Additionally, 107 cases of 
chronic heart disease were pre¬ 
sent and included cardiomegaly 
(enlarged heart) (11 cases), 
chronic valvular disease (1 
case), congenital malformation 
(21 cases), cardiomyopathy 
(heart muscle disease) (31 
cases), myocardial fibrosis (25 
cases), and heart failure (18 
cases). 

Twenty cases had both acute 
and chronic lesions present. 

In summary, equine heart 
disease is multifaceted and can 
be induced by multiple mecha¬ 
nisms. Although horses do 
not routinely suffer from tra¬ 
ditional “heart attacks,” they 
do frequently develop heart 
abnormalities that can nega¬ 
tively impact their health and 
longevity. ^

MONMOUTH 
PARK KEEPS 
GRADE 2 
’CUP ON FALL

T he name and location of 
the race may have changed 
but the winner—and his 
spectacularly close margin of 
finish —remained the same. 
The rarely beaten Etched, 
passed at the sixteenth pole by 
favorite Musket Man, stormed 
back for a neck victory in the 
$300,000 Monmouth Cup-G2 
on October 9. 

It was Etched’s second 
straight win in the race pre¬ 
viously known as the Mead- 
owlands Cup-G2. With the 
Meadowlands Thoroughbred 
meet removed from the calen¬ 
dar this year, the race was moved 
to New Jersey’s last remain¬ 
ing major Thoroughbred track, 
and renamed. 

Etched, a 5-year-old Darley 
Stable homebred by Forestry 
out of the 2001 Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl winner Unbridled 
Elaine (by Unbridled’s Song), 
won the Nashua Stakes-G3 at 2, 
and had lost only once before in 
seven starts in North America, 
an uncharacteristically poor 
showing in a deep 14-horse 
field in the Clark Handicap-G2 
in late November 2009, which 
was won by Blame. 

After that, he spent nearly 
10 months away from the races, 
then returned with a measured 
victory over fellow Monmouth 
Cup starter Chirac in the 
Formal Gold Stakes at Mon¬ 
mouth on September 12. That 
performance warranted odds 
of 5-2 on Brad Thomas’s morn¬ 
ing fine. Thomas made him the 
second choice behind 2-1 Mus¬ 
ket Man, the runner-up in this

year’s Metropolitan and Carter 
Handicaps (each Grade 1). 

But bettors decided differ¬ 
ently. Etched went off as the 
fourth choice of six at 7-1, 


behind overwhelming 1 -2 
favorite Musket Man, and fel¬ 
low graded winners Ice Box 
and Duke of Mischief. The 
race went at nine furlongs on 


a fast track on a clear autumn 
day. 

With Eddie Castro aboard 
for the first time, Etched tracked 
the pace set by Chirac, the 2009 
Philip H. Iselin Stakes-G3 win¬ 
ner. Etched stayed within a 
length on the backstretch, then 
moved alongside Chirac into 
the far turn. Duke of Mischief 
ranged to their outside, but the 
long-striding Etched galloped 
away from them to open a 
nearly two-length lead. At the 
same time Musket Man was 
picking up steam. 

Musket Man and Eibar Coa 
were stuck inside early, but they 
swung around the turn and 
Musket Man looked like a sure¬ 
fire winner at the eighth pole. 
Instead, after Musket Man 
put a head in front, Etched 
repulsed him and went ahead 
for good. Musket Man finished 
five lengths clear of Chirac. 
Etched’s final time was 1:50:31. 

Etched, who was saddled by 
assistant Andrew St. Lawrence 
on behalf of trainer Kiaran 
McLaughlin, has earned 
$587,586 with seven wins. 

Coa theorized that Musket 
Man, a local fan favorite, made 
his run too soon and got con¬ 
fused without a late target. 

Owner Dennis Narlinger 
and trainer Scott Volk already 
had a stakes-winning sprinter 
in 3-year-old Out of Respect, 
and they gained another one 
when their hardened veteran 
Todd Got Even overcame 
a stout field of six rivals in 
the $75,000 Eillo Stakes on 
October 16. Originally sched¬ 
uled for October 9, the race 
s was postponed when it failed 
i to fill.

| A 5-year-old horse by 
s Stephen Got Even out of the 
stakes-placed Seeking the Gold 
mare Tomisue’s Gold, Todd 
Got Even angled six-wide turn¬ 
ing for home and swept by 
the field for a clear two-length 
score. Omar Figueroa rode the 
winner and they covered six 
furlongs in 1:10.97 on a fast 
track. Written in Stone finished 
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second with Evenings End 
third. 

The Eillo was the second 
straight win for Todd Got Even 
and his seventh in 21 starts. 

“I told Omar to just get to 
the outside and try your best/’ 
Volk said, “and that's just what 
he did. It worked out very well 
for us." 

Joey P., the 8-year-old New 
Jersey-bred millionaire, fin¬ 
ished last; it was his first race 
since he was sidelined with a 
quarter crack this past May. He 
was bumped at the start and 
faded after chasing the pace. 

“It was a tough task today 
coming back from the layoff," 
said Joey P.'s rider, Joe Bravo. 
a He'll be all right." 

Two races after the Eillo 
Stakes, in the College of 
New Jersey Stakes, Sea Gull 
Associates's Noisy Feet added 
black type to her resume in the 
last start for her connections. 
She was scheduled to be sold at 
the Keeneland November sale. 

With a tactful rail-skimming 
trip from jockey Angel Serpa, 
Noisy Feet overcame the 3-2 
favorite and pacesetter, multiple 
stakes winner Lady Alexander, 
for a half-length victory. D'wild 
Ride finished more than three 
lengths behind in third. Noisy 
Feet covered six furlongs in 
1:10.43, more than two ticks 
faster than Todd Got Even an 
hour before. 

“It was really gratifying to 
see her run the way she did," 
said winning trainer Tim Hills. 
“She's worked really well for 
this. We schooled her in the 
paddock and she was an angel. 
Just a great race from her.” 

A 4-year-old filly by Tapit 
out of the Ikari mare Victory 
Road, and full sister to graded 
stakes winner Touching Beauty, 
Noisy Feet improved her life¬ 
time mark to 4-4-2 from 17 
starts with earnings of 
$197,290. 

With Monmouth staying 
open in the fall, one pleas¬ 
ant feature was the multitude 
of 2-year-old races. Long 
gone are the days when the

Meadowlands's Grade 1 Young 
America Stakes would crown 
the finest of the division, but 
several barns kept their preco¬ 
cious youngsters at the shore 
for what amounted to a fall 
stakes series. 

Not surprisingly, the best 
colt of the fall came from 
Kelly Breen's barn. George 
and Lori Hall's Sweet Ducky, 
one of the most talked-about 
2-year-olds before the meet, 
quickly lived up to that reputa¬ 
tion with stakes wins at a mile 
in the renewed Garden State 
Stakes on September 25 and 
Seton Hall University Stakes 
on October 23. In both races 
he defeated the Todd Pletcher 
trainee Curlinello — the more 
favored each time. The winning 
margin was a half length in the 
Garden State and four lengths 
in the Seton Hall. 

After electrifying the morn¬ 
ing work tab, Sweet Ducky 
began his career with an easy 
maiden win on June 20. As 
the heavy favorite in the Tyro 
Stakes on July 25, he got 
bumped at the start and fin¬ 
ished fourth. It turned out that 
he had suffered a leg gash that 
led to an infection and side¬ 
lined him for two months. 

Sweet Ducky, a Pulpit colt 
out of stakes winner Storm's 
Darling (by Storm Boot), cost 
$135,000 at the 2009 Keeneland 
September sale; in his first four 
starts he earned $148,250. 

In other 2-year-old stakes, 
two divisions of the NATC 
Futurity featured blowout vic¬ 
tories on September 26. For 
the colts, Cash is King LLC's 
Poseidon’s Warrior sailed past 
the leaders three-wide on the 
far turn and coasted home a 
decisive seven-length winner. 

In the fillies division, trainer 
Ronny Werner sent out the 
top two finishers, Soundwave 
and Lady Malkin. The for¬ 
mer opened up at will in the 
stretch for a five and one- 
quarter-length win with Terry 
Thompson.

H all of Fame trainer Nick 
Zito had a frustrating 
season before shipping 
Thoroughbred Legends Racing 
Stable’s Morning Line to Parx 
Racing on September 25 for 
the $1 million Pennsylvania 
Derby-G2. 

This year at Saratoga, Zito, 
62, experienced one of the 
worst meets in his long career. 
Saddling runners for 43 starts, 
he won only two races—a 5 
percent ratio. 

One of those victories was 
achieved by Morning Line. 
The 3-year-old son of Tiznow 
broke his maiden at Monmouth 
Park by eight lengths on June 
27, then captured an entry- 
level allowance at a mile and 
an eighth on August 21 at 
Saratoga. It was not just that 
he won that race—but the way 
he won it. 

“When he won by 11 
lengths, he sort of touted me 
that day,” said Zito. 


Zito felt that Morning Line, 
who worked several bullets 
after that victory, was ready 
for a test in stakes competition, 
and he selected the mile and an 
eighth Pennsylvania Derby for 
his next start. Zito was familiar 
with the Pennsylvania Derby, 
having won it in 2005 with Sun 
King, and in 2008 with Anak 
Nakal. 

This year, Parx Racing 
moved the Pennsylvania Derby 
from its traditional Labor Day 
date to September 25 in order to 
better position it as a prep race 
for the Breeders’ Cup World 
Championships, to be run six 
weeks later on November 5 
and 6 at Churchill Downs. In 
the weeks leading up the 31st 
renewal of Parx Racing’s rich¬ 
est event, it appeared that the 
strategy might work, as trainer 
Bob Baffert had considered 
sending Preakness Stakes-G1 
winner Lookin At Lucky to Parx 
before his Breeders’ Cup tilt. 


But illness interrupted 
Lookin At Lucky’s training 
schedule, and the PA Derby 
was no longer under consid¬ 
eration. 

Despite having made only 
five lifetime starts, Morning 
Line was sent off as the third 
betting choice, behind the 8-5 
favorite, Preakness runner-up 
First Dude, and A Little Warm, 
winner of the Jim Dandy 
Stakes-G2. 

Morning Line got the rid¬ 
ing services of John Velazquez, 
who had been aboard in his last 
three races. All three top-rated 
starters, as well as the not to 
be dismissed Exhi (a four-time 
stakes winner in 2010), had 
shown a fondness for the front 
end, so it was anyone’s guess as 
to who would be the pacesetter 
in the six-horse field. 

When the gates opened, 
Morning Line bounded to the 
lead, with First Dude following 
closely on his outside under 


jockey Robby Albarado. Into 
the first turn the pair went as 
a team, while A Little Warm 
settled into die fourth position 
behind Exhi. 

Onto the backs tretch, 
Morning Line maintained a 
length lead over First Dude, 
who had moved out into the 
three-path, the better part of 
the race track. The fight for the 
top spot began as they made 
their way around the far turn. 
Albarado nudged First Dude to 
the flank of Morning Line, and 
Garrett Gomez had begun urg¬ 
ing his mount, A Litde Warm, 
into closer contention. Exhi, 
meanwhile, did not run on, and 
Afleet Again and 76-1 longshot 
Severe Weather trailed. 

At the top of the stretch, 
A Litde Warm wrested con¬ 
trol from Morning Line, and 
appeared to have the best 
momentum. But Velazquez 
went to work on Morning 
Line, who batded back brave- 
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Rose Catherine, owned by Paul Pompa, extended her near-perfect 
2010 record with a frontrunning victory in the Turf Amazon Handicap. 


ly on the inside to regain the 
advantage, with First Dude 
briefly shut off behind them 
and swinging to the outside to 
re-rally. At the wire, Morning 
Line prevailed by a neck over 
the surging First Dude, who 
finished a nose to the good 
of third-placed A Little Warm. 
The time was a solid 1:47.85, 
which earned Morning Line a 
103 Beyer speed figure. 

Zito, hardly believing 
that Morning Line had won, 
watched the toteboard until the 
“official” sign was lit. 

“All these beats this year, I 
wanted to make sure it’s offi¬ 
cial,” he said, referring not 
only to his Saratoga meet, 
but also to the seconds and 
thirds handed to him in Grade 
1 competition, including the 
Kentucky Derby with Ice Box 
(the Florida Derby-Gl winner, 
who was second in the Run for 
the Roses), and the Belmont, 
Travers and Jockey Club Gold 
Cup with Dwyer S takes-G2 
winner Fly Down. 

After Morning Line went 
to the winner’s circle for the 
photograph and flowers, Zito 
talked about what winning the 
Pennsylvania Derby meant to 
him. 

“Its been a tough year, a 
trying year,” said Zito, who 


celebrated his first victory as 
a trainer in 1972 at the now- 
defunct Liberty Bell Park in 
northeast Philadelphia. “Like 
every other stable, my help, my 
people put a lot into it. There 
have been so many defeats, but 
this is really sweet today. 

“You gotta believe in God, 
that’s all,” he said. 

Zito said Morning Line 
“showed some of the grit of 
his father” in victory, referring 
to Tiznow’s two wins in the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl. “I 
also think he’ll be a tremendous 
horse next year.” 

Morning Line, out of 
the unraced A.P Indy mare 
Indian Snow, was purchased 
as a yearling for $700,000 at 
the Keeneland September sale 
by Thoroughbred Legends, 
a group composed of Olin 
Gentry, Thomas Gaines, Omar 
Trevino, Stacy Schanher Berge 
and Jessica Martin. His second 
dam is multiple Grade 1 winner 
November Snow. 

The $574,000 he earned for 
the Pennsylvania Derby win 
increased Inis lifetime earnings 
to $674,800. He was bred in 
Kentucky by Dell Ridge Farm 
Inc. 

As for First Dude, it was 
another strong performance in 


a graded stakes race, one that 
pleased trainer Dale Romans. 

“It was the best race he’s 
run,” said Romans. “He fin¬ 
ished strong, showed a litde 
more turn of foot than he 
had in his earlier races, and 
he ran his best [speed-figure] 
number.” First Dude’s Beyer 
was also a 103. 

Since breaking his maiden 
on January 30 at Gulfstream 
Park, First Dude has failed to 
win again, but his 2010 earn¬ 
ings, as of September 25, 
totaled $844,640 from nine 
starts, with eight on-the-board 
placings, six in graded stakes. 

On the Pennsylvania Derby 
undercard, Paul Pompa’s Rose 
Catherine recorded her fifth 
victory from six starts this year 
with a frontrunning tally in 
the $200,000 Turf Amazon 
Handicap for fillies and mares 
at five furlongs on the turf. 

The only 3-year-old in the 
field of five, Rose Catherine 
broke slowly under jockey 
Javier Castellano, but rushed 
up along the rail to take the lead 
by the time they’d gone the first 
quarter, accomplished in :22.97. 
The nearly black filly, trained by 
Todd Pletcher, fought through 
a half in :45.57, kicked away to 
a two-length advantage down 
the lane, and cruised home 
over stablemate West Ocean 
and Canadian Ballet in :57.46 
on a firm course. 

The victory pushed Rose 
Catherine’s earnings to $518,807. 
As a 2-year-old, she was second 
in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies Turf at Santa Anita, and 
this year recorded victories in 
the Sweet Life Stakes at Santa 
Anita, Mongo Queen at Mon¬ 
mouth Park and Lena Spencer 
at Saratoga. 

Rose Catherine (by Speights- 
town) was a $410,000 yearling 
buy at the 2008 Fasig-Tipton 
Saratoga selected sale. She is 
out of the Peaks and Valleys 
mare Great Plains Lady, and 
is a half-sister to stakes winner 
Lady Truffles.

his second win in three starts. 
A Speights town colt out of 
the Smarten mare Poised to 
Pounce, he was bred in Mary¬ 
land by Dark Hollow Farm 
and William P. Beatson. He is 
one of four stakes performers 
for his dam, whose first foal, 
Quick ’n Smart (1996, Polish 
Numbers), was a two-time 
stakes winner at Monmouth. 
Poised to Pounce’s most 
accomplished offspring to date 
has been $455,240-earner Play 
Bingo, a Polish Numbers geld¬ 
ing whose victories included 
the Maryland Million Classic. 

Soundwave and Lady 
Malkin shipped in from Dela¬ 
ware for Werner. Both are 
owned by Vision Racing LLC. 
Soundwave, by Friends Lake 
out of the Eastern Echo mare 
Echo Echo Echo, earned 
her third win in four starts, 
boosting her career earnings 
to $155,420. Bred in Kentucky 
by Brereton Jones, she sold 
for $75,000 as a weanling at

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IT’S NOT ALL 
LUCK IN PARX 
RACING’S 
COTILLION 
STAKES-G2

T he $750,000 Fitz Dixon 
Cotillion Stakes-G2 lured 
the best 3-year-old filly in 
the country, West Coast-based 
Blind Luck, for its 41st renewal 
on October 2. 

Blind Luck, owned by Mark 
Dedomenico, John Carver, 
Peter Abruzzo and Jerry Hol- 
lendorfer, was using the Cotil¬ 
lion as a stepping stone to 
the Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl 
in November, and came to 
Parx Racing with a resume 
that included three Grade 1 
victories this season: the Las 
Vergenes at Santa Anita on 
February 13, Kentucky Oaks at 
Churchill Downs on April 30, 
and Alabama Stakes at Saratoga 
on August 21. 

During the summer, Blind 
Luck developed a rivalry with a 
Delaware Park-based filly who 
was getting better with each 
start. Fox Hill Farm’s Havre 
de Grace, named for the 
now-defunct track in Harford 
County, Md., that played host 
to the likes of Man o’ War, 
Citation and Seabiscuit, had 
tested Blind Luck in her last 
two starts, falling just a nose 
short in the Delaware Oaks-G2 
on July 10, and a neck short in 
the Alabama. 

Trainer Jerry Hollendorfer 
knew Blind Luck would not 
have it easy in the Cotillion, 
as she was forced to give each 
of her four foes nine or 10 
pounds, while turning back to 
a mile and a sixteenth from the 
Alabama’s mile and a quarter 
distance. 

Blind Luck shipped cross¬ 
country from Hollendorfer’s 


Hollywood Park headquarters 
for the Cotillion, but Havre de 
Grace had only to van up 1-95 
from Delaware Park, where 
she is a star of Tony Dutrow’s 
perennially successful training 
operation. She was primed for 
a top effort. Since her nar¬ 
row defeat in the Alabama, she 
had three strong four-furlong 
workouts at Delaware. 

With Jeremy Rose, who 
had ridden her in five of her 
six starts, again in the saddle, 
Havre de Grace employed her 
usual running style, sitting close 
to the pace set by Bonnie Blue 
Flag. Blind Luck also was true 
to her custom —dropping to the 
back of the pack through the 
first six furlongs. 


By the time Bonnie Blue 
Flag led her rivals around the 
far turn, both Havre de Grace 
and Blind Luck had launched 
their rallies. Havre de Grace 
nipped at Bonnie Blue Flag’s 
heels as they turned for home, 
while Blind Luck was making 
up ground with every stride. In 
midstretch. Rose urged Havre 
de Grace to a nearly four-length 
lead, but just inside the eighth 
pole it became apparent that 
Blind Luck was bearing down 
on her fast and furiously. With 
the wire looming, Rose used a 
right-handed stick on Havre de 
Grace and she had just enough 
left to hold off Blind Luck by a 
neck, finally turning the tables 
on her more accomplished foe. 


It was nearly 10 lengths 
back to third-place finisher 
Awesome Maria, with Bonnie 
Blue Flag and Absinthe Minded 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 
The time was 1:40.93, only 
.13 of a second off the track 
record. 

“It is very special when you 
win a race like this and in doing 
so, beat a horse the quality of 
Blind Luck,” said Dutrow. 

Rick Porter, owner of Fox 
Hill Farm, purchased Havre 
de Grace for $380,000 at the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale. The $435,000 winner’s 
share of the purse for the 
Cotillion increased her earnings 
to $675,175. 

“She finally refused to get 
beaten at the wire,” said Porter. 
“She ran a very game race. 
Granted, she was spotted 10 
pounds, but she deserved [the 
weight swing] since Blind Luck 
has won so many Grade 1 s.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Nancy 
S. Dillman, Havre de Grace 
is from the only crop of 
deceased Horse of the Year 
Saint Liam; she was produced 
s by the Carson City mare Easter 
g. Bunnette. 

| The Parx Fall Festival, 
§ spanning six weekends, con¬ 
cluded on October 9 with 
the $250,000 Gallant Bob 
Handicap, a six-furlong dash 
for 3-year-olds. The race was 
positioned to serve as a prep 
for the Grade 1 Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint at Churchill Downs on 
November 6. 

Shipping down from his 
New York base for trainer 
Kiaran McLaughlin was Bank 
Merger, a son of Consolidator 
owned and bred by Darley. The 
colt was lightly raced, having 
only made three prior starts, 
but coming off a second-place 
finish in the Grade 1 King’s 
Bishop Stakes at Saratoga. 

With jockey Stewart Elliott 
aboard, Bank Merger per¬ 
formed like a seasoned profes¬ 
sional, engaging Rule by Night 
in a protracted duel from the 
head of the stretch to the 
wire and emerging victorious 
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by a neck in the swift time 
of 1:09.31. Partyallnightlong 
was third. The highly regarded 
Comedero, who was coming 
off a disappointing effort at 
a route in the Smarty Jones 
Stakes on September 6, faded 
to fourth. 

Bank Merger is out of 
the Seeking the Gold mare 
Lucrative. His second dam. 
Banker’s Lady, was a multiple 
Grade 1 winner and is the dam 
of multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner and sire Banker’s Gold. 

From four starts, Bank 
Merger has won three times 
and earned $254,000. 

The only 3-year-old in the 
field of 10, Ellendale Racing’s 
homebred Roadhog showed 
his heels to his elders in the 
$75,000 Alphabet Soup 
Handicap for Pennsylvania- 
breds on October 9, scoring by 
two lengths. 

Trained by Ned Allard and 
ridden by Frankie Pennington, 
the son of Bowman’s Band 
was sent off the slight betting 
choice at 3-1 in the Alphabet 
Soup, which was contested at a 
mile and a sixteenth on a yield¬ 
ing turf course. 

Through the first three- 
quarters of a mile, Roadhog 
stalked the pace set by 29-1 
longshot Sunshine Bernie while 
racing two-wide. Pennington 
moved him to the lead coming 
off the turn, and he quickly 
drew clear to post the popu¬ 
lar victory in 1:47.74. Out in

the Reign rallied to be second 
at 36-1, while Sunshine Bernie 
gamely held on for third. 

It was the first added-mon- 
ey score for Roadhog in eight 
career starts, and the $45,000 
he earned increased his lifetime 
earnings to $160,894. 

Roadhog is the second 
foal from the winning Allen’s 
Prospect mare Little Wing. His 
fourth dam, Lovely Gypsy (by 
Armageddon), was a s takes- 
winning half-sister to cham¬ 
pion Crowned Prince and Ken¬ 
tucky Derby/Preakness winner 
Majestic Prince. 

Two days after the Alphabet 
Soup, Roadhog’s 4-year-old full 
brother, Three Piece Band, 
won a maiden special weight at 
one mile, 70 yards on turf. The 
maiden-breaker came in Three 


Piece Band’s 13th start, and he 
now has earnings of $89,270. 

Brushwood Stable’s Mesa 
Sunrise, trained by Tony 
Dutrow, came close to break¬ 
ing the track record for five fur¬ 
longs on the main track when 
he captured an allowance on 
October 16 in :56.83, just .83 
of a second off the current 
mark. 

A 4-year-old colt by Sky 
Mesa out of Bashful Charmer, 
by Capote, Mesa Sunrise bat¬ 
tled with three rivals from 
the head of the stretch to the 
wire, prevailing by a neck as 
the heavy favorite with jockey 
Stewart Elliott aboard. 

Brushwood, the stable 
name of Elizabeth Moran of 
Malvern, Pa., purchased Mesa 
Sunrise as a 2-year-old in train¬ 


ing at the 2008 Fasig-Tipton 
Florida February sale for 
$800,000. He is a half-brother 
to stakes winner Saturday’s 
Child. 

Briardale Stable’s Tujoes 
registered the second victory 
of his six-race career when he 
captured a one-mile allowance 
on October 16, a race originally 
scheduled for seven and a half 
furlongs on the turf. 

Trained by Guadalupe 
Preciado and ridden by Angel 
Arroyo, Tujoes raced wide 
throughout but drove to the 
lead near the eighth pole and 
edged away to a length and 
three-quarter win in 1:37.40. 

Tujoes is a 3-year-old geld¬ 
ing by Oratory out of Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, by Citidancer, bred 
in Pennsylvania by Barbara 
Brown. 

Brown and her husband, 
Kirk, own Cut N’ Run Farm in 
Camden, Del., a 25-acre estab¬ 
lishment where they keep one 
broodmare, Mrs. Vanderbilt, 
and also participate in the 
Delaware Certified Program, 
certifying horses for clients. 

Cut N’ Run Farm sold 
Tujoes at the 2008 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale for $21,000; this year at 
that sale, it sold a Two Punch 
colt out of Mrs. Vanderbilt for 
$27,000 to Skeedattle Associ¬ 
ates. The mare has a weanling 
filly by Afleet Alex. ^ 


B usiness boomed during 
the final week of Presque 
Isle’s 100-day meet, with 
larger than usual cards and full 
fields. 

Two races were added to 
each of the last four dates 
(September 22 to 25) to make 
up for days lost during the 
summer. With 10 races each of 
those days, and an average field 
size of 9.8 horses over the final 
five days, wagering skyrock¬ 
eted. The average total mutuel 
pool was $648,702, 59.2 per¬ 


cent higher than the meet aver¬ 
age of $407,288. On Tuesday 
September 21 (eight races) and 
Wednesday September 22 (10 
races), the combined pool was 
$1,620,989 (average $810,495). 

Building on tradition, 
Presque Isle once again con¬ 
cluded the meet with three 
$100,000 stakes races on the 
final card, on September 25. A 
total of 23 2-year-olds turned 
out for the two juvenile races, 
the Presque Isle Debutante 
for fillies and Fitz Dixon Jr. 


Memorial Juvenile. Each event 
produced a dominating winner. 

The Debutante kicked off 
the stakes competition, and 
Thomas and Jean Bosch’s 
homebred It’s Me Mom 
proved a tour de force. Zipping 
to the lead at the break, she was 
never challenged on her way to 
a six and three-quarter-length 
victory. 

The chestnut daughter of 
Put It Back, sent off as the 
2.70-1 co-favorite with Sur¬ 
mount in the 11-horse field, 
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was based at Presque Isle all 
summer for trainer Lynne 
Scace. Racing exclusively at the 
Erie track, IPs Me Mom was 
making her fifth start, and got 
her third victory in a row. 

Guided by regular rider 
Willie Martinez, the Florida- 
bred flew through an opening 
quarter in :21.32 and got the 
half in :43.97 while on top by 
eight lengths. Her final time 
for the six furlongs was a stel¬ 
lar 1:09.72. Finishing second 
was Interrogate, trained by 
Michael S. Ferraro for Happy 
Face Racing Stable. Laurel Park 
shipper Dust and Diamonds 
closed for third for owner 
Padua Stables and trainer Mike 
Trombetta. 

A third-generation home¬ 
bred for the Bosches, and the 
first foal out of their Stormy 
Atlantic mare She Too, IPs Me 
Mom has earnings of $113,700 
with five on-the-board finishes. 

Turning out for the Fitz 
Dixon was Presque Isle favor¬ 
ite King Samurai, the Gerald 
Bennett-trained juvenile who 
looked sensational in break¬ 
ing his maiden and taking an 
allowance by a combined IOV 2 
lengths in August over the 
Tapeta surface. 

King Samurai went off as 
the 2.70-1 favorite in the field 
of 12, and looked the winner 
with a three-length lead at the 
top of the stretch, but weak¬ 
ened in his first start beyond 
six furlongs to wind up second. 
Taking over was WinStar Farm 
LLC’s Glint, who galloped 
home to win by three lengths. 

Making only his second 
career start, Glint gained a ton 
of experience in getting his 
first stakes score. Squeezed at 
the break, he raced in mid¬ 
pack under Presque Isle’s 2010 
leading rider Daniel Centeno, 
rushed up and split horses on 
the turn, then took dead aim on 
King Samurai. He completed 
the six and a half furlongs in 
1:16.94. George Strawbridge 
Jr.’s homebred Wide Receiver, 
who broke his maiden impres¬ 
sively at Presque Isle in August 



in his only other start, shipped 
in from Fair Hill for trainer 
Graham Motion and finished 
third. 

Trained by Kellyn Gorder, 
Glint rolled home with a front¬ 
running, nine and a quarter- 
length score at Hoosier Park on 
September 1 in maiden special 
weight company. Out of the 
Deputy Minister mare Glim¬ 
mer, Glint is the first stakes 
winner for freshman sire Sharp 
Humor, who stands at WinStar 
Farm. 

The HBPA Stakes for fil¬ 
lies and mares, contested at a 
mile and 70 yards, appeared 
to be a fairly easy spot for 
Hooh Why, a Presque Isle vet¬ 
eran who had faced the likes 
of Informed Decision (when 
second to the champion in the 
Windward Stakes in July). She 
came into the race with a win 
under her belt in the Grade 3 
Seaway Stakes at Woodbine on 
September 4, and was sent off 
as the 1.80-1 choice among the 
nine distaffers sent postward. 

Hooh Why gave it a valiant 
effort, but after leading into 
the stretch she couldn’t repulse 
the challenge of Miss Blakely, 
who battled with the favorite 
through the stretch before pull¬ 
ing out a half-length victory. 

Owned by Capitol Hill 
Thoroughbreds and Team Five 
Star Stable, Miss Blakely made 
her first trip to Presque Isle 
from her Monmouth Park base 
for trainer Joe Orseno. The 
confirmed turf runner had on 
occasion tried the synthetic 
surface at Woodbine, but the 
best finish the Canadian-bred 
could muster was a second. 
Those backers who saw prom¬ 
ise in the daughter of Smart 
Strike were rewarded with a 
$14 win ticket. 

Centeno was aboard Miss 
_ Blakely, and deftly guided her 
jj= through a narrow opening 
1 to reach Hooh Why in the 
§ stretch. Well experienced at 
| distances farther than a mile, 
8 Miss Blakely easily handled the 
shorter trip and stopped the 
clock in 1:40.94. 
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Purchased by her trainer for 
$25,000 at the Adena Springs 
2-year-old sale in March 2008, 
Miss Blakely has six wins and 
earnings of $260,500 from 17 
starts. She was bred in Canada 
by Adena Springs out of the 
Rahy mare A Bit Special (GB). 

The Presque Isle meet con¬ 
cluded with the longest race 
ever contested at the track. The 
two and a quarter-mile starter 
allowance, boasting a purse of 
$53,000 and the final race of 
the five-part marathon series 
that began in June, had 10 long- 
winded participants. Many were 
veterans of the series over the 
summer and included previ¬ 
ous winners Helicopter and 
Cursesandblessings, plus dis¬ 
tance track record-setters Eleu- 
terio and Shakeyogroovething. 
After miles and miles of com¬ 
petition, Helicopter could lay 
claim as the distance champion 
of the meet. 


Richard Ravin and Christine 
Wagner’s 4-year-old gelding 
bided his time under regular 
pilot Brandon Meier, trailing 
in last for the first mile and a 
half, then started to pick up the 
pace. He split horses at the top 
of the stretch and drew off to 
score by a length and a quarter 
over Cursesandblessings, while 
establishing the track record of 
3:56.04. 

Cursesandblessings, who 
had a win and two seconds in 
the series, was one and three- 
quarters lengths ahead of C R’s 
Deputy. The field was spread 
out more than 58 lengths, 
and early frontrunners Cirque 
Du Soleil (Arg) and Gone by 
Sunrise, as well as Another 
Gulch, were eased. 

Trained by Chicago-based 
Larry Rivelli, Helicopter made 
his first trip to Presque Isle on 
August 11 to take the mile and 
three-quarter race over Curses¬ 


andblessings. He finished third 
to that rival on September 2 
going two miles. Helicopter 
was the slight favorite over 
Cursesandblessings in their 
final meeting. 

A son of Three Wonders 
bred in Florida, Helicopter 
earned $62,400 for his three 
trips to Pennsylvania. 

Five horses tied for first by 
number of wins during the 
meet, but only Bartletts was 
perfect. The son of Mr. Greeley 
got his fourth win from four 
starts while taking a step up in 
competition on September 24. 

A 5-year-old chestnut geld¬ 
ing trained by M. Anthony 
Ferraro, Bardetts batded on 
the front end of a five and a 
half-furlong allowance before 
pulling away to a length victory. 
Carlos Montalvo was aboard 
the Corri Che Vinci Stables 
colorbearer, who finished in 


1:03.27, about a second off the 
track record. 

Bartletts’s streak was 
launched with two races for a 
$7,500 tag in July and August, 
followed by a starter allowance 
win on September 15, each 
time guided by Harry Vega. 
Vega had a different vantage 
point this time out when fin¬ 
ishing fifth aboard the Graham 
Motion-trained Lunar Pass. 

HACK Stable’s durable 
Pennsylvania-bred geld- 
ing Whistle Pig got another 
Presque Isle win by taking a six 
and a half-furlong allowance 
on September 22 by one and a 
quarter lengths over Goldzar. 

One of the most successful 
runners to compete at Presque 
Isle, 6-year-old Whisde Pig has 
had a prominent presence since 
the track opened in September 
2007. In a dozen starts over four 
years, the Andrew Carter train¬ 
ee has won eight times-five in 
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stakes-with three seconds and 
a third. He holds the existing 
track record for six and a half 
furlongs (1:15.04), set when 
winning the Presidentialaffair 
Handicap on June 19, 2008. 

This season could be con¬ 
sidered subpar for his con¬ 
nections, but he counted two 
allowance wins and two sec¬ 
onds in his four starts. He just 
missed recording his third con¬ 
secutive Leematt Stakes win 
when runner-up to Zoeling in 
his seasonal Presque Isle debut 
in June. 

Whisde Pig’s most recent 
victory upped his lifetime record 
to 48-16-14-9 and pushed his 
earnings to $842,116. 

One of the most eventful 
races of the meet occurred on 


September 22, when the third 
race results were changed by a 
double disqualification. 

The five-furlong maiden 
claiming race saw Tweakin 
cross the line first, followed by 
Exchangeable, who had her 
nose in front of Getthelast- 
wordin. But Tweakin, owned 
and trained by Wayne Rice, was 
disqualified for interference on 
the turn with Exchangeable, 
and moved to second. And 
Getthelastwordin was disquali¬ 
fied from third to sixth for 
interference with Flowers by 
Day (who finished sixth) leav¬ 
ing the gate. 

Exchangeable’s victory was 
a bit of a double edge sword 
for owner Padua Stables and 
trainer J. Michael Rogers —the 


3-year-old gray filly was 
claimed for $25,000 out of 
the race by the meet’s leading 
trainer Jamie Ness for owner 
Midwest Thoroughbreds. The 
filly is a half-sister to multimil¬ 
lionaire and multiple Grade 1 
winner Presious Passion. 

Ness topped the trainers 
standings for the second year in 
a row, surpassing his 2009 mark 
by seven (78 to 71). Gerald 
Bennett ranked second with 35 
wins. Rounding out the top five 
were Mike Trombetta (26), M. 
Anthony Ferraro (25) and Tim 
Hamm (21). 

The highest win percentage 
(with 10 or more starters) 
belonged to Michael S. Fer¬ 
raro, who recorded 18 wins 
from 48 starts—a 38 percent clip. 


The title of leading rider 
went to Daniel Centeno, who 
recorded 100 wins, two shy of 
Huber Villa-Gomez’s record 
set in 2009. He recorded a 22 
percent winning rate, having 
made 451 trips to the post dur¬ 
ing the meet. 

Scott Spieth finished sec¬ 
ond, with 89 wins, and Harry 
Vega had 68 wins for third. 
Seven riders had as many as 50 
wins, the others being Carlos 
Montalvo (54), Willie Martinez 
(52), Ronald Dale Allen Jr. (51) 
and Pablo Morales (51). ^

J ockey Ramon Domin¬ 
guez returned to his 
old stomping grounds at 
Delaware Park and picked up 
right where he left off —with a 
trip to the winner’s circle after 
the $250,000 Kent Breeders’ 
Cup S takes-G3 on September 
25. 

Dominguez was aboard the 
Gary Contessa-trained Grand 
Rapport in the nine-furlong 
turf event for 3-year-olds, and 
skillfully guided the son of 
Grand Reward to a half-length 
win over Workin for Hops, 
with Stormy Lord third. 

It was the first stakes score 
for the lightly raced Grand 


Rapport, who is owned by 
Earle I. Mack. 

“We had Ramon, who 
knows this course as well any¬ 
body. Once we made the turn 
for home and we started mov¬ 
ing, I felt good,” said Contessa, 
who is based in New York. 

Dominguez had teamed 
up with Grand Rapport for 
the first time in their previ¬ 
ous start, Saratoga’s National 
Museum of Racing Hall of 
Fame Stakes-G2, which they 
missed winning by a nose. 


Dominguez won five riding 
titles at Delaware Park dur¬ 
ing his 11 years at the Stanton 
oval, and currently holds the 
all-time riding record here for 
most wins in a year (254), set 
in 2003. He moved his tack to 
New York in 2009. 

“Coming back to Delaware 
Park was great and to win this 
race made it even more enjoy¬ 
able,” said Dominguez. 

Virginia-bred Summer 
Laugh survived a fierce stretch 
duel to take the $75,000 Blue 


Hen Stakes for 2-year-old fillies 
on October 2. 

Owned and bred by Edward 
P. Evans and trained by Todd 
Pletcher, the daughter of 
Distorted Humor raced close 
to the lead throughout the mile 
and a sixteenth, took a short 
lead after six furlongs, and pre¬ 
vailed by a head over Days 
Like This despite brushing with 
that rival late. It was nearly 20 
s lengths back to Summer Soiree 
| in third. Summer Laugh was 
| ridden by Fernando Jar a in a 
I final time of 1:46.50. 

Summer Laugh broke her 
maiden at Saratoga on August 
8 in much easier fashion than 
she did in winning the Blue 
Hen. Sent off the favorite in 
the field of seven juveniles, she 
led nearly all the way to draw 
off and win by six and three- 
quarters lengths. 

Summer Laugh is the third 
foal from Grade 1 winner 
Summer Colony, who captured 
Saratoga’s Personal Ensign 
Handicap and five other graded 
stakes—including the Delaware 
Handicap-G3, signature race 
of the Delaware Park sea¬ 
son-during her career, which 
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Virginia breeder Edward Evans racked up yet another stakes win when 
Summer Laugh prevailed over Days Like This in the Blue Hen Stakes. 


Rush Now, a $280,000 weanling buy, lived up to hopes for owners Mr. and 
Mrs. William K. Warren, annexing the Dover Stakes in his third juvenile start. 


The first division of the Rosenna Stakes produced a blanket finish with 
Million Seller, Check Point and All Night Labor each a neck apart at the wire 


An oversubscription to the 
Rosenna Stakes on October 
11 prompted Delaware Park 
to split the mile and a six¬ 
teenth race for fillies and mares 
into two divisions, each worth 
$50,000. But when soggy con¬ 
ditions forced the event off the 
turf, 12 scratches reduced each 
division down to only five run¬ 
ners each. 

Despite the small field, the 
first division produced an excit¬ 
ing finish, with Masatake Iida's 
homebred Million Seller run¬ 
ning down Check Point in the 
shadow of the wire to post 
a neck victory under jockey 
Jeremy Rose in 1:44.38. All 
Night Labor was a neck back 
in third. 

A 4-year-old daughter of 
A.P Indy, Million Seller had 
tested stakes company three 
times before in 2010, but had 
not hit the board. In her pre¬ 
vious start, she was seventh 
in the September 19 $75,000 
Politely Stakes at Monmouth 
Park. Although she was not 
a stakes winner prior to the 
Rosenna, she had raced well on 
dirt, turf and synthetic surfaces 
at tracks from coast to coast. 

Million Seller's dam, Million 
Gift (Jpn), is a daughter of 
top Japanese sire and American 
classic winner Sunday Silence, 
while her second dam, 
Maplejinsky, was a multiple 
Grade 1 winner and dam of 
champion Sky Beauty. Million 
Seller's third dam is champion 
Gold Beauty. 

Million Seller is the first 
stakes winner for the unplaced 
Million Gift (Jpn), whose first 
foal, Reward Money (also 
by A.P. Indy), was a $1 mil¬ 
lion Keeneland September 
yearling in 2004. Milli on Gift 
also has a 3-year-old full sis¬ 
ter to Million Seller, Sunday 
Affair (an $800,000 Keeneland 
September yearling), and pro¬ 
duced another filly by A.P. Indy 
| g|Si in 2010. 

From 20 starts, Million 
Seller has won four times and 
placed in six additional races, 


saw her earn more than $1.4 
million. Also bred and cam¬ 
paigned by Evans, Summer 
Colony has a yearling filly by 
Street Cry (Ire) and a weanling 
colt by Smart Strike. 

In her first two starts, 
Summer Laugh earned $75,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. William K. 
Warren's Rush Now captured 
the first stakes win of his young 
career, taking the $75,000 
Dover Stakes for 2-year-olds 
on October 9 by three and 
three-quarters lengths under 
jockey Brian Hernandez Jr. 

A son of Tiznow out of the 
Wild Rush mare Dirty Rush, 
Rush Now found the mile 
and a sixteenth to his liking as 
he burst from the gate at the 
break, opened up a nearly two- 
length advantage while setting 
solid fractions of :48.40 and 
1:12.09, then repulsed a bid 
from favored Chipshot to kick 
clear coming off the turn and 
barrel into the stretch with a 
commanding lead. 

Hernandez geared the bay 
colt down inside the eighth 
pole and he posted an easy vic¬ 
tory in 1:44.15, with Chipshot 
second and Congo another five 
and a quarter lengths back in 
third. 

Rush Now, trained by Tony 
Dutrow, made his career debut 
at Saratoga on July 31, finish¬ 
ing eighth in a maiden special 
weight at six furlongs. In his 
next race, on September 1 at 
Delaware Park, he broke his 
maiden by 13% lengths, at one 
mile, 70 yards. With the Dover 
Stakes win, he has career earn¬ 
ings of $68,600. 

The Warrens, who cam¬ 
paigned Horse of the Year 
Saint Liam, purchased Rush 
Now as a weanling for $280,000 
at the Keeneland November 
sale. He is the second foal from 
his dam, stakes-placed Dirty 
Rush, who is a half-sister to 
stakes winners Britt's Jules and 
Probation Ready. 

Rush Now was bred in 
Kentucky by Chris and Kirt 
Cahill. 
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earning $164,012. She is trained 
by Graham Motion. 

“Obviously with her pedi¬ 
gree the plan has always been 
to try and get her some black 
type/ 5 said Motion. “She seems 
to be more effective now on 
the dirt than the grass and real¬ 
ly needs a mile and a quarter, 
which is hard to find. We will 
keep her in training with that 
in mind.” 

In the second division of 
the Rosenna, Richard Santulli’s 
Stage Trick annexed the first 
added-money event of her 
career in wire-to-wire fashion, 
defeating Nicksappealinglady 
by five and a quarter lengths, 
with Haven’s Honey a head 
back in third, in 1:44.22. She 
was also ridden by Rose, giving 
him a Rosenna sweep. 

Trained by Alan Goldberg, 
Stage Trick was winless in two 
starts at 2, but won three of 
her eight starts as a 3-year-old. 
This year, at 4, the daughter of 
Distorted Humor has won two 
of six starts and placed twice 
more, raising her lifetime earn¬ 
ings to $197,917. 

Stage Trick’s dam, the 
Private Account mare Engag¬ 
ing, is a half-sister to cham¬ 
pion Flanders. Stage Trick, a 
$190,000 yearling at the 2007 
Keeneland September sale, is a 
half-sister to graded stakes win¬ 
ner Fiery Pursuit. 

A small but select group 
of five older horses contested 
the $50,000 Hard Spun Stakes 
on October 13, and when the 
dust settled Pashito the Che 
emerged victorious by a nose 
over Silver Edition, with the 
hard-knocking Whistle Pig 
third. 

Owned by Tuna Stable LLC 
and Off the Hook LLC and 
trained by Scott Lake, Pashito 
the Che sped the six furlongs 
on a fast track in 1:09.44 under 
Abel Castellano Jr. 

It was the fifth stakes score 
for the 4-year-old son of Flatter 
out of the Pentelicus mare 
Pashmina, and the $30,000 
he earned boosted his career 
bankroll to $522,670. 


A bargain buy at the Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
October sale as a weanling¬ 
selling on a bid of $1,700-Pash¬ 
ito the Che has turned into one 
of the more formidable speed¬ 
sters in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

The colt made his first three 
starts in Florida for trainer 
Gilberto Zerpa. In his first 
race for trainer Scott Lake, on 
May 26,2009 at Delaware Park, 
he broke his maiden by seven 
lengths. From there, he went 
on to capture four stakes and 
place in another, and complet¬ 
ed his 3-year-old season with 
six wins from 12 starts, includ¬ 
ing five placings. 

This year, Pashito the Che 
has won two of his five starts. 
In January, he was second in 
the $200,000 Sunshine Millions 
Sprint at Gulfstream Park, fin¬ 
ishing a nose behind This Ones 
for Phil in a swift 1:08.81. 

A visit by a Hall of Fame 
rider, an impressive display by 
a talented young female jockey, 
and four added-money events 
for Delaware Certified horses 
added up to a banner day at 
Delaware Park on October 16. 

To help celebrate the open¬ 
ing of the Disney movie 
Secretariat ,, retired jockey Ron 
Turcotte signed autographs 
for fans during the afternoon, 
as did journalist Bill Nack, 
who wrote the book that served 
as inspiration for the movie. 

Delaware’s leading rider, 
Anna Napravnik, found the 
winner’s circle five times, bol¬ 
stering her lead in the standings 
over Jeremy Rose. 

One of Napravnik’s wins 
came in the $75,000 Tax Free 
Shopping Distaff Stakes for 
Delaware Certified fillies and 
mares at six furlongs.

LEATHERBURY 
FINDS HIMSELF 
WITH ANOTHER 
STANDOUT AT 
LAUREL PARK

B en’s Cat highlighted fall 
racing action by winning 
the Maryland Million Turf 
Sprint on October 2 and then 
stretching out to take the mile 
and an eighth Find Handicap 
on October 30 for his owner/ 
trainer/breeder King Leather- 
bury (see stakes write-up on 
page 4 of The Maryland Horse 
newsletter). 

The 4-year-old Maryland- 
bred gelding remained unde¬ 
feated in his seven-race career 
by stalking the pace and then 
holding off Baltimore Bob by 
a nose. It was the first win 


around two turns for Ben's Cat, 
who didn't start until this year. 

“He had a broken pelvis and 
literally stood in the stall for six 
months, never came out of it,” 
Leatherbury said. “He's shown 
trouble switching leads. He's 
had two claims of foul because 
he ducks out. He doesn't run 
straight, but he gets the job 
done. It's usually physical, but 
he hasn't shown that; I don't 
know what it is.” 

The exploits of Ben's Cat 
positioned Leatherbury's The 
Jim Stable second behind Bill 
Backer for the leading money¬ 


winning owner for the meet, 
(through October 31). Backer, 
who had seven wins from 24 
starts (an enviable 29 percent 
ratio that included Blind Date's 
victory in the Maryland Million 
Distaff), was credited with 
$165,120, while Leatherbury's 
The Jim Stable amassed $95,500. 

Although Ben's Cat was one 
of 18 horses to win twice dur¬ 
ing the first two months of the 
meet, just two horses pulled 
off a triple. 

Call Me Now and Capix- 
aba each ripped off three wins 
from three starts. 
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Trained by Linda Albert 
for Rebate Stable, Capixaba, a 

3- year-old son of Wildcat Heir, 
won his third of the meet and 
fourth in his career on October 
30 when wiring $7,500 claim - 
ers with Forest Boyce aboard. 
Albert claimed Capixaba on 
October 11 when he won a 
$7,500 claimer for trainer Ferris 
Allen and owner Billy Ray 
White Jr. 

Call Me Now recorded his 
third win in a row when a 
claimer came off the grass on 
October 28. Trained by Rafael 
Ramos for Babalo Inc., the 

4- year-old gelded son of Safe 
in the USA scored by two 
lengths while in for a $7,500 
tag. 

Shadowing Capixaba’s 
chart, Call Me Now also won 
first time off the claim. Ramos 
took the Florida-bred out of a 
winning race at the $7,500 level 
from owner Ben Mondello 
and trainer Scott Lake on 
September 29. 

Call Me Now won for the 
10th time in his career, pushing 
his career earnings to $155,358. 

Don Dean’s homebred 
4-year-old Black Tie Aly sur¬ 
prised bettors with a $68 score 
under jockey Wesley Ho on 
October 30. Black Tie Aly ral¬ 
lied to win the five and a half¬ 
furlong turf event by a nose for 
trainer Robin Graham, getting 
her third career win while in for 
a $6,500 tag. 

Dean purchased the filly’s 
dam, Tin Pan Aly, for $1,000 
at the 2005 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic February Mixed sale. 

“She had lot of runners in 
her first two dams and was 
by Alydar out of a Raja Baba 
mare,” Dean said. 

The down side? Tin Pan Aly 
was 21 years old at the time, 
and barren. Dean sent her to 
Black Tie Affair (Ire) and Tin 
Pan Aly produced Black Tie 
Aly as her final foal; the mare 
recently died. 

“I usually wait to race my 
homebreds, so Black Tie Aly’s 
first two wins came this year as 
a 4-year-old,” said Dean. “Then 


we tried her on the grass this 
fall and she ran like a differ¬ 
ent filly. Her latest effort was a 
breed-to-race owner’s dream, a 
racing thrill, and a good train¬ 
ing job by Robin.” 

Graham picked up a more 
lucrative victory when Money 
for Love took an allowance 
race on October 27. The 

5-year-old Maryland-bred won 
by a head. Racing for Graham 
and Mary Jones, Money for 
Love took advantage of the 
race coming off the turf to 
take home a check for $17,100. 
She is out of stakes win¬ 
ner Indian Head Penny (by 
Waquoit) and is a half-sister 
to multiple stakes-winning turf 
horse Heads and tales. 

Trainer Charles Assimako- 
poulos continued his torrid 
run at Laurel when securing 
an allowance with 3-year- 
old Honour the Deputy on 
October 30. Owned by Assi- 
makopoulos and Ceen Racing, 
the son of Honour and Glory 
drew off to win by three 
lengths. Honour the Deputy 
won his debut on September 
22, returned to finish sec¬ 
ond on October 20, and then 
wheeled back in eight days to 
secure his second win. 

Assimakopoulos purchased 
Honour the Deputy (out of 
Deputy’s Delight, by French 
Deputy) from the Hobeau 
Farm dispersal last winter. 

“He’s kind of special. We’ve 
been high on him for a while 
and he’s starting to turn out to 
be what we thought he could 


be. We’re real happy with him,” 
Assimakopoulos said. “He’s 
still learning. He’s an intelligent 
horse; he makes it worthwhile 
to get up in the morning. He 
was a big, muscular horse and 
we didn’t want to rush him. It 
took a while to get everything 
the way we wanted. We wanted 
to make sure he was an all- 
around-ready horse.” 

By the end of October, 
Assimakopoulos and Ceen 
Racing had won four races 
from 13 starts at the meet, 
finishing in the money with 85 
percent of their starters while 
earning $87,920. 

Assimakopoulos makes the 
annual trip from New England 
to Maryland in the fall and 
has 18 horses bedded down at 
Bowie. In winter, he’ll split that 
stable between Maryland and 
Tampa Bay Downs. 

“All the horses have been 
running decent; we’ve had a lot 
of seconds, but they’ve been 
good seconds. I’ll take a second 
any day,” Assimakopoulos said. 

“Honour the Deputy will 
probably go to Florida because 
they have a pretty good pro¬ 
gram for Florida-breds. I like to 
go though their conditions and 
take it one step at a time. He’s 
got the talent. If we can help 
him reach it, he’ll probably be 
pretty good.” 

Ballymoy won his second 
consecutive race for owner 
Jeremiah Kane and trainer Ben 
Perkins Jr. when he shipped to 
Laurel to annex an allowance 
contest on October 29. Ridden 


by Horacio Karamanos, the 
5-year-old son of Hennessy 
rallied from fifth to win the 
turf sprint over Devilish Gait 
and Big Band Sound. 

A veteran of 24 races, 
Ballymoy came to Perkins’s 
barn this past summer and 
has two wins from five starts 
for the Monmouth Park-based 
conditioner. 

Five Diamonds earned 
a victory for owners William 
Inman and Ralph Patten on 
October 29 when wiring five 
rivals in an optional claimer. 
Trained by John Salzman Jr. 
and ridden by Harry Vega, 
the 4-year-old filly, risked for 
$25,000, opened up at every 
call to score by three lengths. 

Bred in Maryland by Non 
Stop Stable, Five Diamonds 
had been away from the races 
since January. The daughter 
of Flatter earned $119,660 in 
2009, winning the Twixt and 
finishing second in the Shine 
Again and Pearl Necklace 
Stakes. She improved her 
career record to five wins from 
18 starts for $151,480. 

Trainer Larry Murray 
secured a maiden victory with 
Howard and Sondra Bender’s 
2-year-old homebred Oriental 
Cruise (by Orientate) on 
October 28. Luis Garcia guided 
the winner. 

Oriental Cruise made her 
career debut on September 24, 
finishing fourth. Murray sent 
her out for a bullet half-mile 
breeze on October 13 before 
breaking her maiden. Oriental 
Cruise is out of River Cruise 
(by Not For Love), who won 
two stakes, including the Mary¬ 
land Million Oaks, for the 
Benders and Murray in 2003. 

Michael Moran shipped in 
his second winner at the Laurel

Owner/trainer Alexander 
Gordon-Watson shipped Easter 
Service to Laurel to win a turf 
maiden claimer on October 20. 
Ridden by Harry Vega, the 
4-year-old homebred rallied 
from 10th to score by a head. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Gordon-Watson and his wife, 
Kristine, Easter Service ran 
without Lasix but benefited 
from the addition of blink¬ 
ers to secure her first victory 
in 12 career starts. Competing

Facing a strong field head¬ 
lined by trainer Damon Dilo- 
dovico’s entry of Immortal 
Eyes and Love’s Strong Hart, 
Robert Cole’s Ju Jitsu Jax 
grabbed a half-length lead at 
the quarter pole and held on 
from there under jockey J.D. 
Acosta to post a length and a 
quarter win in a blazing 50.72 
seconds for trainer Scott Lake.

a It’s always exciting to win 
a race, especially with a home¬ 
bred,” said Gordon-Watson, 
who bred the chestnut filly 
from a mating of Service Stripe 
and his mare Mixed Truce, by 
Brief Truce.

On October 6, Shordawat- 
yadrink shocked bettors with 
a 126-1 upset of an allowance 
race for owner/trainer Horace 
Parker. Jockey Leroy Nelson 
guided the 5-year-old son of 
Mojave Moon to the win, ral¬ 
lying from last to first in the 
10-horse field to score by a 
length and a half over Ken’s 
Cape and Cutter. 

Shordawatyadrink paid 


$255.40 and led a $20,475 
trifecta. The Maryland-bred 
exited a 20-length defeat on 
August 6 and a 16-length defeat 
on April 23 to win his fourth 
career race. ^ 


Immortal Eyes produced a 
strong rally to take second, and 
9-year-old Love’s Strong Hart 
was third. 

Bred by West Point Thor¬ 
oughbreds Inc., the 4-year-old 
Ju Jitsu Jax (Tiger Ridge— 
Carol’s Am ore, by Two Punch) 
has to his credit four stakes 
wins and earnings of $406,940. 
In June, he was runner-up to 
Immortal Eyes in the $100,000 
Charles Town Invitational Dash. 

Janet Wayson’s 4-year-old In 
the Juice picked up a six and a 
quarter-length victory in the 
$50,000 HBPA Governor’s 
Cup Handicap for 3-year-olds 
and up. The Maryland-bred son 
of Rock Slide (out of Apple 
Juice, by Pleasant Tap) shipped 
in from Laurel for trainer John 
Robb. Jockey Oliver Castillo 
got the colt moving heading 
into the stretch, where he blew 
past frontrunner Crimson 
Comic to claim the victory in 
1:52.22 for a mile and an eighth. 

It was the first career stakes 
win for In the Juice, who has 
won seven of 27 career starts 
and earned $249,115. 

Hugh McMahon saddled the 
winning entry in the $50,000 
HBPA Municipalities Mayors 
Handicap for fillies and mares, 
as Winners Circle Partners V’s 
Don’tgetsuspicious held on 


for a half-length win in 1:26.16 
over seven furlongs. 

Jockey Erick Rodriguez had 
the 4-year-old Kentucky-bred 
daughter of E Dubai (out of 
Poco Bambino, by Nureyev) 
in strong position from the 
start, and after stalking the 
pace, guided the chestnut filly 
to the front heading into the 
stretch. East Breaks, with Luis 
Garcia aboard, rallied to close 
the gap and grab second. The 
top two surprised bettors, as 
Don’tgetsuspicious paid $22.20 
to win, and the exacta returned 
$562.60. 

Don’tgetsuspicious has won 
10 of 23 career starts, includ¬ 
ing two stakes, and earned 
$256,237. 

David Raim’s Golden Set 
gave a spectacular performance 
while winning a six-and-one- 
half-furlong maiden special 
weight for 2-year-olds on 
October 2, ripping off a IOV 2 - 
length victory in 1:19.11 under 
jockey Travis Dunkelberger. 

It proved a powerful indi¬ 
cator of things to come, as 
the Jeff Runco-trained son of 
Tapit (out of Swing Set, by 
Swing Till Dawn) staged a huge 
victory at the same distance on 
Breeders Classics night. 

It was the beginning of a 
great month for Runco and 


Raim, who got back-to-back 
Breeders Classics wins from 
Golden Set and the filly Stowe 
White. Not a bad winning per¬ 
centage for the Bethesda, Md., 
attorney, who counts only four 
runners in his stable. 

“I still have never won an 
allowance race,” Raim said. 
“I’ve won three stakes races, 
but never a pure allowance.” 

Two allowance runners took 
Runco to the winner’s circle 
in late September and early 
October. On September 30, the 
Runco-trained 4-year-old geld¬ 
ing Pedro lino ran to a three 
and a half-length win at a mile 
and a sixteenth over a sloppy 
track. Owned by Mrs. Rebecca 
Hillen, Pedrofino clocked a 
winning time of 1:46.27 under 
Dunkelberger for his second 
career victory. Kentucky-bred 
Pedrolino, a $950,000 Keene¬ 
land September Yearling, is a 
son of Distorted Humor and 
half-brother to stakes win¬ 
ners Trust N Luck and Grand 
Veranda. 

On October 10, Runco sad¬ 
dled 3-year-old Heir Light¬ 
ning to victory in a four and 
a half-furlong sprint under 
Oscar Flores. It was the son of 
Wildcat Heir’s fourth start, and 
first since January 7. Owned 
by New Farm and WinStar 
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Farm LLC, Florida-bred Heir 
lightning is a half-brother to 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap-G2 
winner Oprah Winney. 

The combination of owner 
Longfield Racing Stable, 
breeder Wade Sanderson, 
trainer Terry Socks and jockey 
Mathew McGowan continues 
to impress. On September 25, 
3-year-old bay filly Dixie Heat 
posted a three and three-quar¬ 
ter-length win in a seven-fur- 
long allowance for the connec¬ 
tions. A daughter of Dixieland 
Band out of West Virginia 
“Cavada” Breeders Classic win¬ 
ner Longfield Star (by Allen's 
Prospect), Dixie Heat bested 
a field that included eventual 
West Virginia Breeders Classic 
Distaff Stakes winner Devons - 
paintedlady, who finished third. 

On October 8, McGowan 
willed Not for Brooke to win 
by a neck in a sprint allowance. 
The 4-year-old West Virginia- 
bred filly is a daughter of Not 
For Love out of Kelsey Kid 


(by Lord Parham), thus a half- 
sister to four-time stakes win¬ 
ner Longfield Spud. 

Two-year-old filly Ann’s 
Mink, who broke her maiden 
when winning the Rachel's 
Turn Stakes in August, picked 
up a sprint allowance win for 
owner/breeder Willowdale 
Farms Ltd. in her third start on 
October 1. Trained by Clovis 
Crane, the daughter of Fan- 
tasticat delivered a late charge 
to win by a nose under jockey 
Arnaldo Bocachica. 

Owner/ trainer Carlos 
McDaniel earned an allowance 
sprint victory on October 7, 
when his chestnut colt Tup 
Take’ Please came through 
with a two and three-quarter- 
length win under jockey Alcibi- 
ades Cortez. The West Virginia- 
bred is a 4-year-old son of 
R. S. V. P. Please out of Tup 
Take Too, by Big Pistol. 

The dependable 5-year-old 
mare Swish Maravich was 
risked for a $25,000 claim¬ 


ing tag on October 9, and 
remained in owner/trainer 
Gerald Burns's barn after a 
four-length victory. The daugh¬ 
ter of Civilisation (out of Anna 
Lucasta, by Lydian-Fr), bred in 
West Virginia by Rene Moore 
and Naylee Farm, has won or 
placed in 24 of 30 career out¬ 
ings for earnings of $233,222. 

On October 24, just eight 
days after finishing last in the 
West Virginia Division of Tour¬ 
ism Breeders Classic Stakes, the 
3-year-old filly Amy’s Affair 
scored by six lengths as 1.9-1 
favorite in a four and a half¬ 
furlong claimer. Bred, owned 
and trained by Hubert Cave, 
the daughter of Black Tie 
Affair (Ire) did not draw a claim 
on her $12,500 tag. 

Trainer Ronney Brown 
went the opposite direction on 
October 6, dropping an $8,000 
claim ticket for the 4-year-old 
filly Fluvanna and promptly 
running her on Classics night.

A Kentucky-bred daughter 
of Birds tone out of Holy Silver 
(by Holy Bull), Holy Stone 
took the lead at the half-mile 
pole under jockey J.D. Acosta 
and crushed the field for a 
1214-length win in 1:20.88 on a 
showery track.

T rainer Juan Carlos Guer¬ 
rero's hot hand in 2010 
continued when he sad¬ 
dled Joey P Stables's Royal 
Clash, a horse he claimed for

the $75,000 Nepal Stakes on 
October 15. 

A 6-year-old son of Clash by 
Night (out of Royally Planned, 
by Ferdinand), Royal Clash had 
been winless in seven starts in 
2010 prior to the Nepal, but 
found the right spot to get off 
the schneid and earn his first 
added-money victory to boot. 


With jockey Abel Mariano 
coming over from Parx to 
ride, Royal Clash was sent off 
the 3-5 favorite in the field of 
nine Pennsylvania-breds, and 
handled his rivals with ease, 
roaring to the lead at the top 
of the lane, overtaking paceset¬ 
ter Andrew L, and scooting to

The $45,000 winner's share 
of the purse increased Royal 
Clash's lifetime earnings to 
$149,833. Bred by Gary Craig, 
he notched his fourth win in 23 
starts. 

One race later, Coastal 
Solace added to her remark¬ 


able career with a victory in the 
$75,000 Ligature Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-bred fillies and 
mares at a mile and a sixteenth. 

From a humble beginning as 
a $2,000 purchase as a 2-year- 
old at the 2007 Mountain 
Springs Arena Spring Mixed 
Sale in Shardesville, Pa., Coastal 
Solace has captured three stakes 
and placed in five others, earn¬ 
ing a total of $444,442.

men riders on October 14. 

With the victory, Wagner 
moved into fourth place in 
the ladies’ rankings, with 137 
points, 14 behind leader Ruth 
Jefferson from Great Britain. 

Under an impost of 133 
pounds, Star Catch, trained by 
Mark Gory, went right to the 
lead under Wagner, hugging the 
rail and coasting home unchal¬ 
lenged by her seven rivals in 
the five-furlong claiming race 
contested over a sloppy track. 

Finishing second was Seri¬ 
ously Mate and rider Angelo 
Gasnier, while Penn National 
trainer and amateur rider 
Sandee Beattie was third 
aboard Socialista. 

A 3-year-old filly by Safe in 
the USA, Star Catch was bred 
in Florida by Roy S. Lerman 
and Jayeff B Stables. 

With the clock ticking down 
on the 2010 racing season, 
Murray Rojas was locked in 
batde with Stephanie Beattie 
for the Penn National trainer’s 
crown, which she wore in 2007. 
Through October 28, Rojas 
had 64 wins, two better than 
Beattie. 

Rojas, who conditions 60 
horses, recently entered into a 
new venture not far from Penn 
National’s stable gate. In con¬ 
junction with one of her own¬ 
ers, RJG Racing Management, 
she opened the Mountain Trail 
Center, which offers breaking, 
training, rehab and layups. 

“There’s nothing like this 
in the Penn National area,” 
said Rojas. “We have a swim¬ 
ming pool, a three-eighths of a 
mile training track, fenced pad- 
docks, stabling for 48 horses, 
round pens, etc.” 

Rojas said that eventually 
they would like to make Moun¬ 
tain Trail Center into a smaller

JOSEPH ASBELL 

Joseph Asbell, 85, a longtime 
owner whose horses cam¬ 
paigned at tracks throughout 
the region, died on October 17. 

Mr. Asbell, who lived in 
Westmont, N.J., was a former 
Camden City (N.J.) prosecutor 
and solicitor for various south 
Jersey communities and was 
especially known for his exper¬ 
tise in workers’ compensation. 

He was an avid racing fan 
before becoming an owner. 

Born and raised in Camden, 
he served in the U.S. Army 
during World War II, and saw 
combat overseas. 

He graduated from Dickin¬ 
son Law School in the early 
1950s. 

Survivors include his wife 
of more than 50 years, the for¬ 
mer Lois Malamut. 

CHARLES BOYER 

Charles D. (Bill) Boyer Jr., a 
longtime West Virginia horse¬ 
man, died on October 3 at the 
age of 88.

RALPH 
KERCHEVAL 

Ralph G. Kercheval, the 
renowned horseman who over¬ 
saw the upbringing of Native 
Dancer during his years as 
general manager of Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm 
in Glyndon, Md., died on 
October 6 in Lexington, Ky. 
He was 98. 

Before becoming a horse 
trainer and farm manager, 
Mr. Kercheval had a career in 
professional football, playing 
seven years in the NFL for the 
old Brooklyn Dodgers. He was 
believed to be the oldest living 
former NFL player at the time 
of his death. 

Mr. Kercheval served in the 
Army during World War II, 
attaining the rank of lieuten¬ 
ant colonel and becoming the 
commanding officer of Fort 
Robinson in Nebraska. He 
trained for Maine Chance Farm 
and others before becoming 
general manager of Sagamore 
in the 1940s. 


He left Sagamore and 
returned to Lexington, Ky., in 
1958, subsequently managing 
several high-profile establish¬ 
ments, including Idle Hour 
Farm and later his own opera¬ 
tion at Gallaher Farm. 

INEZ RUSSO 

Inez Russo, 88, a former 
owner/breeder in Maryland, 
died on August 21. 

Mrs. Russo, her daughter 
Stephanie and former son-in- 
law Ross Peddicord, operated 
a farm in New Market. Mrs. 
Russo also had a small racing 
stable at Charles Town. 

LEE WATSON 

Maurice Lee Watson, 85, long¬ 
time stable manager for Fasig- 
Tipton auctions in Maryland, 
Florida and New York, died on 
October 9. 

A native of Tows on, Md., 
near the site of the family- 
owned Watson’s Garden Cen¬ 
ter, Mr. Watson was drafted 
into the Army after graduating 
from Tows on Catholic High 
School in 1943. He was sta¬ 
tioned in England with the 8th 
Air Force, 458th Bomb Group, 
where he flew 28 combat mis¬ 
sions over Germany and other 
countries in a B-24 bomber. In 
March 2005, the people of the 
hamlet of Ferrieres, France, 
honored him and his crew for 
their service to that country. 

After his discharge from the 
Army, Mr. Watson attended 
Loyola College in Baltimore. 
He was employed for 32 years 
widi the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, Soil Conservation 
Service, retiring in 1980. 

“Lee Watson was a wonder¬ 
ful man who not only got great 
enjoyment in being stable man¬ 
ager for the Belmont paddock

SMARTY JONES- 
ILLUSTRIOUS SON 
RETURNS HOME TO PA 


C hampion Smarty Jones, 
the Pennsylvania-bred 
colt who became a nation¬ 
al sensation during his 2004 
Triple Crown run, has relocat¬ 
ed to Pennsylvania to stand at 
stud in 2011 at Tarry Bratton’s 
Ghost Ridge Farms in Felton. 
The stud fee for the syndicated 
9-year-old stallion is $10,000 
live foal. 

One of the most popular 
and influential horses produced 
in the Keystone State (see the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association newsletter on page 
131), Smarty Jones burst onto 
the scene as a 2-year-old at 
Philadelphia Park. Having won 
first time out by nearly eight 
lengths, he turned in an aston¬ 
ishingly easy 15-length romp 
in the Pennsylvania Nursery 
Stakes, completing the seven 
furlongs in a quick 1:21.88. 

Roy and Pat Chapman’s 
homebred, running in the name 
of their Someday Farm, was 
sent by trainer John Servis to 
New York, where he continued 
his ascent by taking the Count 
Fleet Stakes by five lengths in 
early January at Aqueduct. 

Smarty Jones’s road to the 
Triple Crown led to Oaklawn 
Park. In celebrating Oaklawn’s 
100th anniversary, track owner 
Charles Celia sponsored a 
$5 million bonus for a horse 
who won the track’s tradi¬ 
tional Kentucky Derby preps, 
the Rebel Stakes and Arkansas 
Derby-G2, that year as well 
as the Kentucky Derby-Gl. 
Smarty Jones’s conquest result¬ 
ed in the largest bonus paid 
out in North American horse 
racing history. 

In addition to winning the 
$1 million Arkansas Derby 


over Borrego, Smarty Jones 
defeated Purge by more than 
three lengths in the Rebel, and 
won his first start at Oaklawn 
with a victory in the Southwest 
Stakes. With his smashing two 
and three-quarter-length victo¬ 
ry in the slop over Lion Heart 
in the Kentucky Derby, Smarty 
Jones became the first unbeat¬ 
en Derby winner since Seattle 
Slew in 1977. 

The Derby win earned 
Smarty Jones a signal honor 
when he landed on the cover 
of Sports Illustrated, which 
hadn’t showcased a Derby win¬ 
ner since Sunny’s Halo in 1983. 
The national attention became 
fever-pitched after Smarty 
Jones crushed his opposition by 
11% lengths in the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl. Thousands turned 
out for “Smarty Jones” day at 
Philadelphia Park as the chest¬ 
nut son of Elusive Quality 
prepared for the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl. 

After being pressured the 
entire trip in the mile and a 
half Belmont, Smarty Jones 
gave way late to finish a length 
behind Birds tone in what 
would be his final start. Royal 
Assault was eight lengths back 
in third over a strung-out field 
that included Eddington and 
Rock Hard Ten. 

Smarty Jones was officially 
retired during the summer of 
2004 with a record of eight 
wins and a second in nine starts, 
and earnings of $7,613,155, 
which at the time ranked him 
as the fourth-leading North 
American money-earner of all 
time (behind Cigar, Skip Away 
and Fantastic Light). He was 
awarded the Eclipse Award as 
that year’s champion 3-year-old 
colt. 


Smarty Jones was syndicat¬ 
ed by Robert N. Clay’s Three 
Chimneys Farm near Midway, 
Ky., and stood at that farm 
for six seasons. His stud fee 
was initially $100,000, and the 
first crop produced 87 named 
foals. He has remained a major 
attraction for fans from around 
the country, and was a high- 
tight on farm tours at Three 
Chimneys. 

In his three crops of rac- 
ing age through October 31, 
Smarty Jones has a total of 
139 starters from 250 foals, 90 
winners, and progeny earnings 
of $6.8 million. When adding 
foreign earnings—his top earn¬ 
er is Keiai Gerbera, a Group 
3 winner in Japan who has 
amassed $1,410,087 lifetime, 
of which $1,141,497 has come 
in 2010-Smarty Jones has cur¬ 
rent progeny earnings of $3.9 
million, which ranks him first 
among Pennsylvania sires. 


Smarty Jones is the sire 
of five additional stakes win¬ 
ners, including 2010 2-year- 
old Rogue Romance, win¬ 
ner of Keeneland’s Bourbon 
Stakes-G3, and multiple graded 
winner Backtalk. His seven 
stakes-placed runners include 
Alcibiades Stakes-Gl runner- 
up Be Smart. 

Smarty Jones’s dam, stakes 
winner I’ll Get Along (by 
Smile), is a half-sister to mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner 
Cowboy Cop out of stakes win¬ 
ner Dont Worry Bout Me. His 
female line traces back directly 
to the influential Striking (by 
War Admiral). Found under his 
stakes-placed third dam, Stolen 
Base, are champion 2-year- 
old filly Folklore, Delaware 
Handicap-Gl winner Basie, 
and stakes winners and sires 
Passing Base and Ask Clarence.

M ultiple graded stakes 
winner Xchanger has 
relocated from Florida 
to stand the 2011 season at 
O’Sullivan Farms LLC in 
Charles Town, W.Va. The 
6-year-old gray/roan stallion, 
whose first crop arrived this 
year, will stand for $1,500 live 
foal as the property of a part¬ 
nership. 

Xchanger became well- 
known in the Mid-Atlantic 
region during his racing career, 
winning or placing in six 
regional stakes at five different 
tracks. At 2, he won his first 
two starts, both at Monmouth 
Park, including the Grade 3 
Sapling Stakes at six furlongs. 
His five juvenile starts also 
included third-place finishes in 
two Grade 3 events, the $1 mil¬ 
lion Delta Jackpot in Louisiana 
and Aqueduct’s Nashua Stakes. 


Xchanger, a son of graded 
stakes-winning sprinter 
Exchange Rate (by Danzig), 
was extremely successful at dis¬ 
tances of a mile or more.

Tesio Stakes at a mile and an 
eighth, by four and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths. During the sum¬ 
mer of 2007, he won Delaware 
Park’s Grade 3 Barbara Sakes 
at a mile and a sixteenth. 

He missed by a neck in the 
$1 million Pennsylvania Derby- 
G2, and finished third, beaten 
less than a length, in the 
Meadowlands Cup-G2 in his 
first start against older horses. 
Both races were contested at a 
mile and an eighth. 

In the final start of Inis 
career at age 4, Xchanger 
missed winning Philadelphia 
Park’s Donald Levine Memor¬ 


ial Handicap by a nose to 
Eternal Star, who set the exist¬ 
ing seven-furlong track mark 
of 1:20.53 in getting the victo- 
ry. 

Xchanger retired with a 
record of four wins, two sec¬ 
onds and three thirds-all but 
his maiden victory coming in 
s take s - and e arnings o f 
$774,990 in 18 starts.

Prospector mare Saragoza, a

F reshman sire Love of 
Money, who stands at 
Northview PA in Peach 
Bottom, got his first winner on 
October 14 at Laurel Park when 
Bumpy Road dug in to win by 
three-quarters of a length over 
a sloppy track. 

The chestnut Maryland- 
bred gelding, campaigned by

A striking chestnut colt bred 
by Foard Wilgis and David 
Picarello’s ZWP Stable, and co¬ 
owned by his breeders with 
trainer Gary Capuano’s Non 
Stop Stable, Steady Warrior 
was the overwhelming 1-10 
favorite in the field of 10 for 
the Nursery Always forwardly 
placed, Steady Warrior pow¬ 
ered away as he turned for 
home to win the six-furlong 
test by seven and a quarter 
lengths. 


It was the second win in two 
starts for Steady Warrior, the 
second foal out of the ZWP 
Stable-campaigned Slow and 
Steady (by Malibu Moon).

$99,750. 

Cherokee’s Boy, the Mary¬ 
land-bred Horse of the Year 
in 2005, was also bred and 
raced by ZWP Stable.

O fficer Rocket (GB), a 
graded stakes-winning 

juvenile who amassed 
$463,330 during his career, will 
stand his first season at Bybee 
Road Farm near Charles Town, 
WVa, in 2011. The 6-year- 
old son of Grade 1-winning 
juvenile Officer is offered for 
private contract to approved 
mares. 

A winner of three straight 
at 2 while racing over Arlington 
Park’s dirt track, Officer Rocket 
recorded the biggest payday of 
his career when rallying to fin¬ 
ish in a dead heat with Got 
the Last Laugh in the historic 
Arlington-Washington Futur- 
ity-G3 at one mile.

FUGITIVE ANGEL RUNS 
AWAY WITH THE 
VALLEY VIEW STAKES-G3 



F ugitive Angel earned a spe¬ 
cial footnote in history in 
the Valley View Stakes-G3 
on October 22-as the run¬ 
ner who brought her owner, 
George Strawbridge, his eighth 
graded stakes win at Keeneland 
(see article on page 10). 

A fifth-generation home¬ 
bred for the Pennsylvania-based 
horseman, Fugitive Angel (by 
Alphabet Soup) could hardly 
have found a more meaningful 
way to mark her arrival on a 
national stage. 

She had won her previous 
three outings this year, includ¬ 
ing two stakes, but the Valley 
View represented a big step 
up in class for the Jonathan 
Sheppard trainee. 

Proving more than ready for 
the task, Fugitive Angel bided 
her time for the first half mile, 
then charged down the stretch 
under rider Anna Napravnik to 
win going away, by three and 
three-quarters lengths, defeat¬ 
ing 11 3-year-old filly rivals 
in the mile and a sixteenth 
turf contest. She carried 121 
pounds, four more than second 
through fourth-placed finishers 


Ice Mist, No Explaining (Ire) 
and Persuading, and was timed, 
over a firm course, in 1:44.10. 

Ice Mist (by Forest Danger), 
a Maryland-bred making her 
stakes debut, gave a good 
account of herself in the Valley 
View, leading until the final 
furlong. 

Winless in three starts last 
season, Fugitive Angel has 
shown her mettle at four dif¬ 
ferent tracks, over turf and syn¬ 
thetics, as a 3-year-old. 

She eked out a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight victory going five 
and a half furlongs on the turf 
on June 19 at Colonial Downs. 
Gathering steam, she annexed 
the PA-bred restricted Russian 
Rhythm Stakes, a mile and a 
sixteenth turf event on August 
6 at Penn National. 

Less than two weeks later, 
on August 19, Fugitive Angel 
romped to a seven and a quar¬ 
ter-length score in the state- 
bred Malvern Rose Stakes at 
a mile and a sixteenth over 
the synthetic Tapeta surface at 
Presque Isle Downs. 

Napravnik rode her to all 
three stakes wins. 


Fugitive Angel's flawless 
2010 campaign has netted 
$192,412, bringing her career 
total to $203,147. 

The first foal from her 
unraced dam, Screening (by 
Unbridled), Fugitive Angel 
comes from one of Straw- 
bridge’s many illustrious equine 
families. Her granddam, 
Recording (by Danzig), a Grade 
3 winner of $134,224, pro¬ 
duced three stakes-winning/ 
graded stakes-placed runners, 
including Smart Bid ($203,408). 

Recording is out of the 
Caveat daughter Ratings, who 
won or placed in 11 stakes for 
Strawbridge, earning $448,710, 
and produced additional multi¬ 
ple stakes winner Smart Growth 
(by Gone West) ($315,895). 


The matriarch was T. V Ad, 
a 1976 daughter of T. V. Com¬ 
mercial. The Pennsylvania- 
bred found modest success 
while racing as a homebred 
for Strawbridge, but produced 
seven stakes horses, of whom 
Ratings was by far the most 
successful. 

Fugitive Angel’s sire, Alpha¬ 
bet Soup, himself a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred, brought glory to his 
home state as a multiple graded 
winner of $2,990,269 and hero 
of the 1996 Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl for owner Georgia 
Ridder. 

Screening has a yearling 
filly by Harlan’s Holiday and 
a weanling filly by Posse. She 
is in foal for 2011 to Harlan’s 
Holiday.

POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

At age 86, the 
media mogul was liquidating 
his horse holdings for estate 
planning purposes.

Kluge, who subsequently donated 
the bulk of the Morven land to the 
University of Virginia, lived on

Mixed sale, expecting to race 
her a few times and lose her 
through the claim box. 

"We would tell everybody 
'Yes, we owned a race horse 
one time/" says Wilgis, who 
trades under the name ZWP

Stable (for Wilgis, Picarello 
and a long lost partner whose 
last name starts with Z). 

As it turned out, the filly, 
named Cherokee Wonder, did 
not fit with the game plan. 

Trained throughout her 
career by Gary Capuano, the 
only trainer the ZWP part¬ 
ners have ever employed, the 
daughter of Cherokee Colony 
(out of Bravo Native, by Rest¬ 
less Native) never competed 
in a claiming race during a 
career that encompassed 51 
starts, two stakes wins, 11 ad¬ 
ditional stakes placings (two 


in graded company) and earn¬ 
ings of $284,006. 

When Cherokee Wonder 
was ready to retire from racing 
after five seasons on the track, 
Wilgis and Picarello gamely 
proceeded on to the breeding 
business - a quantum leap 
from their original plan. 

Cherokee Wonder's first 
foal, a filly named Runnin 
Wonder (1999, Chimes Band) 
rewarded them with two 
stakes placings and $79,100. 

But that was a pittance in 
comparison to the running 
machine who came along the 
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following year. Cherokee's 
Boy (a son of the illustrious 
Maryland sire Citidancer) 
wasted no time in proving his 
talent. At 2, he won the Mary¬ 
land Million Nursery and Tri- 
State Futurity and placed in 
four stakes, earning honors as 
champion Maryland-bred 
2-year-old male. Campaign¬ 
ing through the age of 6, he 
added a dozen more stakes 
wins and amassed $1,177,946 
in earnings in a total of 48 
starts. 

In 2005, Cherokee's Boy 
reigned as Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year and champi¬ 
on older male, but he has not 
rested on those laurels. 

Now standing at Allen and 
Audrey Murray's Murmur 
Farm in Darlington, Md., as 
the property of ZWP Stable, 
Cherokee's Boy has a star in 
his first crop-ZWP Stable's 
homebred 2-year-old colt 
Steady Warrior. Co-owned by 
Capuano, Steady Warrior cap¬ 
tured the Maryland Million 
Nursery on October 2 at Lau¬ 


rel Park, came back to finish 
second in the First State Dash 
Stakes on October 16 at Dela¬ 
ware Park, and then annexed 
the Tri-State Futurity on No¬ 
vember 6 at Charles Town. 

Cherokee's Boy and Steady 
Warrior are the only Mary- 
land-based father/son duo to 
own victories in the Tri-State 
Futurity, a long-time fixture 
restricted to 2-year-olds foaled 
in Maryland, Virginia and 
West Virginia. 

In just four starts. Steady 
Warrior has earned $194,358. 

Wilgis and Picarello are not 
strangers to adversity. They 
lost Cherokee Wonder to colic 
in 2001 (the mare was post¬ 
humously named Maryland 
Broodmare of the Year in 2005). 

But few owners anywhere 
can match their rate of success. 

Steady Warrior was pro¬ 
duced by ZWP's only cur¬ 
rent broodmare. Slow and 
Steady (Malibu Moon—Sa- 
lubria, by Cure the Blues). A 
$14,500 yearling purchase at 


the 2002 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic December sale. Slow 
and Steady won four of 20 
starts, earning $123,510, and 
produced as her first foal 
Cappiwino (by Soto), whom 
Godolphin Racing LLC pur¬ 
chased privately for a sub¬ 
stantial figure after he aired in 
his 2-year-old maiden special 
weight debut at Laurel Park in 
September 2009. 

Boarded year-round at Jerry 
and Laurie Calhoun's Sum¬ 
mer Wind Farm in Liberty- 
town, Md., Slow and Steady 
has a weanling colt by Chero¬ 
kee's Boy and is in foal to Not 
For Love. 

Cherokee Wonder's first 
foal, Runnin Wonder, now 
owned by Capuano, is also a 
stakes producer, her first foal 
being the ZWP Stable color- 
bearer Wonder Mon (2005, 
Maria's Mon; $87,910, Deput¬ 
ed Testamony S). 

"We've been very lucky," 
acknowledged Wilgis. "We've 
made a lot of money, and 


we've put every penny of it 
back in the business. As long 
as we're having fun, we'll 
keep doing it." 

Wilgis has spent much of 
the last three years in New Or¬ 
leans, where he is transporta¬ 
tion coordinator for the HBO 
production Treme. He and his 
wife, Marty (who has dabbled 
in horse ownership herself), 
are the parents of three and 
grandparents of five. In the 
near future, Wilgis hopes to 
retire and devote most of his 
time to the horse business. 

Wilgis and Picarello be¬ 
came acquainted when, as a 
teenager, Picarello dated one 
of the Wilgises' daughters. 
Wilgis managed transporta¬ 
tion for film crews in Balti¬ 
more for many years, and 
for part of that time Picarello 
worked for him as a driver. 
When not at the track, Pica¬ 
rello makes his living as the 
owner of a GNC store in the 
Baltimore City neighborhood 
of Canton. ^

ida and New Jersey-based 
trainer Amy Tarrant. A half- 
brother to stakes-placed Mo- 
jodajo and Man in Grey, the 
colt is out of Serenity Jane (by 
Affirmed), whose dam, Illeria 
(by Stop the Music), produced 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year Include ($1,659,560, 
Pimlico Special H-Gl, etc.)

King T. Leather¬ 
bury, and campaigned in the 
name of Leatherbury's The 
Jim Stable, Ben's Cat notched 
his third straight stakes vic¬ 
tory on the grass but his first 
win around two turns. 

Julian Pimentel guided 
the 4-year-old to victory. The 
veteran rider has been aboard 
Ben's Cat for six of his seven 
scores. 

Longshot Scatter the Tak 
sped to the front in the Find, 
while Ben's Cat sat in a good 
stalking position and Balti¬ 


more Bob raced at the back 
of the pack. Ben's Cat moved 
three wide and after the leader 
into the far turn while Balti¬ 
more Bob launched a furious 
„ five-wide rally from the rear. 
§ At the top of the lane, they 
| were shoulder-to-shoulder 
^ and remained that way to the 
finish line, with Ben's Cat pre¬ 
vailing by the narrowest of 
margins. 

Court Band was third, two 
and a quarter lengths behind, 
followed by, in order of finish. 
Scatter the Tak, Sarto, Lucky 
Will and Sandbagin' Lover. 
Ben's Cat completed the dis¬ 
tance in 1:52.20. 

"He was not even paying 
attention," said Pimentel. "I 
don't know how fast he can 
run because he does it so easy. 
When that other horse hooked 
me, he never gave up. When 
he puts it all together he is go¬ 
ing to be a freak." 

Trainer King Leatherbury 
ranks third on the all-time win 
list with 6,308 career victories 
and has conditioned Grade 1 
winners Catatonic and Taking 
Risks, 10-time stakes winner 
Ah Day and four Preakness 
starters. Ben's Cat suffered a 
broken pelvis as a 2-year-old 
and did not make his first ca¬ 
reer start until May 8, 2010. 
The son of Parker's Storm Cat 
has won three turf stakes races 
at Laurel Park, capturing the 
Mister Diz (August 21) and 
Maryland Million Turf Sprint 
(October 2). 

"We don't know the po¬ 
tential," said Leatherbury. 
"He hasn't reached the point 
where we thought that was 
the best he could do. I have 
picked the easiest spots so 
far but they are going to run 
out so we'll have to try some 
tougher spots. Sooner or later 
he is going to get beat and 
then we'll see." 


Carl Shaffer 



Carl Edward Shaffer, 
whose contributions to Mary¬ 
land's horse industry extend¬ 
ed from the show ring to the 
hunt field and beyond, died 
on October 24 at the age of 83. 

"He had a great life-he 
was able to do what he want¬ 
ed to do, whether it was with 
horses or hounds, 4-H, as a 
volunteer fireman or showing 
and foxhunting," said his wife 
of 40 years, the former Mary 
Pearce. 

Mr. Shaffer's love of horses 
began in early childhood 
when he rode workhorses on 
neighbors' farms harvesting 
crops in Baltimore County. As 
a teenager, he showed and 
trained horses for others to 
ride in the show ring, his best 
performer being Billy Blitz, 
winner of numerous working 
hunter division champion¬ 
ships, including the Harris¬ 
burg Horse Show. 

During a lengthy career 
in the product services divi¬ 
sion of Black and Decker, he 
became active in 4-H, and as 


a part-time farmer and mem¬ 
ber of the Hereford Volunteer 
Fire Department, from which 
he recently received recogni¬ 
tion for more than 60 years of 
service. 

In the 1960s, he co-found- 
ed the Mt. Carmel Hounds, a 
farmer's pack, with the kennel 
located at his Baltimore Coun¬ 
ty farm. 

"Carl loved his Penn Mary- 
del Fox Hounds and took care 
of them himself until he no 
longer could," according to 
his wife and son, Carl E. (Jay) 
Shaffer Jr. "His biggest thrill 
was having champion Penn 
Marydel at the Radnor Hound 
Show two years ago." 

After retiring from hunting 
hounds in 1996, Mr. Shaffer 
continued to hilltop on horse¬ 
back and later in his blue pick¬ 
up truck. 

Wrote his family: "On the 
day of his passing, Carl was 
with his hounds who made 
loud, beautiful music for him 
on a spectacular chase..." ^ 


His latest victory boosted 
his career earnings to $179,460. 

Ben's Cat, out of Twofox 
($76,753, 2nd Pearl Necklace 
S, 3rd Maryland Million La¬ 
dies S), a daughter of Thirty 
Eight Paces, comes from 
a family that has brought 
Leatherbury many successes. 
Twofox is a full sister to Mary- 
land-bred champion Thirty 


Eight Go Go, whom Leather¬ 
bury trained to win mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes and earn 
$871,229, and a half-sister to 
graded winner Notches Trace 
($360,562). Twofox's half-sis¬ 
ter Endette produced Ah Day 
($914,024) as well as Maryland 
Million Classic winner Due.

Kid was considered a prime 
contender for the Breeders' 
Cup Classic-Gl after his ral¬ 
lying victory in the Grade 1, 
$250,000 Goodwood Stakes at 
the Oak Tree meeting at Hol¬ 
lywood Park on October 2. 

The 2009 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year came charg¬ 
ing up the rail to overtake 
Crown of Thorns and win by 
a half length. Dakota Phone 
rallied for third, two and a 
half lengths behind Crown of 
Thorns. The previously un¬ 
beaten Twirling Candy, sent 
off the 3-5 favorite in his first 
start against older horses, fad¬ 
ed late to finish fourth, a half- 
length behind Dakota Phone. 

Richard's Kid ($18.60) 
completed a mile and an 
eighth on Cushion Track in 
1:49.18. 

Trainer Bob Baffert sub¬ 
sequently announced that 
owner Sheikh Rashid bin Mo¬ 
hammed A1 Maktoum would 
bypass the Breeders' Cup 
with Richard's Kid and aim 
him for competition in Dubai 
this winter. "He wants him 
home," Baffert told the Daily 
Racing Form . "He wants to get 
him ready for the winter." 

Added Baffert: "They're 
passing up a chance to be 
champion older horse, and 
maybe Horse of the Year." 

The Goodwood was the 
ninth win in 27 starts for Rich¬ 


ard's Kid, who campaigns in 
the name of Sheikh Rashid's 
Zabeel Racing International 
Corp. 

Richard's Kid finished 
sixth in last year's Breeders' 
Cup Classic at Santa Anita. 
Bred by Robert E. Meyerhoff's 
Fitzhugh LLC, Richard's Kid 
(Lemon Drop Kid—Tough 
Broad, by Broad Brush) now 
has earnings of $1,716,370. 
That moves him to seventh on 
the all-time Maryland-bred 
money-winners list, jumping 
past Meyerhoff-breds Include 
and Valley Crossing.

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Newjersey Thoroughbred Festival 
features 12-race card for state-breds 


T he eighth annual Newjersey Thoroughbred 
Festival, a day dedicated to runners bred in 
the Garden State, featured a dozen races, 
including four $ 100,000 stakes, at Monmouth Park 
on September 18. Purses totaled $918,000. 

Owner John Petrini sent out homebreds to win 
three races, including a pair of stakes with Love That 
Dance and Emily Allstar. 

Dabnabit dominates 
Newjersey Breeders’ Handicap 

G. J. Stable’s homebred Dabnabit went right to 
the lead and never looked back, earning his first 
career stakes victory in the Newjersey Breeders’ 
Handicap. 

Trained by Luis Carvajal Jr., Dabnabit went the 
six furlongs over the fast main track in 1:10.36, 
defeating odds-on favorite Unwritten by five lengths. 
Unwritten held off third-placed Hobbitontherocks 
by a nose. Completing the field were Hop Skip and 
Away, General Perfect, Evenings End and Lucky 
James. 

"I knew I was on a fast horse and I just wanted 
to get out of the gate smoothly and stay off of the 
rail,” said winner rider Paco Lopez. "I had the favorite 
outside of me so I kept my eye on him for most of the 
race. When I asked him, he really turned it on and 
ran a big race.” 

It was the third win in 18 starts for Dabnabit, a 
5-year-old by Intidab out of the Roman Reasoning 
mare Signa. Dabnabit boosted his lifetime earnings 
to $182,638. 

Goombada Guska victorious in 
Charles J. Hesse III Handicap 

Navesink Thoroughbreds’ Goombada Guska 
notched his first career stakes victory in the Charles J. 
Hesse III Handicap. 


A 3-year-old facing a field of seven older rivals, 
he was content to sit next to last as Hermosillo and 
Broken Trail battled on the lead through an opening 
first quarter in :23.57. Jockey Joe Bravo guided the 
son of Yonaguska through traffic and he cruised 
to a four and a quarter-length victory. Hermosillo, 
who captured the Hesse last year, held for second 
and Bythebeautifulsea was third. Next in order of 
finish were (1.9-1 favorite) At the Disco, Adduce, 
Themanmythnlegend, Clear Faith and Broken Trail. 

"I’ve ridden this horse in the past and always tried 
to get him in the game early,” said Bravo, "but two 
starts back [Scott Volk] told me to take him back 
and let him relax. Scott was exactly right, so I did the 
same thing today and the early pace set up nicely for 
his late kick.” 

The Hesse Handicap marked the third win in 
13 starts for Goombada Guska. Bred in the name 
of Navesink Breeders, Goombada Guska, out of 
Goomada Byda Sea (by Sea Hero), has earned 
$165,650. 

Love That Dance scores in 
Eleven North Handicap 

John Petrini’s homebred 4-year-old filly Love That 
Dance showed why she is one of the top New Jersey- 
breds as she trounced her competition in the Eleven 
North Handicap. 

With jockey Elvis Trujillo aboard, Love That 
Dance, the 7-10 favorite, raced inside of Cee the 
Country and Pascal’s Paradox through the opening 
quarter in :22.55. Love That Dance accelerated 
through an opening on the rail and pulled away 
in the stretch in a hand ride to win by eight and a 
half lengths. Pascal’s Paradox held on for second, a 
half length in front of Cat Mistress. Rounding out 
the field were Little Stitch, Private Miracle, Cee the 
Country and Love for Not.

Emily Allstar, trained by Paul Kopaj, sat a length 
off the pace that was set by Lil Kiara and Ms Glory Be 
through an opening quarter of :24.79. The 5-year-old 
mare took charge entering the stretch and held off 
fast-closing Way With Words to win by a head. Way 


With Words, the even-money favorite, was three and 
three-quarters lengths in front of third-place finisher 
Lil Kiara. Behind them came Y to Kat, Moneigh Lisa, 
Myprincessallyson, First Acquital and Ms Glory Be. 

Final time for the mile and a sixteenth was 
1:44.68. 

“I wanted to stay close to the favorite because we 
thought she was the best filly,” said winning rider 
Omar Figueroa.

Horse around on the Equine Science 
Center’s game-“Fun on the Farm” 


T he Rutgers Equine Science Center, in 

partnership with the New Jersey Department 
of Agriculture, has launched “Fun on the 
Farm” - an interactive educational game to teach 
children about the science of a horse farm and 
environmental stewardship. The game is now 
accessible through Equine Science 4 Kids, the youth 
component of the Center’s Web site, esc.rutgers.edu. 

The game is a graphic representation of the 
Ryders Lane Environmental Best Management 
Practices Demonstration Horse Farm in New 
Brunswick. With more than 35 questions, Fun on 
the Farm aims to teach children about storm water 
management, best practices for healthy pastures, 
animal waste management and several other 
environmental challenges of maintaining an eco- 
friendly horse farm. 

“At first glance, the Ryders Lane farm may look 
similar to most other farms; however, with assistance 
and support from several state and federal agencies, 
the farm was strategically designed to serve as a Best 
Management Practices model and learning center 
where research, education and proactive outreach 
are conducted,” said Dr. Karyn Malinowski, director 
of the Equine Science Center. “Fun on the Farm is 
an opportunity to present the expertise and research 
involved in developing the Ryders Lane farm into 


an entertaining introduction for young equine 
enthusiasts to learn the science of horses and their 
impact on the environment.” 

To play the game, children click on stars that are 
interspersed throughout the landscape of the farm 
to answer a pop-up question with three possible 
answers. Players accumulate points in order to reach 
merit levels of achievement. 

Parents are encouraged to test their knowledge of 
horses and the environment to compare scores with 
their children. The game includes interesting fun 
facts such as: 

• Compost piles do not attract flies because 
the breakdown of bacteria generates heat that is 
intolerable for insects. 

• Rainfall is relatively clean water that can be 
collected and reused around the farm. 

• Diamond mesh fencing is often used on horse 
farms to lessen the possibility of injury. 

• Prior to establishing a plot, farmers should test 
their soil to determine whether it needs additional 
nutrients. 

Additional games are in development for exercise 
physiology and health care and nutrition.

Her Malibu 
Moon colt was sold privately after failing 
to meet his reserve at this year’s Keene¬ 
land September Yearling sale. The mare’s 
3-year-old filly, Blues Legend (by Mr. 
Greeley), sidelined with an injury after 
two starts (which included a second- 
place finish), is expected to return to 
competition in early 2011. Cozy Blues’s 
2-year-old, Grand Idol (by Grand Slam), 
made his debut on October 21 in maiden 
special weight company at Keeneland for 
Preston Stables LLC and Prestonwood 
Racing LLC and trainer Michael Matz. He 
vied for the lead in the seven-furlong race 
before finishing sixth, beaten only a 
length and a half in a 12-horse field.

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Smarty Jones Returns to Pennsylvania 


Hometown favorite Smarty Jones has returned 
to Pennsylvania for stud duty. The 2004 Kentucky 
Derby-Gland Preakness Stakes-Gl winner will 
stand the 2011 breeding season at Tarry Bratton's 
Ghost Ridge Farms near York. Bred by Roy and 
Patricia Chapman and foaled at their Someday 
Farm in Chester County, the son of Elusive Quality 
previously has stood at Three Chimneys Farm in 
Kentucky. 

Probably the most impressive 2-year-old 
to race at Philadelphia Park, the Chapmans' 
colorbearer, trained throughout his career by John 
Servis, broke his maiden by seven and three- 
quarters lengths, then came back two weeks later 
to win the Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes by 15 
lengths. 

In January of his 3-year-old season, Smarty 
Jones won the Count Fleet Stakes at Aqueduct 
by five lengths, then shipped to Oaklawn Park 
where he swept the Southwest and Rebel Stakes 
and Arkansas Derby-G2-a trio of victories that, 
combined with the Kentucky Derby, earned the 
Chapmans a $5 million bonus. 

Smarty Jones was the first undefeated 
Kentucky Derby winner since Seattle Slew in 1977. 
He took the Preakness by 11V 2 lengths and eyed a 
shot at the Triple Crown. 

In the mile and a half Belmont Stakes-Gl, an 
exhausted Smarty Jones was nailed by 36-1 shot 
Birdstone in the shadow of the wire. He did not 
race again, and was retired later in the year with 
career earnings of $7,613,155. He earned the 2004 
Eclipse Award for champion 3-year-old male, and 
was a finalist in Horse of the Year voting. 

The positive attention Smarty Jones brought 
to the Pennsylvania breeding and racing industry 



during his Triple Crown exploits often has been 
acknowledged as the final boost that led to passage 
of the slots legislation to bolster the industry. 

Governor Ed Rendell was one of the colt's 
biggest fans; the governor attended both the 
Preakness and Belmont, as well as Smarty 
Jones Day at Philadelphia Park. Rendell utilized 
the winner's circle at the Bensalem oval as the 
backdrop in July 2005, when he signed the historic 
legislation, and cited Smarty Jones and his team 
prior to putting his pen to paper and changing the 
worlds of breeding and racing in Pennsylvania. 

Smarty Jones has been represented on the 
track by Japanese millionaire Keiai Gerbera (Jpn) 
and multiple graded winner Backtalk, among other 
outstanding performers. 

Welcome home, Smarty! 





Pennsylvania Sires Bucking Trend 

According to data compiled by The Jockey Club, Pennsylvania stallions are weathering the economic 
storm far better than the national average. The Jockey Club indicated that the number of mares bred to 
Pennsylvania stallions declined 3.8 percent in 2010, as opposed to 9.2 percent in Kentucky, 23.9 percent 
in Florida, 17.3 percent in New York, and 14.4 percent in California. 

Although some of the "old guard" stallions standing in the state, such as Activist, have consistently 
bred large books of mares, recently arrived nationally recognized stallions are now are picking up 
the lion's share. Some of the new stallions with large books include Jump Start, Fairbanks, Toccet, 
Ecclesiastic and Talent Search.

Love Colony dominates 
Old Dominion preps 


T he Virginia Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA) has spon¬ 
sored flat races at many of the 
Virginia point-to-points and 
sanctioned meets in recent years. 
These races for horses bred and/ 
or sired in the Old Dominion are 
very popular, and a $10,000 purse 
in the fall championship race at 
Great Meadow on International 
Gold Cup day always draws a big 
field of horses who must qualify 
by running at Foxfield, Virginia 
Fall or Morven Park. 

Last year’s champion, Debra E. 
Kachel’s Love Colony, dominated 
the series this fall—winning all 
three prep races. Love Colony is 
a 6-year-old gelding by Not For 
Love out of Soaring Colony, by 


Pleasant Colony. He was bred in 
Virginia by Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin 
III. 

At Foxfield, trainer Ricky 
Hendriks put leading steeple¬ 
chase jockey Paddy Young up on 
the favorite. Love Colony went to 
the lead at the start and controlled 
the pace while keeping more in 
reserve. He never faced a serious 
challenge and won in hand by 
four and a half lengths. 

Love Colony took the early 
lead at Middleburg and set the 
pace. He was challenged by Forest 
Bell, but took control in the final 
three furlongs, finishing in hand. 

At Morven Park, the race 
looked much the same, as Love 
Colony again went to the front 
and controlled the race.

Forest Bell wins Old Dominion Turf Championship 


J eff Murphy did a great job 
of positioning Virginia- 
bred Forest Bell at the start of 
the $10,000 Old Dominion 
Turf Championship at the 
International Gold Cup meet on 
October 16 at Great Meadow. 

The finale of the Virginia- 
bred/sired series was looking to 
be the exclusive domain of Debra 
Kachels Love Colony, who won 
all three prep races. But Murphy 
used his advantageous starting 
position and a quick early sprint 
to seize control of the race. 

The 4-year-old Forestry 
gelding out of Mambo Bell, by 
Kingmambo, who was bred by 
Edward P. Evans and trained by 


Simon Hobson, drew away to a 
commanding lead and was never 
challenged, winning by some 17 
lengths. Lilith Boucher’s Jot’s Jib 
finished second and Love Colony 
was third. The final time was 
2:18.80.

T he Virginia HBPA, along 
with the Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Association and Virginia 
Horse Council, sponsored a pri¬ 
vate screening of the new Walt 
Disney film Secretariat.The movie 
chronicles the Triple Crown cam¬ 
paign of Big Red,Virginias most 
famous native son, and his owner 
Penny Tweedy. 

The event at Tysons Corner, 
Va., was preceded by a recep¬ 
tion and book signing for Kate 
Chenery Tweedy, Leeanne Ladin 
and Wayne Dementis Secretariat’s 
Meadow—The Land, The Family, 
The Legend and The Simple Game, 
An Irish Jockey’s Memoirs. Tom 
Foley, author of The Simple Game , 
played Secretariats exercise rider 
Jimmy Gaffney in the movie. 

More than 240 supporters of 
the Virginia horse industry 
attended the reception and 
screening. 

A number of members of 
Virginias General Assembly were 
also present, invited by the spon¬ 
sors with a specific purpose in 
mind. The VHBPA and the VTA 
hope to use the movie’s popu¬ 
larity, and in particular its high¬ 
lighting of a glorious chapter in 


Virginias racing and breeding 
history, to garner support for 
legislation necessary to aid the 
industry. 

In the upcoming 2011 session 
of the General Assembly, both 
organizations plan a major push 
to amend the state’s racing act to 
allow expansion of year-round 
off-track wagering, the lifeblood 
of purses and breeders’ fund 
awards. Current law permits only 
10 off-track betting facilities, and 
then only in locations that pass 
an authorizing referendum. That 
legislative cap has been reached 
by the four sites Colonial Downs 
operates in Richmond and the 
six it has in the southern part of 
the state. There are no off-track 
betting locations in the northern 
Virginia suburbs of Washington, 
D.C. 

The VHBPA/VTA cur¬ 
rent ideas for possible legislative 
amendments include authorizing 
the Virginia Racing Commission 
to license and regulate small¬ 
er off-track wagering outlets in 
existing facilities such as sports 
bars and billiard rooms. These 
“lite” versions of off-track bet¬ 
ting parlors require little capital 


expenditure and would not be 
subject to any cap on their num¬ 
bers, nor would they require a 
referendum. Facilities of this sort 
would, however, be subject to 
local government laws and regu¬ 
lations, including zoning require¬ 
ments. 

Two Hite” betting shops are 
already operating under the 
existing cap and referendum law. 
Colonial Downs has one at Finn 
McCool’s, a west Richmond 
upscale sports bar and restaurant. 
The other one is at Mulligans, 
a neighborhood sports bar and 
restaurant located in central 
Richmond. Both establishments 
have one or two tellers depend¬ 
ing on time of day, a number of 
self-service betting machines, and 
numerous flat screen televisions 
showing races from around the 
country. 

2011 Race Days at 
Colonial Downs 

Even though it seems like 
Colonial’s 2010 meet just ended, 
the VHBPA is in talks with race 
track management and stakehold¬ 
ers about next year’s meet. We are 
exploring a number of options 
with the goal of raising purses 
and increasing average field size. 

This year’s numbers were 
disappointing, and in large part 
reflected nationwide industry 
trends for race tracks without 
slot machines or alternative gam¬ 
ing supplementing purses. Daily 
purses for Colonial’s 40 race- 
day meet averaged approximate¬ 
ly $158,000 (without breed¬ 
ers awards), down from about 


$171,000 in 2009. Average field 
size dropped from 8.9 starters per 
race to 7.7 starters this year. 

To boost purses the VHBPA 
is considering a proposal to race 
four days a week, instead of the 
usual five days, during an eight- 
week period. That means cutting 
race days from 40 to 32, which 
could increase purses to a daily 
average of $200,000 or more. 
Racing fewer days in a week may 
also increase field size by making 
it possible for a horse to make 
more starts during the meet. 

Another option under discus¬ 
sion is moving Colonial’s meet 
from a summer schedule to a fall 
one. In the late 1990s, when the 
track first opened, it raced in the 
fall, albeit with limited success. 

Another option is night rac¬ 
ing, which would require por¬ 
table lights for the turf course. 
The main dirt track already has 
permanent lights. 

The above proposals are just at 
the preliminary discussion stage. 
Any final plan for 2011 requires 
agreement between the VHBPA 
and Colonial Downs as well as 
approval by the Virginia Racing 
Commission.

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Sea Rescue raises 
standard for Runcos

L ocal horseman Jeff Runco 
reached a career high in 2009, 
winning Charles Town's training 
title for the fourth consecutive 
season and amassing $2,755,187 in 


stable earnings. His feats included 
a victory by the late Hermen 
Greenberg's Researcher in the 
inaugural running of the $1 million 
Charles Town Classic, the richest 


open-stakes purse in the history of 
the West Virginia track. 

However, success has never been 
a stranger to the Jefferson County, 
W.Va., native. Since 1990, with only 
one exception, the multi-talented 
conditioner has won more than 100 
races a year. 

Consistency being a trademark 
of the vast enterprise belonging 
to Runco and his wife, Susan, it's 
no surprise that 2010 is another 
landmark season. After Researcher 
swept to his repeat victory in the $1 
million Charles Town Classic this past 
April for new owner Kinross Farm, 
Team Runco reached a further 
standard of excellence on West 
Virginia Breeders Classics night, 
winning three of the nine races on 
the all-stakes card. 

Runco sent out Golden Set, a 

2- year-old colt by Tapit (out of Swing 
Set, by Swing Till Dawn) to a popular 
score in the $75,000 West Virginia 
Farm Family Insurance Vincent 
Moscarelli Memorial Breeders 
Classic.Then one race later, Stowe 
White (Not For Love—Metal Blues, by 
Cure the Blues) exploded past her 

3- year-old filly rivals in the $75,000 
West Virginia Division of Tourism 
Breeders Classic. Both of those 
runners are owned by David Raim.

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The coup de grace came in 
the featured $500,000 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic which Runco took 
with his Coleswood Farm homebred 
Sea Rescue. 

It was Runco's third win in the 
Classic as a trainer (following Margie 
F. Fargo's E.B.F. Express in 1994 and 
Neil Glasser's Coolmars in 2000), but 
his first as owner/trainer/breeder. 

Sea Rescue was foaled and 
raised at Coleswood Farm, the 
Charles Town-area establishment 
where the Runcos have lived for the 
past 25 years. His name was inspired 
by their son Jeremy, a recent United 
States Naval Academy graduate. 

A dark bay/brown gelding by 
Brahms out of Heater by Dixieland 
Heat, Sea Rescue more than 
quadrupled his career earnings, to 
$294,570, with the $225,000 winner's 
share of the purse in the Classic, his 
first stakes win. 

Runco was interviewed by Jeff 
Gilleas following the big event: 

Being dismissed at odds of 57-1 
usually signifies that a horse has 
very little chance for victory. But 
hopes for Sea Rescue ran high in 
the Runco barn before the Classic. 
Why? 

Susan and I have always felt that 
Sea Rescue, if given the opportunity, 
could excel at the mile and an 
eighth distance of the Classic. 

We had entered him in numerous 
distance races over the last six 
months, but they frustratingly failed 
to fill. 

I was heavily engaged in 
watching where other trainers were 


spotting their horses, hoping to get 
a break and draw into the body 
of the race. (Sea Rescue was 12th, 
by money-earned, among horses 
nominated to the Classic, which 
is limited to 10 starters and four 
alternates, with preference based 
on earnings.) 

My goal at the beginning of 
the year was to point this horse 
specifically toward the Breeders 
Classic and hopefully have enough 
earnings to make him eligible. 

You mentioned that Jeremy 
spent a lot of his formative years 
on the farm and at the race track. 
What is his connection with Sea 
Rescue? 

The dam of Sea Rescue is Heater. 
Now 13, she is also the mother of 
Dahlgren Hall (West Virginia Futurity 
winner) and Go Navy (a multiple 
allowance winner). During her 
career she won five out of 10 starts 
and her main caretaker/groom was 
Jeremy. 

This really is a family affair at 
Coleswood Farm. Are we missing 
anyone who deserves a major 
share of the credit? 

Obviously, my wife and business 
partner, Susan. Her willingness to 
handle the bulk of the duties at the 
farm frees me up to concentrate on 
training 40 to 50 horses at the track. 

Susan has a keen insight 
when discussing pedigree and a 
very discriminating eye toward 
conformation. 

Is there a formula for success at 
Coleswood Farm? 


Any given year we normally 
have four or five foals of our own at 
the farm. We are absolute sticklers 
for conformation, a productive 
pedigree, and believe patience is 
rewarded. 

When we go to the sales to buy 
a mare, it is our objective to acquire 
size and substance. 

We also have an open line of 
daily communication-so nothing is 
overlooked or left to providence. 

At the track it is my goal to 
educate through repetition and 
conscientiousness. 

From an interested bystander’s 
perspective it appears that you 
have increased the number of 
West Virginia-bred horses in your 
care. 

I would say we have an 
approximate 15 to 20 percent make¬ 
up of West Virginia-breds at the 
track. Our new client David Raim has 
helped stimulate that total. It was 
great to share in his achievement 
on Breeders Classic night when he 
collected two wins.The Bethesda, 
Md., resident shares our philosophy 
of quality over quantity. 

I would like to also congratulate 
the breeders of Golden Set and 
Stowe White-William R. Ward and 
Hector Alcalde, respectively.

For the Runcos, excitement is on 
average toned down with realism. 
However, two youngsters currently 
spark enthusiasm - Heater's yearling 
filly by Pure Prize and her 2-year-old 
colt by Cape Town.

Pedigree page explanations 


I ncluded in this section are pedigrees and 
pertinent data on 90 Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions standing at stud in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. 

Statistics are accurate at least through 
October 22, 2010. Statistics, as furnished by 
Bloodstock Research Inc., Equibase, Daily 
Racing Form and/or The Jockey Club, include 
results from North America, England, Ire¬ 
land and France. Foreign statistics for coun¬ 
tries other than England, Ireland and France 
are included when available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred has 

adopted the following criteria for black-type 
qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in bold¬ 
face capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in 
stakes appear in boldface upper and lower 
case letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or 
fourth in graded stakes, as defined by Inter¬ 
national Cataloguing Standards, appear in 
bold face upper and lower case letters. 

Abbreviations: ntr—new track record, 
ncr—new course record, nAr—new Ameri¬ 
can record, nCr—new Canadian record, 
nwr—new world record. An “e” substituted 
for “n” means “equals.” 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of 
the dam appears in parentheses following the 
name of the stakes horse. 


In Male Lines and Stud Records, progeny 
are arranged in order by champions, Grade 1 
winners then stakes winners by earnings. 

NOTICE: The eligibility status of stal¬ 
lions nominated to national or state breed¬ 
ers’ programs (Breeders’ Cup, Maryland 
Million, etc.) is dependent on the nomina¬ 
tors’ compliance with conditions, rules and 
regulations of those programs. Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred cannot assume responsibility 
for nominators’ compliance with these regu¬ 
lations. Mare owners are advised to confirm 
eligibility with the stallion owners. 

DOSAGE 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. 
Steve Roman, preeminent authority on the 
dosage system, a mathematical method of 
measuring a horse’s inclination toward speed 
or stamina based on the chefs-de-race, or in¬ 
fluential sires, in his pedigree. 

“ ‘Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of five 
aptitudinal groups (Brilliant, Intermediate, 
Classic, Solid and Professional) covering the 
spectrum (from left to right) of speed to en¬ 
durance. We assign a total potential value of 
16 points to each generation. Since there are, 
progressively, one, two, four and eight sires 
in the first four generations, ‘chefs’ which 
appear among these sires will contribute 16, 
8, 4 and 2 points each as we work back. The 
points for all ‘chefs’ present are then tallied 
in the appropriate aptitude columns. ‘Chefs’ 
which confer two aptitudinal characteristics 


have their points split between the two apti¬ 
tudes. In the end, the total points in each col¬ 
umn produce the Dosage Profile, a series of 
five numbers which reflect the relative pro¬ 
portions of each of the five aptitudes in this 
order: Brilliant-Intermediate-Classic-Solid- 
Professional. 

“The ratio of points in the speed wing 
(Brilliant points + Intermediate points + V 2 
the Classic points) to points in the stamina 
wing (V 2 the Classic points + Solid points 
+ Professional points) is the Dosage Index. 
(Dividing the stamina points into the speed 
points.) This number is directly proportional 
to the speed in a pedigree and inversely pro¬ 
portional to the stamina. A DI of 1.00 indi¬ 
cates a perfect balance of the two. 

“Consider the five aptitude groups as 
points spaced equally along a linear scale 
where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid 
is -1.00 and Professional is -2.00, the DP 
allows for the calculation of the Center of 
Distribution, that point along the scale cor¬ 
responding to the total combined influence 
of all ‘chefs’ in the pedigree. Calculation of 
the CD is done by taking the sum of (twice 
the Brilliant points) + (Intermediate points) 
- (Solid points) - (twice the Professional 
points) and dividing that number by the total 
points in the DP. An exact balance of speed 
and stamina yields a CD of 0.00.”

This Pedigree Cross Index allows a breeder to nick, inbreed or outcross his broodmares by easy reference. Indexed are the names of sires and dams 
included within the first three generations of all the stallions in the 2011 Stallion Directory. 

Example: AFFIRMED - Denis of Cork, Harry the Hat, Prince Joseph, Wiseman’s Ferry 

In the above example, Affirmed appears in one of the first 3 generations of all the stallions listed after him. 

Suppose a breeder has a mare that is a granddaughter of Mr. Prospector or has crosses of that sire in a mare’s pedigree. He may want to breed her to 
a stallion with Northern Dancer blood to take advantage of the Northern Dancer—Mr. Prospector nick. By looking up “Northern Dancer” in this index, he can 
quickly see all the stallions in this register that have Northern Dancer appearing in one of the first three generations of their pedigrees. 

If a breeder’s mare is a granddaughter of Seattle Slew, he may wish to inbreed to that stallion and thereby get more of Seattle Slew’s makeup in the 
foal. By checking “Seattle Slew” in the index, the breeder can readily find all the advertised stallions that have Seattle Slew in their pedigrees. 

What if a breeder’s mare is already inbred or linebred? She might have 2 or 3 crosses of Deputy Minister in her first four generations, for example. The 
breeder may want to make sure the stallion he chooses for his mare has no Deputy Minister or no Deputy Minister up close in his pedigree. By looking up 
“Deputy Minister” in the index, he can readily see the stallions in this Stallion Register he should avoid for his mare. 

The pedigree cross index was prepared by The Jockey Club Information Services.
